"I  am    here    on  private  business,  but 

being    in    a    public    position   for  a  Icng 

period  until  the  democrats  come  to  grace, 

I  recognize  the  fact  that  I  am  a  sort    of 

legitimate     prey     for    the     newspa]>er 

hustler,"  was    the    greeting  which    I'he 

Herald    man    got    as    he    called    upon 

the     Hon.      S.    P.      Snider,      of    the 

Fourth  Minnesota  district,  this  morning 

at  the  Spalding.  The  captain  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  most  urbane  and 
genuine  whole-souled  of  the  republict.ns 
of  the  Northwest  who  lately  met  the 
democrats  in  forlorn  hope  under  McKin- 
ley  leadership  and  will  soon  be  placed  on 
the  retired  list. 

"I  tell  you,"  said  Capt.  Snider  "tkiat 
there  is  very  few  of  us  left  and  we 
have  now  come  to  look  with  a  good 
deal  of  suspicion  on  any  republican  vs  ho 
was  returned  to  the  next  congress.  It 
certainly  looks  as  if  they  must  have  had 
some  pull  on  the  democrats  that  we  v/ot 
not  of;  but  after  all  I  do  not  know  but 
we  are  the  lucky  ones.  The  sentiment 
of  the  immortal  Tom  Reed,  whose  letter 
to  McKinley  just  after  the  late  landslide 
amused  a  coterie  of  us  on  our  way  btick 
to  Washington  from  defeat,  strikes  me 
as  about  the  right  thing  to  say.  It  read; 

Mac  you  are  a  lucky  fellow .  You  were  al- 
ways a  lucky  dog.  Just  think  of  me  in  the 
next  democratic  house  along  with  that  forlarn 
hope.  Think  of  the  fact  my  dear  Mac,  that 
there  is  a  democratic  majority  big  enough  to 
expel. 

"Do  you  think  captain  that  this  short 
session' of  congress  will  pass  any  impor- 
tant measures?" 

An  ominous  shaking  of  the  head  fol- 
lowed this  question.  "I  tell  you,  said 
he,  that  about  all  that  will  be  done  at 
this  session  is  to  pass  the  various  appro- 
priation bills.  Things  are  dead  among 
the  old  members  of  congress — 
absolutely  dead.  It  is  lu(5ky 
that  nearly  all  Minnesota  legis- 
lation of  importance  was  gotten  out 
of  the  way  before  election.  The  Minne- 
sota congressmen  did  work  on  the  last 
session.  That  man  Comstock  is  in  my 
opinion  the  ablest  man  ever  sent  from 
this  district.  He  was  one  of  those  quick 
earnest  and  indefatigable  workers  v/ho 
get  everything  their  own  way.  The 
Saalt  appropiiation  bill  was 
a         great         victory  and  the 

whole  congress  had  to  be  educated  uj)  to 
the  fact  that  there  was  such  a  place  as 
the  Sault  canal  greater  in  importance 
than  the  Suez  canal.  My  work  has  been 
largely  to  assist  legislation  for  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state,  and  I  have  always 
recognized  Duluth 's  needs  and  worked 
earnestly  for  her  good.  No,  whea  I 
saw  the  way  things  were  going  I  in- 
mediately  made  up  my  mind  that  con- 
gress might  as  well  adjourn  if  it  were 
not  for  the  appropriate  bills  which  must 
be  passed. 

"Did  you  read  the  late  article  in  the 
Pioneer  Press  regarding  the  Blaine- 
Merriam-Davis  combine." 

"Yea,  but  I  do  not  know  anything 
about  that  particular  phase  of  the  ques- 
tion. I  do  know  that  today  it  is 
conceded  among  republicans  that  Blaine 
must  be  the  next  Presidential  candidate, 
and  as  far  as  I  can  see  now  there  will 
practically  be  no  opposition  to  him.  On 
the  other  hand,  Cleveland  without  doubt 
will  be  the  democratic  candidate.  The 
West  and  South  want  him,  and  the  dem- 
ocratic politicians  in  the  East  who  favor 
Hill  will  cut  no  figure  when  the  noses  in 
the  democratic  national  convention  are 
counted." 

"What  do  you  think  of  the  Farmer's 
alliance  movement?" 

"I  am  much  puzzled  about  them. 
Many  of  their  demands  are  just  but  of 
course  like  all  reformers  they  bring 
indictments  against  evils  of  con- 
stituted society  which  have 
existed  from  time  immemorial.  In 
agitation,  however,  there  is  life  and  in 
stagnation,  death.  I  believe  this  agita- 
tion will  serve  a  good  end." 

Capt.  Snider  will  remain  in  the  city  a 
day  or  two  on  private  business.  "You 
see,"  said  he,  "the  lower  house  of  con- 
gress is  having  a  vacation  and  I  had 
time  to  look  around  the  state.  The 
law  is  that  congress  cannot  ad- 
journ for  a  longer  period  than 
three  days  without  the  consent  of  both 
houses.  The  senate  would  not  coneent, 
but  nearly  all  of  those  republican  con- 
gressmen who  will  soon  be  looking  for 
jobs  took  their  vacation  just  the  same 
and  the  small  remnant  still  left  down 
in  Washington  meet  every  three  days 
and  adjourn.  The  representative  of  the 
most  populous  congressional  districij  in 
the  United  States  wished  the  scribe  a 
happy  new  year  and  left  him  musing  on 
the  ups  and  down  of  political  life.

MisHionarles    Robbed  by    PfrateH;    Intelli- 
gence From  China  and  Japan. 

San     Pranclsco,     Jan.     1.— Chinese 

papers,    which    arrived  by  steamer  last 

night,  give  details  of  the  robbery  of  Mrs. 

Dr.  M.   M.  Phillips,    of  the    American 

methodist  mission  at  Soochow,  and  her 
assistant,  Miss  Smithy,  by  pirates  near 
Quersan.  The  ladies  were  in  a  boat 
going  from  Shanghai  to  Soochow,  when 
the  pirates  robbed  them  of  all  their  valu- 
ables and  clothing.  The  pirates  treated 
the  ladies  with  great  rudeness. 

The  United  States  steamer  Alliance 
has  returned  to  Nagasaki  from  the 
Caroline  islands,  where  American  mis- 
sionaries were  reported  in  danger.  The 
reports  were  found  to  be  true,  as  the  na- 
tives at  Ponapo  were  greatly  incensed 
against  all  foreigners,  so  the  mission- 
aries were  removed  to  Stroup  island  or 
Uala. 

Japanese  hoodlums  in  Tokio  selected 
the  day  of  the  opening  of  the  diet  to 
throw  stones  at  tue  foieign  ladies  and 
children  who  viewed  the  procession  from 
the  Russian  embassy.  The  minister's 
wife  was  badly  hurt. 

Over  800  houses  were  destroyed  in  a 
great  fire  at  Yokotaka,  Japan,  Mov.  30. 
Three  persons  were  burned  to  death.

MILITIA    OUT. 


Ordered  in  Nebraska:  The  Co^t  of  the  In- 
dian Trouble  is  a  Million. 

Lincoln,  Neb.,  Jan.  1. — Governor 
Thayer  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  tele- 
gram from  Chadron:  "Indians  fighting 
here  for  two  days.    The  city    is    full  of 

women  and  children  and  no  arms.  Can't 
you  order  out  militia  and  send  arms?" 

The  government  immediately  answered 
as  follows:  "Capt.  Smith,  Company  E. 
Order  your  company  on  duty."  It  is 
understood  roving  bands  of  hostiles  have 
renewed  their  depredations  all  along  the 
Nebraska- Dakota  border. 

A  special  telegram  from  Pierre  says: 
Col.  A.  G.  Tassin  has  been  commissioned 
to  make  a  trip  over  all  the  country  of 
the  late  Indian  troubles  and  ascer- 
tain what  damages  there  are  incident  to 
the  hostilities.  He  arrived  from  Fort 
Sully  last  night  and  began  his  duties. 
Any  families  there  in  destitute  circum- 
stances will  have  their  immediate  want 
supplied  with  army  fare.  From  there 
he  will  proceed  up  Bad  River.  He  will 
relieve  all  in  need  and  adjust  all  claims 
of  losses  by  depredations.  He  estimates 
that  the  total  cost  of  the  Indian  war  will 
amount  to  at  least  §1,000,000. 


Cold  Hindered  Fire  Fighting:. 

Montreal,  Que.,  Jan.  1. — The  entire 
brigade  was  called  out  last  night  for  a 
fire  which  started  in  Bauchemin  & 
Alain's  five-story  block  on  Gabriel  street. 
The  proprietors  were  wholesale  book- 
sellers and  stationers.  Owing  to  the  in- 
tense cold  the  firemen  had  hard  work 
fighting  the  flames  and  the  fire  was  al- 
lowed to  burn.  The  damage  is  $100,000 
and  the  insurance  $30,000. 

The  Maple  Leaf  Shut  Out. 

Mason  City,  Iowa,  Jan.  1. — The  Chi- 
cago, St.  Paul  &  Kansas  City  discon- 
tinued its  train  service  in  this  city  last 
night.  Since  February  it  has  been 
using  the  Iowa  Central  track  from  Man- 
ley  but  owing  to  adisagreement  between 
the  roads,  the  Kansas  City  will  no  longer 
operate.  It  is  rumored  that  in  a  short 
time  the  latter  will  build  an  indepen- 
dent line  to  this  city. 

Malicious  New  Years  Murder. 

Sr.  Louis,  Jan.  1. — John  W.  Galvin,  a 
laborer,  50  years  of  age.  was  shot  and 
aim  jst  instantly  killed  by  John  T. 
Greasley,  shortly  after  12  o'clock  last 
night  in  the  rear  of  No,  1449  Biddle 
street.  Galvin  was  leaning  out  of  a 
second-story  window  listening  to  the 
noise  made  by  the  people  celebrating 
the  advent  of  the  new  year  and  Greas- 
ley fired  a  revolver  in  the  air,  the  ball 
striking  Galvin. 

Premeditated  Suicide. 

Newport,  Ark.,  Jan.  1. — Miss  Emma 
Deadmond,  living  near  Swif ton,  eighteen 
miles  from  here,  committed  suicide  yes- 
terday. She  dressed  in  her  best  clothes 
and  took  strychnine  and  died  in  two 
hours.  She  left  a  letter  giving  direc- 
tions for  her  burial.  She  assigned  no 
reason  for  her  rash  act.

Huron,  S.  D.,  Jan.  1. — Hump  and  Iron 
Thunder,  two  noted  Sioux  chiefs,  were 
here  yesterday  afternoon  m  the  charge 
of  Capt.  Ewers,  of  the  Fifth  infantry. 
They  were  going  to  Rapid  City  to  meet 
Gen.  Miles.  Neither  had  been  told  of 
the  fight  with  Two  Strike's  band  till 
they  reached  here.  Both  listened  at- 
tentively and  seemed  delighted  over  the 
defeat  of  the  Indians. 

Hump  said:  "Two  Strike  very  bad. 
All  his  band  bad  Indians;  no  good.  Big 
Foot  ought  to  die  long  ago.  Never  loved 
him.  He  make  great  trouble.  Hope  he 
sure  dead."  Hump  and  Big  Foot  were 
sworn  enemies,  and  each  was  watching 
to  get  a  chance  to  kill  the  other, 

A  Baseball  Club. 

One  of  the  questions  to  be  settled  be- 
fore the  spring  of  the  new  year  is  that  of 
having  a  base  ball  team.

G.  A.  R.  Funeral  Tomorrow. 

Newell  T.  Esty,  formerly  of  Rhode 
Island,  died  of  congestion  of  the  lungs  at 
his  residence  on  East  Fourth  street  yes- 
terday afternoon.  The  deceased  was  a 
G.  A.  R.  man  and  sergeant  of  Company 
B,  Third  regiment,  R.  I.  Volunteer  Heavy 
Artillery,  and  served  three  years.  The 
funeral  services  will  be  held  tomorrow 
afternoon  at  2:30  at  Endion  baptist 
church,  and  will  be  conducted  by  the 
pastor.  Rev.  George  H.  Kemp,  assisted 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Stocking,  chaplain  of  the 
Duluth  G.  A.  R.  Post. 


The  Insurrectionists  Get  Into  a  Fort  and 
Fight,  but  are  Beaten. 

New  York,  Jan.  1. — Advices  from 
Peru  give  the  details  of  the  revolution 
which  occurred  in  Lima  on  Dec.  3. 

Pierola,  the  Boulanger  of    Peru,  has 

been  quietly  at  work  for  some  time 
among  the  lower  classes  endeavoring  to 
create  a  revolution  which  would  place 
him  in  the  position  of  dictator.  On  the 
afternoon  of  Dec.  3  several  of  Pierola's 
chosen  followers  obtained  admission  to 
Fort  Santa  Catalina  with  about  eighty 
of  their  men.  A  prearranged  signal  was 
given  and  the  insurrectionists  suddenly 
took  possession  of  the  fort. 

The  government  troops  were  called  out 
and  for  two  hours  a  fierce  fight  was 
waged,  which  ended  in  the  defeat  of  the 
revolutionists. 

The  Peruvian  consul  said  yesterday 
that  there  was  no  fear  of  a  further  out- 
break. On  the  day  following  the  affair, 
he  said,  the  people  flocked  to  the  palace 
and  assured  President  Bermudez  of  their 
loyalty  to  the  government.  Had  the  fol- 
lowers of  Pierola  succeeded,  it  would 
thoroughly  have  unsettled  Peruvian  af- 
fairs, both  political  and  commercial. 
Seventy-five  of  the  insurrectionists  were 
killed  in  the  fight  at  the  fort. 

A  TERRIBLE  DEED. 

Arrested  for    Throwing  a  Woman  From    a 

Five-Story  Window. 

New  York,  Jan.  1. — Wm.  McGowan 
was  locked  up  last  night  on  suspicion  of 
having  thrown  his  mother  from  a  five- 
story  window,  killing  her  almost  in- 
stantly. An  officer  saw  the  woman  fall, 
and  he  ran  over  to  pick  her  up.  As  he 
reached  her  he  beard  her  murmur:  '*0h, 
I  did  not  think  you  would  do  that." 
Then  her  head  fell  back  and  she  died. 

At  the  station  house  McGowan  said 
his  father  had  thrown  Mrs.  McGowan 
out  of  the  window  and  the  old  gentle- 
man was  also  locked  up.  The  sister, 
Maggie  McGowan,  was  detained  as  a 
witness. 


Iowa  Express  Robbery 

Albia,  Iowa,  Jan.  1. — A  bold  express 
robbery  occurred  here  Tuesday  night.

in  Wealth  and  Population;    A 

Splendid    Showing. 


"Without  exception  the  business  men 
of  Duluth  look  to  1891  as  the  best  year 
the  head  of  the  lakes  has  ever  seen.  The 
unforeseen  strin^fency  in  the  money  mar 
ket  rendered  the  closing  month  of  1890 
one  of  unusual  quiet,  so  far  as  outside 
business  and  the  consummation  of  large 
schemes  were  concerned,  but  locally  De- 
cember was  a  period  of  great  activity 
among  both  retail  and  wholesale  houses. 
The  volume  of  trade  was  much  larger 
than  for  the  corresponding  month  of  any 
year  before. 

All  signs  point  to  1891  as  the  greatest 
year  of  Duluth 's  history.  Not  only  will 
Dec.  31,  1891,  see  long  distances  added  to 
the  mileage  of  Duluth's  railways,  but  it  is 
expected,  0.  N.  Nelson  and  Minneapoli- 
tans  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
that  this  city  will  take  a  place  among 
tlie  great  lumber  mill  and  flouring  cen- 
ters of  the  world.  The  improvements  to 
be  made  m  the  Imperial  mill  will  give 
that  institution  an  output  of  5,000  bar- 
rels per  day,  while  it  is  expected  to 
double  this  tigure  later.  Besides  this 
the  St.  Louis  mill  will  be  grindi)]g  1500 
barrels  and  the  Duluth  Roller  750  a  day 
before  the  close  of  the  year  and  others 
are  contemplated  that  will  bring  Du- 
luth's daily  output  in  1892  up  to  10,000 
barrels.  Of  lumber  mills  Mitchell  & 
McClure's  buildings  are  now  going  up, 
as  are  Duncan,  Brewer  &  Co.'s  These 
two  mills  will  add  78,000,000  feet  to  the 
local  capacity,  thus  doubling  it.  Three 
mills  are  to  be  built  at  new  Duluth,  and 
is  is  probable  that  both  Hill  and  Pear- 
son, the  Saginaw  lumbermen,  will  erect 
mills  this  year.  It  is  not  a  wild  state- 
ment to  make,  that  before  January  of 
next  year  Duluth  will  have,  built  or 
building,  capacity  of  saw  mills  to  the 
amount  of  over  175,000,000  feet. 

With  the  money  market  in  a  natural 
condition  several  big  commercial 
schemes  will  be  put  through, 
adding  10,000  people  to  Duluth's 
population.  Among  them  is  a 
large  iron  plant,  and  at  New  Duluth 
a  wire  nail  mill,  a  steel  mill,  a  stove 
works  and  a  large  rolling  mill,  the  latter 
a  $1,000,000  plant. 

A    conservative   estimate  places    the 
mileage  of  railroads  to  be  added  to  Du- 
luth   this    year    at    1000  miles,  divided 
among  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  Duluth, 
Red  Wing  &  Southern,  South  Shore    & 
Atlantic,    providing    the  latter    covers 
in  from  Iron  River,  as  now  contemplated, 
and  the  Pacific  coast  extension  of    the 
Manitoba  now  building,  and  which  gives 
us  another  through  route  to  the  Pacitic. 
The  advent  of  the  Red  Wing  also  means 
that  the    Soo  will    outer    Duluth,    and 
should  the  Red  Wing  build  on  to  Sioux 
City  the  Pueblo  &  Duluth  will  be  a  Du- 
luth road  in  something  more  than  name 
only,  whenever  it  shall    be  built.    It    is 
also  to  be  hoped  that  the  Duluth  &  Win- 
nipeg road  will    build  into    Duluth    as 
well  as  to  Winnipeg  and  the  wheat  tields 
of  the  Red  river.    The  improvements  up 
the  river  has  made   the  terminal    ques- 
tion       a      prominent         one,         and 
the    Duluth    Terminal    and     Transfer 
company  will  this  year  lay  its  rails  from 
Duluth    to     Thomson.      Electric     cars 
will      run      between       West      Duluth 
and  Lakeside  before  the  year  is  out,  as 
well  as  up  the  hill  in  two  streets  and 
along  some  of   our   upper    streets  and 
highland  avenues,  giving  Duluth  one  of 
the   best    street    railway  lines    in    the 
Union. 

All  leading  branches  of  wholesaling 
will  be  represented  before  1892,  the  Du- 
luth Shoe  company  and  the  Duluth  Dry 
Goods  company  having  already  begun 
business,  and  several  other  large  com- 
panies, to  deal  in  staples  of  the  wholesale 
world,  having  been  partially  organized. 
There  will  also  be  in  a  few  months  a 
strong  jobbers'  union  of  houses  now  here, 
including  dry  goods,  hardware,  grocery, 
boot  and  shoe,  stationery,  coal,  tobacco, 
lumber,  liquor  and  other  lines. 

The  government  building,  Pythian 
armory,  the  methodist  church,  great 
high  school.  Hardy  school.  Union  depot 
Lyceum  theater,  presbyterian  editice 
and  others  regarding  which  little  can 
now  be  said,  will  be  tinished  during  '91. 
The  past  year  has  brought  many 
strangers  to  the  city.  It  is  estimated  by 
a  well  known  hotel  man  that  over  1000 
wayfarers  have  daily  visited  Duluth. 
The  hotels  have  proved  to  be  ample  to 
accommodate  all,  and  more  hotel  room 
is  hardly  needed,  although  several  sum- 
mer houses  are  contemplated,  plans  of 
which  will  probably  mature  in  '91. 

Financially  the  year  bids  fair  to  be  ex- 
cellent. Money  that  is  tight  will,  so  say 
the  prophets,  soon  be  kxjsened,  and  will 
flow  rapidly  in  its  accustomed  channels. 
Cash  that  has  been  withdrawn  from  the 
banks  to  the  extent  of  hundreds  of 
thousands,  will  be  taken  out  of  Btockjn,^s 
and  bureau  drav.ers,  and  put  in  circula- 
tion and  use.  The  probable,  almost 
positive,  organization  of  a  new  local  bank 
of  whose  capital  $200,000  will  be  sent  in 
from  the  East  and  South,  will  have  a 
great  effect  on  trade.  The  wealth  of 
the  Red  river  counties  will  also  largely 
redound  to  Duluth's  advantage. 

A  statistician  estimates  that  $10,000,- 
000  will  be  spent  directly  and  indirectly 
on  Duluth  improvements  and  those  of 
her  adjoining  suburbs,  West  and  East 
during  1891.  In  the  city  numerous  im- 
provements are  contemplated.  Office 
and  store  structures  are  to  go  up  on  Su- 
perior street  at  the  corners  of  First,  Sec- 
ond, Third,  Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues 
west,  at  an  average  cost  of  more  than 
$125,0(X).  Besides  these  Fourth  street 
will  take  on  a  retail  appearance. 

The  manufacturing  concerns  have 
a  fairly  prosprous  year.  The  Iron  Bay 
company  has  turned  out  about  $.300,- 
000  worth  of  work  for  the  year,  and  have 
a  splendid  outlook  for  '91.  The  Minne- 
sota Car  company,  under  the  reorganiza- 
tion and  with  a  good  money  market, 
will  take  its  rightful  place  among  the 
heaviest  concerns  of  the  country  during 
the  coming  year.  It  will  run  its  full  ca- 
pacity of  ten  cars  a  day,  and   some   im- 


])rovement3  are  contemplated,  Among 
these  is  the  building  of  a  new  black- 
smith shop,  75  by  300  feet.  This  will 
give  additional  room  in  the  present  shop 
for  the  rolling  mill,  also  furnishing  space 
for  specialty  work. 

The  Clyde  Iron  works,  which  hn^ 
doubled  its  business  in  1890,  will  largely 
increase,  as  will  the  various  boiler  mak- 
ing concerns  and  other  firms  interested 
in  the  shipbuilding  trade.  The  Marin- 
ette works,  while  already  started,  will 
not  be  in  full  operation  for  a  month,  but 
will  rank  even  with  the  largest  industry 
at  the  head  of  the  lakes.  In  hardwood 
fittings  and  furniture  the  year  will, 
see  a  tremendous  stride,  as  it 
will  in  the  manufacture  of  woolens. 
With  all  the  strength  and  growth  in  the 
manufacturing  business  the  grain  trade 
is  growing  also,  and  the  year  promises  a 
large  accwssion  of  activity  and  life  to 
Duluth's  board  of  trade  and  a  large  in- 
crease to  the  city's  traffic  in  wheat,  corn, 
flax  and  flour.  The  statement  that  a 
large  flax  seed  mill  and  plant  would  be 
built  here  has  beei  so  many  times  repeat- 
ed that  it  may  seem  slightly  old,  but  every 
preliminary  step  has  now  been  taken  and 
the  industry,  but  for  one  drawback, 
would  be  much  more  certain  than  ever. 
The  mill  and  elevator  will  probably  be 
built. 

The  present  year  may  also  see  Duluth 
with  only  one  morning  paper,  as  it  is 
said  that  the  consolidation  of  the  News 
and  Tribune,  the  matter  of  the  near 
future.  The  Herald  will  move  into  its 
new  stone  building  before  May  and  will 
largely  increase  its  already  very  large 
facilities.

A  writer  in  the  New  York  Sun  gives 
Bonie  rather  entertaining  glimpses  of  the 
experiences  of  a  census  statistician. 

"Superintendent  of  Census  Porter  last 
year  api)oiDted  Dr.  David  P.  Day,  of  the 
United  States  geological  survey,  special 
agent  for  the  collection  of  the  general 
statistics  of  mines  and  mining.  Dr.  Day 
has  been  long  connected  with  the  geo- 
■k.  '<»fi:ical  survey,  and  is  familiar  with  the 
In. aeral  resources  of  this  country;  but 
the  work  given  him  was  too  much  for 
one  man  to  accomplish.  The  different 
classes  of  mines  were,  therefore,  subdi- 
vided into  groups,  as  gold  and  silver 
quicksilver,  copper  and  lead,  zinc,  iron, 
coal,  and  the  less  valuable  metals.  Ex- 
perts were  placed  in  charge  of  each  sub- 
division, and  it  has  been  planned  that 
Dr.  Day  shall  compile  a  general  report 
on  the  mines  and  mining  industry  of  the 
United  States  from  the  various  reports 
submitted  to  him. 

"Richard  P.  Rothwell,  editor  of  the 
Engineering  and  Mining  Journal,  was 
made  special  a?ent  for  the  collection  of 
statistics  of  gold  and  sil/er  mines  and 
reduction  works.    .    .    . 

"Mr.  Rothwell  decided  to  secure  the 
returns  cliietly  by  correspondence,  and 
in  furtherance  of  this  object  blank  forms 
were  mailed  to  all  concerned  in  gold  and 
silver  mining.  The  blanks  contained 
questions  which  called  for  information 
regarding  the  total  amount  and  value  of 
ore  produced  and  treated  in  1889  and  the 
amount  and  value  of  the  bullion  pro- 
duced from  the  ore;  also  the  number  of 
men  and  animals  employed,  wages  paid, 
total  of  expenditures,  present  cash  value 
of  the  mine  and  mining  plant,  the  value 
of  the  mill,  smelting,  or  other  reduction 
works  ac  d  other  particulars. 

"Tue  cen-u^  authorities  expected  to 
find  but  little  trouble  in  securing  satis- 
factory replies,  but  m  this  they  were 
very  much  mistaken.  While  some  mine 
J;- operators  willingly  gave    the  desired

B.  Damned,"  and  for  your  trouble   I  will 
make  you  a  present  of  the  other  half.' 

"An  equally  caustic  gentleman— who, 
by  the  way,  says  he  is  a  Harvard  gradu- 
ate and  adds  'B.  A.'  to  his  name,  con- 
tributes the  following:  'In  answer  to 
your  questions,  I  would  say  that,  so  fat 
as  I  know,  that  mine  of  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  be  sole  owner  has  never 
produced  a  red  cent,  although  three 
forrner  owners  committed    suicide  after

January  Forum:    Unless    some  great 
change  takes  place  in    our    financial  or 
social  system,  the  billionaire  is  certainly 
coming,  and  at  a  rapid    pace.

Small 
capitalists  must    keep    their    money  at 
home,  because  they  cannot  watch    over 
distant  investments  or  afford  to    employ 
local  agents.     These   advantages    more 
than  compensate  for  the    lower  rate  of 
interest  which    large   capitalists    often 
have  to  accept  on  home  investments   in 
consequence  of    their    rapid    accumula- 
tions.   Thus  we  see    that    in    the  last 
twenty    years,    while    rates    of  interest 
have     been      constantly    declining     in 
America,  vast  fortunes   have    increased 
more  rapidly  than  ever  before.      Several 
non-speculative  estates    have    increased 
five  fold  in  less  than  forty  years.    Inter- 
est is  now  very  low;  but,   adding  to   in- 
terest the  steady  increment  of  city  lands, 
an  addition  of  at  least  4    per    cent    per 
annum,  at  compound   interest,   may  be 
counted  upon  for  these  great  estates.  At 
that  rate,  a  present  fortune  of    $200,000,- 
000  would  become  a  billion    (81,000,000,- 
000)  in  less  than  forty    years.    Financial 
conditions     remaining    unchanged,  the 
American  billionaire    might  reasonably 
be  looked  for  within  that  time  and    sev- 
eral billionaires  might  be  expected  with- 
in sixty  years.

WHAT    IT   SHOULD    BE. 

The  country  has  been  treated  to  a 
series  of  lurid  object  lessons  for  the  past 
three  hundred  years  and  more,  showing 
what  its  Indian  policy  should  not  be. 
But  with  all  this  experience  there  is  no 
agreement  as  to  what  it  should  be. 
Treaties  have  been  made  only  to  be 
broken  and  disposal  after  disposal  of  *he 
various  tribes  has  been  suggested  and 
undertaken,  some  times  with  a  measure 
of  success  and  oftener  with  poor  results, 
shaded  all  the  way  to  gross  failure.  The 
reservation  system,  in  so  far  as  it  means 
the  maintainance  of  Indian  hunting 
grounds  and  armed  savages  in  the  em- 
brace of  advancing  civilization,  is  drop- 
ping to  pieces  and  the  latest  panacea  is 
the  allotment  of  lands  in  severalty. 

In  some  cases  this  effort  to  make  a 
white  man  of  the  Indian  by  putting  him 
under  like  conditions  will  succeed  to  a 
greater  or  lees  degree,  but  in  others 
failure  may  be  anticipated  as  certainly 
as  in  an  attempt  to  make  a  silk  purse 
out  of  a  sow's  ear.  It  is  notable,  how- 
ever, that  there  is  a  general  disposition 
at  present  to  insist  that  the  Indian  must 
become  as  the  white  man  or  look  for 
happy  hunting  grounds  outside  this 
earthly  country.  Hence  a  shoving  of  a 
square  peg  into  a  round  hole  with  such 
results  as  were  related  by  General 
Sherman  at  a  .  recent  dinner  of 
the  Xew  England  society.  "I  was  down 
at  Port  Sill,  some  four  or  five  years  ago, 
when  an  officer  was  describing  the  In- 
dians at  work  in  a  corn  field.  Every  In- 
dian was  stripped,  except  as  to  a  breech 
clout,  but  he  had  an  umbrella  to  protect 
his  complexion,  and  handled  the  hoe  for 
the  corn  with  one  hand."  More  dis- 
cretion may  be  shown,  of  course,  in  the 
suiting  of  occupation  to  the  disposition 
and  habits  of  the  different  tribes,  but  it 
will  be  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible in  practice,  to  make  suitable 
provision  for  all,  and  induce  them 
to  accept  it. 

It  is  very  simple  to  say  that  the  law  of 
work  applies  to  the  Indian  as  well  as  to 
the  white  man,  but  the  covenants  of  this 
nation  have  been  mgde  in  blind  disre- 
gard often  to  the  demand  of  work  as  a 
condition  of  support,  and  the  result  is 
that  we  have  today  a  lot  of  savages  and 
paupers  on  our  hands,  stickling  for  their 
rights  under  treaty,  and  confounding 
works  for  their  improvement  or  the  ad- 
vance of  civilization  over  their  heads. 
Probably  the  necessities  of  the 
case  will  override  our  covenants  in 
the  future  as  they  have  in  the 
past.  Their  reservations  will  be  split 
up  and  they  will  be  constrained  to  shift 
for  themselves  in  one  way  or  another. 
General  Sherman  puts  the  conclusion 
bluntly  as  he  sees  it.  "They  must  "oe- 
come  self-supporting,  with  a  little  help 
now  and  then,  or  else  their  doom  is 
sealed.  I  have  always  said,  and  I  say  it 
again  here  in  your  presence,  that  the 
Indians  must  either  work  or  disappear." 
If  this  is  a  fact  against  which  all  bunting 
is  vain,  the  quicker  the  Indian  is  fitted 
with  and  for  his  work  the  better  it  will 
be  for  him  and  the  country.  And  the 
rational  Indian  policy  of  the  day  will 
take  measures  at  once  to  find  work  for 
the  Indians  and  fit  them  for  it. 


firmer.  Iron  is  quiet  at  present,  but 
with  the  opening  of  this  year  and  the  re- 
laxation of  the  market  an  active  de- 
mand is  expected.

COMPARISON    IN  RED. 

Figures  as  to  casualties  incurred  in 
railway  service  in  the  United  States, 
placed  side  by  side  with  corresponding 
figures  for  casualties  of  the  same  class 
in  the  railway  service  in  Great  Britain, 
present  a  contra^t  as  startling  as  sug- 
gestive. 

The  Age  of  Steel  collates  the  compar- 
isons as  follows:  British  railways  in 
1888  gave  employment  to  3415,426  men,  of 
whom  391)  were  killed  and  2193  Injured. 
This  shows  1  killed  for  875  employed, 
and  but  1  injured  for  every  158  or,  if 
the  number  engaged  in  handling  trains 
be  separated  from  other  employes,  we 
find  1  killed  for  every  329,  and  1  injured 
for  every  30  trainmen.  The  American 
schedule  gives  1  death  for  every  117  em- 
ployes, and  1  injurj'  for  every  12.  Of 
casualties  to  passengers  we  have  1  killed 
in  every  1,523,113,  and  1  injured  in  every 
220,024.  The  rate  in  Great  Britain  for 
the  year  1888  was  1  killed  in  6,242,333, 
and  1  injured  in  527,577. 

This  comparison,  with  all  the  qualify- 
ing differences  allowed  in  the  conditions 
of  travel,  construction  of  roadbed  and 
amount  of  mileage,  is  to  our  manifest 
discredit.  If  the  question  of  any  meas- 
ure being  needed  for  the  greater  protec- 
tion of  men  engaged  in  the  business  of 
inland  transportation,  these  figures  furn- 
ish an  unimpeachable  reason  for  such 
an  object.  The  discussion  of  "Federal 
Regulations  in  Safety  Appliances"  is 
not  premature.  Something  must  be 
done  and  with  such  figures  confronting 
them — legislators  will  see  that  some- 
thing is  done.  The  only  fear  is  that 
they  may  do  too  much.

SEEN  AND    HEARD. 


A  SUCCESSFUL  YEAR. 

A  review  of  the  past  year  shows  it  to 
have  been  in  spite  of  all  drawbacks,  a 
successful  one  in  general  business.  The 
volume  of  trade  has  been  larger  than  or- 
dinary, and  the  results,  as  a  whole,  satis- 
factory. The  total  number  of  business 
failures  for  the  year  has  been  lees,  by 
more  than  1000  than  in  1889. 
There  has  been  a  quickening 
of  some  of  our  large  manu- 
facturing industries,  particularly  in 
woolens,  in  consequence  of  helpful  tariff 
legislation.  Labor  disturbances  are  few, 
and  the  amount  of  unemployed  labor  is 
at  a  minimum.  We  have  passed  through 
two  or  three  pretty  tight  squeezes  in  the 
money  market  without  serious  conse- 
quences in  mercantile  circles,  and  the 
year  closes  with  easier  conditions  than 
those  that  prevailed  a  month  ago. 

Elxports  for  the  first  eleven  months  of 
the  year  range  within  a  few  millions  of 
the  exports  for  the  same  period  in  1889 
and  show  a  balance  of  trade  in  our  favor 
of  something  over  17,000,000.  General 
crops  have  not  fallen  below  the  average, 
and  the  cotton  crop,  it  is  now  certain, 
will  be  extremely  large.  Bradstreets  es- 
timates the  crop  at  fully  8,000,000  bales, 
this  estimate  being  based  on  reports 
from  1615  correspondents  in  the  ten  prin- 
cipal cotton-growing  states.  O^the  re- 
plies 44  per  cent  report  the  weather  as 
good  for  picking  and  less  than  20  per 
cent  as  bad.  The  increased  weight  of 
the  bales  offsets,  in  part,  the  inferior 
quality.  As  to  wools,  more  activity  is 
noted,sales  have  been  larger  than  at  this 
time  last  year,  and    prices   are  a   shade 


The  cause  of  methodlsm  Is  at  ebb  tide  at  La 
Prairie.  It  is  said  that  the  methodists  of  that 
bur^  are  all  backsliders,  and  are  organizing 
into  an  anti-methodist  band  determined  to  do 
or  di'j.  The  cause  of  this  sudden  change  of 
inclination  on  the  part  of  these  heretofore 
Godly  people  of  La  Prairie  is  a  brief  conversa- 
tion dropped  by  an  unsuspecting  and  guile- 
less methodist  preacher  from  Duluth  who  vis- 
ited that  suburb  last  week.    He  said : 

"T^ns  is  my  first  visit  to  this  section.  I  had 
understood  that  La  Prairie  was  the  best  town, 
but  I  soon  found  that  I  had  been  misinformed. 
I  do  not  wish  to  saj*  anything  against  that 
place.  I  consider  Grand  Hapids  much  the 
finer  town." 

For  the  benefit  of  the   uninitiated   I  might 

add  that  La  Prairie  and  Grand  Rapids,  though 

near  in  location,  are  as  far  apart  in  spirit  as 

ever  were  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  that 

the    reverend   gentleman's   remarks  ^were  at 

once  published  in  Grand  Rapids,  much  to^the 

temporary  discomfiture  of  the  rival  town. 

*  *         *         - 

"There  will  be  a  great  improvement  in  the 
telephone  service,"  observed  an  electrician  of 
the  Western  Union  the  other  day,  "when  the 
wires  are  all  under  ground.  The  ordinary  city 
service  will  become  very  nearly  as  perfect  as 
the  long- distance  service.  People  wonder  why 
the  long-distance  service  is  so  greatly  superior 
to  the  ordinary  service,  and  how  it  comes 
about  that  conversation  through  the  telephone 
can  be  better  carried  on  at  a  distance  of  a 
hundred  miles  than  that  of  one.  There  are 
good  reasons  for  this.  In  the  first  place, ;  the 
long-distance  telephones  are  connected  by  cop- 
per wire  instead  of  Iron,  and  the  instruments 
are  far  superior  to  those  placed 
in  general  use.  Then  again,  these 
wires  are  seldom  or  ever  crossed,  and  as 
they  do  not  run  alongside  powerful  electric- 
light  wires,  or  street  railway  wires,  their  elec- 
tricity is  not  lost  by  induction." 

*  ♦         * 

"In  the  subway  the  wires  will  be  formed  Into 
cables  thoroughly  insulated  like  a  submarine 
telegraph  line.  These  cables  being  inclosed  in 
a  lead  pipe,  it  will  be  virtually  imposslale  for 
any  loss  by  Insulation  to  occur.  The  telephone 
will  be  much  safer,  too,  when  all  the  wires 
are  underground.  It  will  no  longer  cease  to 
work  during  a  storm,  nor  will  there  be  any 
danger  of  its  carrying  into  a  room  sufficient 
atmospheric  electricity  to  fire  the  box  and 
bum  the  house,  as  at  present.  Of  course, 
there  will  be  no  crossed  wires.  In  addition,  the 
utility  of  the  longdistance  telephone  will  be 
increased,  because  the  same  conditions 
of  transmission  which  exist  in  the  coun- 
trv  will  also  exist  In  the  city,  so  that  the  dis- 
tance over  which  a  long  line  can  be  operated 
will  be  extended. 

«         *        * 

The  real  time  to  shop,  as  far  as  economy  Is 
concerned,  is  after  Christmas.  The  pressure 
for  space  in  stores  is  so  great  that  the  trouble 
of  carrying  over  a  large  stock  of  goods  is  pro- 
hibitive. People  who  do  not  mind  stretching 
a  point  or  two  occasionally  wait  until  after 
Christmas  day,  and  then  buy  their  presents, 
put  them  into  the  postofflce  and  afterward 
offer  excuses,  which  vary  between  abuse  of 
the  delivery  system  of  the  big  stores  and  gen- 
eral complaint  against  the  tardiness  of  Uncle 
gam's  malls. 

*  *         * 

There  can  be  no  doubt* of  the  merit  of  the 
following  suggestions  which  are  apropos  to- 
day. "I  suggest  that  from  New  Year's  Day 
onward  the  wicked  shall  reform  their  ways; 
hard  drinkers  become  abstemious:  men  of  vio- 
lent temper  keep  it  under  control;  falsifiers 
speak  the  truth;  slapdash  writers  take  to 
thinking;  fools  learn  wisdom;  spendthrifts 
practice  frugality;  ill-mannered  men  be  polite; 
public  functionaries  do  their  duty;  boih  sexes 
wear  clean  clothes;  rapscallions  turn  upright; 
gluttons  check  their  appetite;  and  in  short, 
that  the  people  demean  themselves  properly 
in  1891."  These  are  not  all  things  that  might 
be  done,  but  it  will  be  readily  obsevred  that  if 
only  these  are  carried  out.  Duluth  will  be  a 
model  city,  a  sort  of  mlllenlal  city ,  so  to  speak, 
in  1891. 


PENCILLED  PHQTOaiU  PHS. 

One  of  the  most  familiar  figuren  to  the 
average  "Zenithian"  who  hns  been  long 
enough  in  Duluth  to  get  imbued  with 
her  progressive  spirit  is  W.  W.  Spalding. 
He  was  born  a  few  months  over  seven  ty 
years  ago  in  the  good  old  town  of  To- 
wanda,  Pa.,  noted  for  the  number  of  its 
citizens  who  have  gone  out  of  ite  quiet 
and  stady  walks  to  seek  their  fortunes 
amid  the  bustle  of  the  "pace  that  kills" 
laziness,  and  which  exists  par  excellence 

on  Lake  Superior's 
"finger  tip."  His 
early  education  was 
gained  in  "nature's 
good  old  college," 
and  the  citizen- 
maker  the  common 
school.  Like  all 
who  have  climbed 
the  ladder  of  for- 
tune, he  never 
missed  a  rung  until 
he  got  to  the  top. 
He  began  as  a  clerk 
in  183G,  dropped  the 
for  the  wild 
and      1841      found 


yard  measure 
Western  fever 
him  "hob-nobbing"  with  the 
wles  of  fortune  amid  the  lead  mines  of 
Illinois,  Iowa  and  Missouri.  Galeoa  was 
his  headquarters.  The  year  1845  finds 
him  in  Ontonagon.  He  had  ascencied  the 
Mississippi  and  the  St.  Croix  e.nd  de- 
scended the  Nemadji  to  the  great  Lake 
Superior,  down  which,  in  his  dug  out  log 
canoe,  he  made  his  way  to  Michigim. 

At  Ontonagon  he  entered  into  part- 
nership with  Daniel  S.  Cash,  his  uncle, 
and  the  father  of  D.  G.  Cash,  of  Duluth, 
in  the  mercantile  business.  He  became 
proprietor  of  a  small  line  of  boats  and 
steamers  which  carried  freight  up  and 
down  the  Ontonagon  river,  a  large  part 
of  which  consisted  of  native  copper.  It 
was  here  that  he  was  shot  in  the  knee  by 
J.  K.  Paul,  who  was  drunk  at  the 
time  and  mistook  him  for  an- 
other man.  He  shot  to  kill,  but 
a  bystander  knocked  his  pistol 
down.  He  was  superintendent  of  the 
Ogema  mine  for  some  time  before  he 
left  Ontonogan.  His  first  trip  to  Su- 
perior and  Duluth  was  made  in  1859, 
but  he  did  not  remove  permanently  to 
Duluth  until  1870.  Here  Mr.  Spalding 
opened  a  store  of  general  merchandise, 
which  was  not  discontinued  until  the 
Spalding  was  erected  on  its  site.  He  be- 
came interested  in  Mesabi  iron  proper- 
ties before  he  came  to  Duluth.  Tlie  Old 
Mesabi  Iron  company  which  now  owns 
9000  acres  on  that  range  was  mainly  or- 
ganized by  people  from  Ontanogan  who 
explored  the  country  almost  before  Du- 
luth had  appeared  upon  the  scene  of 
her  future  greatness.  Mr.  Spalding  is 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  company. 
He  is  also  an  extensive  owner  in  Ver- 
milion iron  property.  He  has  always 
been  in  the  vanguard  of  the  promoters 
of  Duluth's  welfare,  having  been  the 
first  president  of  the  Duluth  .fe  Iron 
Range  road,  Mr.  Spalding  is  happy  in 
having  no  ill  history  so  far  as  success  in 
acquiring  the  world's  goods  is  concerned. 
There  have  been  no  reverses  but  always 
gains  and  advances.  His  close  method- 
ical business  methods  have  pre<3luded 
financial  mistakes  and  his  tenacaty  of 
purpose  has  been  able  to  thwart,  those 
who  endeavored  to  bring  to  be;ir  the 
freezing  out  process  lately  prncticed 
upon  him  in  this  city.  Mr.  Spalding 
has  always  been  a  stalwart  of  the  stal- 
warts in  politics  and  a  republican  from 
principle.

Dr.    Hewitt    Repeats    Remarks 
Made  in  The  Herald 


GOES    INIO    PliRTICyURS. 


Water   Not  to   Blame,  but    May  be   a 
Medium;    What's  the  Dif- 
ference? 


Dr.  Hewitt,  who  two  years  ago  ad- 
dressed Duluth  people  on  typhoid  fever, 
again  talked  to  a  Duluth  audience  last 
evening.  Much  of  what  he  said  was 
similar  to  an  interview  with  him  pub- 
lished in  The  Herald  yesterday  after- 
noon. 

In  his  talk  he  said:  "The  question, 
♦How  shall  we  nd  ourselves  of  typhoid 
fever  and  prevent  its  return?'  is  only  a 
part  of  the  much  larger  problem:  What 
can  growing  centers  of  population  do  to 
reiluce  the  tendency  to  increased  death 
and  sickness?  Centers  of  population 
are  become  the  'graveyards  of  humanity.' 
Such  seems  the  inevitable  tendency  of 
the  crowding  in  cities. 

"The  question   of  typhoid  fever  is  not 
one  to  be  disposed  of  with  a  snap  judg- 
ment.   But  we  are  now  nearer  its  solu- 
tion   than    ever    before.    We   know  its 
cause.    Until  recently  it  has  been  con- 
founded with  other  diseases,  typhus  and 
the  like;  now  we  have  separated   it  and 
can  define  its  cause  and  nature.    It  is  a 
disease  of  youth  and  early  manhood.  Its 
victims  are  found  largely   among  those 
between  fifteen  and  thirty-five.    A  dis- 
ease   which  thus    attacks    those  in  the 
prime    of    strength    and    usefulness,   is 
worthy  our  most    careful   study.    The 
causes  may  be  divided  into    two    great 
clasaee.     First,  the  predisposing.     Dissi- 
pated men,  men  intemperate   in  habits, 
not  alone  in  drink,  but  in  food  and  sleep 
are  more  susceptible.    Second,    a  more 
direct    cause,      the     typhoid     growth. 
There  is  a  vegetable  growth    which    ac- 
companies every  case  of  the  disease.     In 
its  absence  there  is  no  fever.    It  is  the 
specific    poison.    It    can   be    cultivated 
out    of    the    body.    When  found  in  the 
system    it    makes  that  sickness,  tempo- 
rarv',  permanent  or  fatal,  which    we  call 
typhoid  fever." 

The  doctor  then  repeated  his  remarks 
in  yesterday's  interview  as  to  the  diffu- 
sion of  bacillae  from  excretions  by 
seepage  and  the  remedy  of  burning  all 
excreta  of  patients  by  quicklime  and 
continued: 

"Your  water  supply  is  not  the  cause  of 
the  disease.  It  may  be  a  medium.  The 
position  of  a  sewer  so  close  to  your  it^ 
take  pipe  is  an  element  of  danger.  The 
time  will  come  when  the  arrangement 
will  have  to  be  altered,  but  your  present 
danger  is  not  from  that.  I  analyzed  a 
sample  of  water  from  your  service  pipe 
two  years  aj^'o.  I  have  done  the  same 
recently.  Then  it  was  the  best  in  the 
state.  Now  it  is  nearly  as  good.  There 
is  one  point,  however,  that  should  be  in- 
vestigated. It  is  possible  that  there  may 
be  a  break  in  the  pipe  between  the  inlet 
and  tl:e  shore.  Your  danger  is  not 
from  your  water  supply.  It  is  in  a  more 
apparent  cause.  Make  no  resolutions 
but  private  ones,  and  make  them  only  to 
clean  and  burn." 

NOTHING  BUT  HOLD  ON. 

How  Two  Northwestern  Painters  Went 
Into  Real  Estate— One  With  Brains. 
"Bill  is  rich  now,  and  drives  in  his 
carriage,  and  here  I  am  as  poor  as  ever — 
glad  to  get  a  day's  worK  once  in  awhile. 
And  yet  I  had  more  brains  in  my  little 
finger  than  that  fool  Bill  had  in  the 
whole  of  his  big,  fat  head." 

"How  did  it  happen,  then?"  asked  the 
reporter,  scenting  a  story. 

"Well,  you  see,  young  fellow.  Bill  was 
just  a  common,  every-day  painter  when 
I  picked  him  up  at  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
years  ago,  while  the  great  Northwestern 
states  were  just  being  opened  up  by  the 
railways,  and  immigration  was  beginning 
to  flow  into  them.  He  could  smear  a 
pail  of  color  over  a  fence  or  the  roof  of 
a  house  well  enough,  but  for  anything 
much  ahead  of  that  he  was  no  good. 
Now,  I  was  an  expert  at  my  trade  and  a 
first-class  letterer,  too,  and  I  could  mix 
paints  like  an  artist,  and  had  good  taste 
and  a  correct  eye  tor  color,  if  I  do  say  it 
myself.  I  did  not  like  hard  work, 
though,  while  Bill  fairly  revelled  in  it. 
It  never  seemed  to  tire  him.  Well,  the 
long  and  the  short  of  it  was  that  we 
formed  a  partnership.  I  supplied  the 
brains,  and  Bill  the  brute  force. 

"We  travelled  all  through  those  little 
towns  of  the  West  that  were  then  spring- 
ing up  like  mushrooms  along  the  ad- 
vance line  of  civilization,  and  we  were 
welcomed  everywhere  we  went.  We  de- 
manded big  wages  for  sign  painting  and 
we  invariably  got  them.  I  made  as  high 
as  ^  a  day  for  weeks  together  at  that 
work  and  the  reason  we  found  plenty  of 
customers  was  because  we  were  always 
ready  to  take  our  pay  one-tenth  in  cash 
and  the  rest  in  building  lots.  Real  estate 
agents  were  thick  as  fleas  out  there,  and 
they  vied  with  one  another  in  having 
big  and  attractive  signs  on  their  little 
shanty  offif^s.  Cash  was  scarce  and 
land  plenty,  and  any  laboring  man  who 
would  take  his  pay  in  town  lots  was  a 
boon  to  those  fellows. 

"We  both  lived  economically,  and  the 
feeling,  strange  to  us,  of  being  genuine 
land  owners  kept  up  our  ambition  for 
one  long  summer.  Finally,  when  the 
cold  weather  set  in,  and  it  is  cold  up 
there  when  it  really  starts,  I  got  tired  of 
the  business  and  thought  I  could  make 
more  money  in  several  other  ways.  I 
was  sure  the  lots  would  not  go  any  high 
er  before  the  next  spring,  and  taxes 
would  soon  be  falling  due.  I  urged  Bill 
to  sell  out  while  the  boom  lasted  and  be- 
fora  the  relapse  came,  but  he  all  at  once 
became  stubborn  and  refused.  Hereto- 
fore he  had  been  wholly  guided  by  me, 
and  his  action  surprised  me  and  made 
me  mad.  We  had  taken  the  lots  in  co- 
partnership, and  one  could  not  sell  with- 
out the  other.  Bill  declared  that  he  had 
never  owned  land  before  and  did  not 
propose  to  sell  it  now  that  he  had  got 
hold  of  it.  I  stormed  at  him  and  plead- 
ed with  him,  all  to  no  purpose. 

"We  had  sixty  lots,  and  we  could  have 
sold  them  out  for  $50  apiece,  easy,  and 
then  where  were  the  taxes  to  come  from? 
I  argued  with  the  fool  in  my  most  per- 
suasive and  convincing  style,  but  Bill 
would  not    sell    and    could  not  buy  me 


out;  so  we  just  held  on  to  them  and  put 
in  a  mighty  hard  winter,  getting  bare 
food  and  lodging.  The  lots  went  up  to 
about  an  average  of  8K-K)  each  in  the 
next  summer,  and  I  fairly  wept  over  Bill 
to  get  him  to  sell,  but  the  fool  did  not 
know  anything  about  real  estate  and 
would  not  part  with  a  foot  of  land.  Then 
the  boom  burst  and  the  lots  began  to  go 
back,  just  as  I  said  they  would.  Still 
Bill  would  not  sell,  and  I  nearly  made 
up  my  mind  to  shoot  him.  Finally, 
when  we  could  not  get  $10  for  any  one 
in  the  lot,  I  sold  out  my  share  in  them 
all  to  that  stubborn  donkey  for  every- 
thing he  had— 8150  in  cash,  a  spavined 
pony,  half-a-dozen  paint  brushes,  a  silver 
watch,  a  self-cocking  revolver  and  a 
mongrel  dog. 

"I  came  East  and  left  Bill  still  holding 
on  to  his  wretched  lots.  I  soon  got  rid 
of  my  assets  in  some  brainy  speculation 
or  other,  while  that  fool  just  held  on 
through  thick  and  thin,  boom  and  panic, 
working  for  wages  with  which  to  pay 
taxes  and  keeping  himself  land-poor  for 
years.  He  never  would  sell  one  then, 
and  he  won't  sell  one  now,  when  he 
could  get  $10,000  for  the  poorest  of 
them."

How   Harrison    Celebrates   the 
Advent  of  '91. 


II    STREAM    OF    lillKD-3llllK[R^, 


The   White    House    and    Its    Peaceful 

Invasion    by  Those   Who 

Pay  Respects. 


Washinoton,  Jan.  1. — The  opening 
of  the  new  year  is  being  celebrated  at 
the  Capitol  on  a  more  generous  scale 
than  for  many  years.  Business  is  en- 
tirely suspended.  New  Years  calls  are 
the  order  of  the  day  and  the  principal 
boulevards  are  lively  with  hundreds  of 
elegant  equipages. 

The  day  is  being  marked  by  the  tirst 
official  reception  of  the  season  at  the 
White  House.  At  10:45  the  President 
took  up  his  position  in  the  red  drawing 
room,  with  Mrs.  Harrison  and  Mrs,  Mor- 
ton on  his  right,  and  Mrs.  Wuuamaker, 
Mrs.  Miller  and  Rusk  on  his  left.  The 
doors  were  opened  at  11  o'clock  and 
shortly  Vice-President  Morton  and  the 
members  of  the  cabinet  arrived  and  paid 
their  New  Years  respects  to  the  chief 
executive.  Following  them  came  the 
members  of  the  diplomatic  corps.  The 
majority  of  these  wearing  military  uni- 
form, which  contrasted  with  the  elegant 
robes  of  the  Chinese  and  Corean  minis- 
ters and  their  attaches  combined  to 
make  the  scene  a  brilliant  one.  After 
iiem  came  members  of  the  international 
American  monetary  conference  and  the 
American  internatioral  railway  confer- 
ence. 

The  handshaking  and  greetings  were 
of  the  briefest  possible  character,  and  at 
11:30  the  President  received  the  officers 
of  the  courts.  Behind  these  came  mem- 
bers of  the  house  still  in  town,  the  judi- 
cial officers  of  the  district,  ex-members 
of  the  cabinet  and  ex-ministers. 

At  noon  the  naval  and  army  officers 
poured  in,  together  with  many  other 
officials  of  departments  and  public  in- 
stitutions, the  veterans  of  the  war  of 
1S4G  and  the  Grand  Army.  This  con- 
cluded the  reception  of  individuals  and 
organizations,  and  for  the  next  hour  and 
a  half  there  was  a  general  reception  of 
citizens,  who  poured  into  the  grounds  of 
the  White  House  en  masse.  After  nearly 
three  hours  of  continuous  handshaking, 
the  President's  reception  came  to  an 
end.  This  afternoon  official  receptions 
are  being  given  at  the  residences  of  the 
various  cabinet  officers.

In 
this  cheerful  frame  of  mind — encouraged 
by  the  victories  we  have  already  won 
and  sanguine  of  even  greater  triumphs 
in  the  future — we  welcome  you  to  our 
new  offices. 

"Inasmuch  the  United  Press  was  the 
first  to  lease  and  operate  wires  in  any 
general  and  comprehensive  way  to  first 
to  report  in  extenso  the  proceedings  of 
political  conventions  and  other  delibera- 
tive bodies  in  season  for  afternoon 
papers,  and  the  first  to  do  half  a  hund- 
red new  things  abundantly  worth  the 
doini,',  so  it  has  now  perpetuated  a  con- 
sistent and  progressive  record  by  being 
the  first  to  fortify  the  business  of  a  press 
association  with  thos»^  modern  aids  and 
conveniences  and  to  give  it  that  environ- 
ment of  f^legances  and  good  taste  which 
have  become  familiar  to  us  in  the  ap- 
propriately equipped  establishments  of 
the  great  newspapers,  from  Boston  to 
San  Francisco."

Mr.  Nelson  Will  Probably  Wish 
He  Hadn't   Talked.

Alei.  Eraser,  lately  surveyor  general 
for  this   district,    was  seen  totlay  and 
asketl  concerning  C.  N.  Nelson's  state 
ment  in  yesterday's  Herald  about  the 
Duluth  lumber  district.     He  said: 

"I  can  readily  understand  why  Mr. 
Nelson  would  make  such  a  statement. 
He  is  not  anxious  to  have  too 
much  competition  in  the  Duluth  dis- 
trict. The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
Duluth  has  more  tributary  lumber  than 
any  other  point  on  the  great  lakes.  In  a 
rough  estimate  I  would  say  that  Duluth 
has  closely  tributary  to  her  over  3,500, 
OOO.CXX)  feet  of  available  logs,  not  to 
mention  several  times  that  quantity  in 
this  district  that  can  be  brought  here. 
The  Nemadji  has  over  l,000,aH),000  feet, 
ttie  St.  Louis  has  about  l,5c)0,0(K),000  feet 
tributary  and  the  north  shore  has  a  half 
billion  feet  of  timber  that  I  know  of  by 
my  own  personal  knowledge  besides  a 
great  deal  more.  The  south  shore  will 
furnish  easily  another  half  billion  feet." 
"If  Mr.  Nelson  can  show  any  other 
lumber  point  so  well  supplied  witb 
standing  and  easily  available  timber,  let 
him  speak.  He  makes  a  mistake  in 
stating  that  Mitchell  &  McCIure  have 
only  200.000,000  feet.  They  have  about 
500.000,000  feet." 

Duncan,  Brewer  &  Co.,  when  shown 
the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Nelson,  said 
that  he  was  either  ignorant  of  what  he 
was  talking  about  or  else  was  wilfully 
making  a  misstatement  as  regards  the 
Duluth  district.  All  the  estimates  of 
timber  made  by  Mr.  Nelson  were  on  the 
Nemadji  river  and  he  had  not  succeeded 
in  getting  in  more  than  half  the  timber 
along  the  banks  and  tributary  to  that 
stream." 

Bradley  tSc  Hanford  were  also  seen  and 
stateil  !  hat  there  was  at  kast  25,000,000,- 
000  feet  of  timber  in  what  is  known  as 
the  Duluth  district.  There  is  more  than 
3,500,1X10,000  feet  along  the  north  shore 
alone  and  within  five  or  six  miles  of  the 
shore,  and  Bradley  A-  Hanford  are 
authority  on  north  shore  timber  matters. 
"There  are  placts  in  St.  Louis  county 
where  I  can  point  out  three  adjoining 
townships,"  said  Mr.  Hanford,  ''which 
will  alone  produce  1,000,000,000  feet  of 
pine.  In  the  last  thirty  years  the  Sag- 
inaw valley,  the  greatest  lumber  center 
in  the  world,  has  cut  about  20,000,000,000 
feet  of  lumber.  I  look  forward  to  the 
time  when  200,000,000  feet  of  logs  per 
annum  will  be  manufactured  into  lum- 
ber in  the  city  of  Duluth  alone,  not 
speaking  of  the  immense  output  of  the 
district." 

The  thing  which  evidently  ails  Mr. 
Nelson  is  the  fear  that  Duluth  will  suc- 
ceed in  getting  logs  down  the  St.  Louis 
river  from  Cloquet,  which  without  the 
least  doubt  will  be  done  before  long.

'TIS  ABOUT  TIME. 

A     New    Keveuue     Cutter    on    the    Lake 
Service. 

An  important  movement  is  on  foot  in 
Milwaukee  and  Chicago  to  have  the 
revenue  cutter,  Andy  Johnson,  replaced 
by  a  larger,  finer  and  more  complete  gov- 
ernment vessel.  The  need  of  a  new  and 
better  vessel  for  government  cruising  is 
generally  felt  at  all  lake  ports  touched 
by  the  Andy  Johnson,  and  it  is  learned 
that  the  matter  has  been  placed  before 
the  government  officials  in  such  a  way  as 
to  convince  them  of  the  necessity  of  the 
proposed  step.  Just  how  soon  the  new 
cruiser  will  be  ready  for  service  cannot, 
of  course,  be  foretold  at  this  time,  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  active  operations  will 
be  commenced  early  next  year. 

The  Andy  Johnson  was  constructed  in 
1865  and  has  cruised  to  all  Lake  Mich- 
igan and  Lake  Superior  points,  and  has 
at  times  performed  services  on  Lakes 
Huron  St.  Clair  and  Erie.  The  number 
of  miles  sailed  in  making  these  trips 
was  something  over  130,000.  The  John- 
eon  has  in  her  day  saved  vessel  property 
on  the  lakes  valued  at  Sl,.500,000.  While 
she  has  been  in  commission  her  officers 
have  inspected  some  15,000  vessels,  and 
her  crew  has  saved  a  number  of  lives. 
As  she  is  now  25  years  old  it  is  natural 
that  she  should  be  about  worn  out.  Be- 
eides  she  is  of  that  class  and  build  of 
vessel  that  has  gone  out  of  use  and  re- 
placed by  much  better  ones.  To  rebuild 
is  consequently  regarded  as  not  the 
wisest  thing  to  do,  and  the  present  ef- 
forts will  doubtless  result  in  securing  an 
entirely  new  and  in  every  respect  a  mod- 
ern vessel.

The  stand  taken  by  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duluth  and  Northern  Pacific  companies 
against  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  road 
makes  it  all  the  more  urgent  that  some

ANALYZES    THE    WATER. 

Strange  Bacteria  Found  in  Duluth  W:»ter 
By  Careful    Analysis. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

So  much  is  being  said  and  written 
regarding  water  tnat  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  give  the  public  the  benefit  of  my  re- 
searches upon  the  subject.  In  a  com- 
munication from  one  of  our  prominent 
and  leading  physicians,  he  attributes 
present  sickness  to  the  impurity  of  our 
water  supply,  and  suggests  that  a  mi- 
croscopic as  well  as  a  chemical  analysis 
be  made  of  our  city  water,  as  the  bac- 
teria of  disease  are  to  be  found  in  the 
organic  residue  rather  than  in  the  un- 
organic  particles,  the  composition  of 
which  can  be  shown  by  chemical  anal- 
ysis. 

I  bave  recently  completed  a  very 
thorough  and  exhaustive  analysis  of  two 
samples  of  water  taken  from  the  mouth 
of  the  intake  pipe,  and  I  present  the  re- 
sults: and  I  feel  glad  to  be  able 
to  set  at  rest  all  doubt  aq  to  the  water 
supi  ly.  Sample  No.  1:  Each  fluid  ouace 
contained  of  unorganic  matter  355-741 
grains,  of  which  547-06  grains  were 
lime  salts,  and  Jthe  rest  yellow 
settlings,  probably  the  settlings  of  the 
bondsmen  on  Forrestal's  ciiy  contract. 
Of  organic  matter,  with  the  aid  of  s  high 
power  binocular  microscope  and  power- 
ful imagination,  I  found  a  small  number 
of  rodent  bacteria,  a  small  bacteria 
which  is  frequently  the  cause  of  hysteric, 
convulsions  and  conniption  fits  in  fe- 
males of  delicate  nervous  organizations. 
The  presence  of  a  single  specimen  of  the 
the  rodent  bacteria  has  been  known  to 
af  feet  seriously  a  whole  roomful  of 
ladies.  Sample  No.  2:  Each  fluid 
ounce  contained,  besides  the  ueual 
quantity  of  brick  dust,  lime, 
(slacked)  saw  dust,  street  sweeper  dust 
(in  large  quantities)  arsenic,  ammcnia 
and  a  few  other  harmless  elements,  the 
following  organic  trifles:  A  small  bac- 
teria bug  with  four  legs,  a  nail  and  a 
tail,  of  the  feline  tribe.  This  is  the 
bacteria  whi(^  produces  night  sweats, 
profanity,  and  sometimes  insanity.  I 
also  found  a  portion  of  the  lung  ol'  a 
canine  bacteria  in  a  high  state  of  retro- 
grade metamorphosis.  Small  quantities  of 
the  lungs  of  this  bacteria  are  not  injurious 
to  health  when  found  in  this  condition. 
It  is  in  the  active,  live  state,  with  the 
the  bronchial  tubes,  larynx  and  vocal 
cords  in  position  that  they  produce 
symptoms  very  similar  to  those  pro- 
duced by  the  feline  bacteria.  There  is 
generally  a  wail  attached  opposite  the 
tail  of  the  bacteria.  Besides  these  ele- 
ments I  found  several  badly  lacerated 
tomato  cans  and  a  plug  hat  with  several 
perforations  of  the  cranial  portion,  and 
the  rim  of  the  frontal,  parietal  and  occi- 
pital portions  badly  lacerated. 

However,  in  spite  of  the  careful  exam- 
ination, I  have  been  entirely  unable  to 
detect  the  presence  of  anything  which 
would  cause  disease  even  in 
most  delicate  organization,  and  I 
very  confident  that  the  trouble  lies 
in  the  water  but  in  the  air  supply, 
air  supply  is  not  what  it  should  be, 
I  would  advocate  the  extension  of 
air  supply  pipe  several  miles  beyDud 
Jupiter,  and  out  of  reach  of  the  contam- 
inating influence  of  the  milky  way.

SCHEM[M  DOES  MOT  ALWAYS  WORK, 


IfOld  Tactics  Are  Followed   This  Will 

Probably   Wipe  Out 
Brooke. 


RusHviLLE,  Neb.,  Jan.  2.— Geo.  Miles 
with  three  companies  of  infantry, 
marched  across  the  country  from  Chad- 
ron,  arriving  at  Pine  Ridge  agency  about 
3  o'clock  yesterday.  Gen.  Mil€is  is  re- 
ported as  indignant  at  Gen.  Brooke  on  ' 
account  of  the  failure  of  the  latter  to 
reply  to  the  attack  on  the  agency 
Tuesday  morning.  A  report  that  he 
had  been  relieved  of  his  command,  how- 
ever, is  not  true. 

All  the  troops  that  can  be  spared  from 

any  outside  experiment   are  closing   in 

toward  Pine  Ridge.    Two  Strike's   band 

and  all  the  other  hostiles  who  h  ave  left 

Pine  Ridge  during  the  last  f€tw    days 

went  away  leaving  all  their  tents,  wagons, 

blankets,  and  supplies  behind,  aad  must 

have  suffered  severely  last  night    as  the 

weather  was  very  cold  and    storming. 

The  deserted  camp,  was  raided   by   the 

friendlies  who  carried  off  everything  to 

their  quarters  south  of  the  agen(jy.    The 

Indians  remaining  at  Pine  Ridge  consist 
almost  entirely  of  old  men,  women  and 
children.    There  are  about  100  lodges. 

Special  Agent  R.  S.  Gardner  arrived 
here  yesterday  and  went  to  the  agency 
this  morning.  More  uneasiness  was  felt 
here  last  night  than  at  any  time  yet.  All 
available  quarters  in  the  village  are 
crowded  with  refugees.  Sheriff  Rose- 
crans,  of  this  county,  telegrajjhed  to 
Governor  Boies,  of  Iowa,  for  200  guns  for 
the  use  of  settlers  hjere.  All  thu  troops 
that  could  be  spared  started  in  pursuit 
of  the  fleeing  reds  yesterday.  They 
were  under  command  of  Gen.  Brooke. 
There  are  eight  companies  of  tha  Second 
infantry  and  all  the  Ninth  cavalry.  They 
started  to  Beaver  Creek,  eightetm  miles 
almost  due  west  of  this  agencj-.  From 
there  they  will  swing  out  into  as  long  a 
line  as  poseible,thus  forming  thci  western 
and  part  of  the  northern  side  of  a  hollow 
square  which  it  now  seems  it  lias  been 
decided  to  form  about  the  hostilea 
Carr's  command  has  arrived  at  \/ounded 
Knee  near  the  point  where  the  battle 
took  place,  which  is  six  miles  east  of 
Porcupine  butte,  or  about  sixttien  miles 
northeast  of  here  at  Wounded  Knee 
postoffice.  Thus  it  seems  that  Carr's 
command  is  to  constitute  the  east  and 
north  sides  of  the  square.  Prom  the  ex- 
pression upon  the  faces  of  the  officers 
and  men  as  they  pulled  out  through  the 
snow  and  bitter  cold,  it  was  evident  that 
they  did  not  relish  Gen.  Milen'  order. 
Three  companies  of  the  First  infantry 
from  San  Francisco  have  already  ar- 
rived and  six  more  are  expected  today  to 
replace  the  Second. 

A  scout  <;ame  in  yesterday  and  re- 
ported that  the  main  body  of  the  hos- 
tiles had  moved  back  twelve  m  iles  from 
the  agency  and  toward  the  Bsid  Lands 
on  the  north.  Another  arrived  last 
evening  and  reported  thelnaiansindulg- 
in  a  wild  war  dance,  only  eight  miles 
from  here.  A  party  of  Indian  scouts 
visiting  the  scene  of  Monday'n  battle, 
found  nine  Indians,  who  were  wounded 
in  the  fight,  still  alive.  Two  of  them 
had  been  taken  to  a  log  hut  near  by  and 
were  being  cared  for  by  a  squaw  that 
had  remained  behind.  The  othar  seven, 
all  of  whom  were  found  lying  ir.  gullies 
remote  from  the  battlefield,  had  sur- 
vived the  blizzard  without  any  atten- 
tion of  any  kink.  Two  were  bucks  and 
the  other  five  were  squaws.  Tliere  was 
scarcely  enough  life  left  in  any  of  the 
seven  to  pay  the  scouts  for  bringing  them 
in,  but  they  did  so  and  they  are  now  with 
the  others  in  the  episcopalian  church. 
In  addition  to  the  nine  adults  found, 
two  tiny  Indian  babies,  neither  of 
them  over  3  months  old,  were 
found  alive.  Each  was  beside  the 
dead  body  of  its  mother.  They  were 
well  wrapped  up,  but  how  they  ever  sur- 
vived the  fearful  weather  of  the  last 
forty -eight  hours  seems  a  miracile.  The 
little  innocents  were  brought  to  the 
agency  and  found  friends  in  the  wives 
of  some  of  the  Indian  scouts. 

Of  thirty-five  wounded  Indians 
brought  in  after  the  battle,  nea:-ly  all  of 
whom  were  squaws  and  children,  not 
one  has  yet  died,  though  many  of  them 
badly  wounded  with  bullets.  The  rear 
guard  of  the  party  of  charity-doing 
scouts  that  went  out  on  their  search  for 
wounded  Indians,  were  forced  to  ex- 
change several  shots  with  some>  of  the 
roving  hostiles.  After  the  late  battle 
the  Indian  scouts  went  over  the  field 
and  picked  up  all  the  disabled  hostiles 
they  could  find  before  the  troops 
were  compelled  to  hurry  in 
here  and  protect  the  agency 
from  the  uprising  that  occurred  as  pre- 
viouslylldescribed.'The  Indian  scout  who 
fell  at  Wounded  Knee  was  given  a  mili- 
tary burial  by  his  comrades,  under  com- 
mand of  Lieut.  Taylor,  Rev,  Mr.  Cook 
presiding. 

The  snow  storm  that  has  been  raging 
for  twenty-four  hours  has  ceased.  The 
weather  is  warmer  and  as  a  result  the 
vigilant  outlook  for  a  surprise  by  the 
hostiles  which  was  allowed  to  lapse  dur- 
ing the  war  of  the  elements  has  been  re- 
sumed. Nine  of  the  wounded  soldiers 
are  not  any  worse  and  most  of  them  seem 
a  little  better. 

The  inhabitants  of  Rushville  are  call 
ing  for  arms  and  are  organizing)  a  home 
guard.  Five  Red  Crosse  ambulances 
arrived  at  Pine  Ridge  today.  IV  ranch- 
man reports  seeing  a  band  of  100  In- 
dians going  southwest  from  the  reserva- 
tion at  midnight.  If  true,  this  means 
trouble. 


LIKE  THE  LAVA  BEDS. 

Miles  Describes    Their  Kncainpinent;  In   a 
8tate  of  .Sieg;e. 

Washington,  Jan.  2. — Gen.  Miles  an- 
nounces that  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  in- 
duce the  3000  hostiles  penned  up  to  sur- 
render without  a  struggle.  The  spot 
where  they  are  encamped  he  describes  as 
somewhat  like  the  lava  bed  of  California 
where  the  Modoes  made  their  final  stand. 
It  is  an  excellent  position  from  an  In- 
dian standpoint,  but  there  are  now  no 
avenues  of  escape,  all  having  been  closed 
by  the  troops. 

Gen.  Miles  says  the  Indians  have 
gathered  some  cattle  and  provisions  and 
appear  to  be  determined  to  make  their 
fight  at  this  point.  H-  says  he  will 
make  another  effort  to  get  them  back  to 
the  agency  without  bloodshed,  and  in 
order  to  do  so  he  has  established  a  reg- 
ular siege  around  their  stronghold. 

At  first  Miles  remained  at  Chicago, 
where  he  had  almost  unlimited  means 
for  telegraphing.  Then  he  moved  to  St. 
Paul  and  then  to  Rapid  City,  so  as  to  get 
the  quickest  word  possible  to  the  whole 
body  of  troops  moving  in  from  all  direc- 
tions. Finally  when  the  concentration 
has  so  progressed  as  to  bring  the  forces 
within  a  small  compass,  he  has  moved 
again  to  Pine  Ridge  and  now  has  com- 
mand, as  before,  of  the  entire  body  of 
troops,  but  at  the  point  of  concentra- 
tion.   

Gen.  Brooke  Relieved. 

Pine  Ridge,  Jan.  2. — The  Second  in- 
fantry have  received  orders  to  pack  their 
effects  and  be  ready  to  move.  Gen. 
Miles  will  take  command  in  person  and 
conduct  all  operations  in  the  future. 
The  funeral  of  the  soldiers  killed  in 
Monday's  battle  occurred  yesterday. 

All  communication  with  the  railroad 
is  cut  off  except  to  the  officers  over  the 
miUtary  wire.  There  has  been  no  mail 
service  since  Sunday,  and  no  one  except- 
ing Indians  to  carry  telegrams  to  the 
railroad.  Gen.  Miles  sent  out  a  telegram 
warning  settlers  along  the  railroad. 

BANK  ROBBERS  CONFESS. 

Cliicaeo  Crooks  Give  Away  Their  Nicely 
Flanned  Plot. 

Chicago,  Jan.  2.— Charles  E.  Mullen 
and  Harry  Featherstone,  the  South  Chi- 
cago  bank    robbers,   have  made  a  full 

c6nfeesion  to  Inspector  Hunt. 

••Featherstone,"  said  Inspector  Hunt, 
"did  the  planning  and  executing  of  the 
South  Chicago  job  and  give  Mullen  the 
responsibility  of  suggesting  it.  His 
story  tallies  perfectly  with  Bennet's  and 
Corbett's.  Feathei  stone  also  admits  be- 
ing concerned  in  the  Allerton  packing' 
house  robbery  three  weeks  ago.  Mullen 
confesses  that  he  conceived  the  plan  of 
the  robbery  and  imparted  his  scheme  to 
Featherstone  and  a  man  named  Ilickey. 
They  made  arrangements  to  rob  the  bank 
on  Saturday.  Just  on  the  evening  of  the 
robbery  Hickey  weakened  and  refused 
to  go  ahead.  On  Sunday  Featherstone  hit 
on  a  substitute,  his  pal  in  the  robbery  for 
which  he  did  time  several  years  ago.  The 
three  then  made  arrangements  which 
they  carried  out. 

"Mullen's  statement  is  corroborated 
by  Featherstone's  and  it  verifies  Bennett 
and  Corbett  in  their  plea  that  they  were 
led  into  the  robbery  by  Featherstone." 


ALLIANCE     PROCEEDINGS. 

Adopt  a  Constitution;  Citizens'  Alliance  to 
be  Organized. 

St.  Pauij,  Jan.  2. — The  Farmers  alli- 
ance adopted  the  platform  introduced  by 
the  committee  on  resolutions  at  the  after- 
noon session. 

At  the  evening  session  the  constitu- 
tion was  adopted  after  a  long  wrangle. 
The  proposition  to  organize  citizens'  al 
liances  was  finally  carried.  The  Citizens 
alliance  is  to  be  composed  of  citizens  not 
farmers,  and  is  intended  mainly  for  the 
industrial  classes. 

Eva  McDonald  was  elected  state  lec- 
turer by  a  large  majority.  The  conven- 
tion adjourned  sine  die  just  before  mid- 
night. 

After  the  adjournment,  N.  B.  Asbey, 
of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  lecturer  of  the  Na- 
tional alliance,  said  that  J.  J.  Furlong, 
treasurer  of  the  National  alliance,  would, 
in  a  few  weeks,  wholly  reorganize  the 
Minnesota  alliance,  as  the  convention 
had  acted  illegally  in  several  important 
matters.  If  this  action  is  taken  the  alli- 
ance of  the  state  will  be  split  into  two 
factions.     ^ 

The  World  Comingr  to  an  End. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  Jan.  2. — In  Bluffton, 
Ohio  the  second  advenist  sanctification- 
iats  and  faith  cure  believers  are  holding 
a  state  convention.  The  delegates  ex- 
pect a  speedy  coming  of  the  Lord.  Some 
of  the  speikers  quote  scripture  to  prove 
that  everything  indicates  that  the  end 
of  all  things  earthly  is  at  hand.  "The 
year  1891,"  said  one  of  the  delegates, 
"will  witness  the  overthrow  of  all  world- 
ly kingdoms  and  principalities,  and  the 
establishment  of  Christ's  reign  upon  the 
earth.  The  hour  of  His  coming  is  at 
hand.  Blessed  are  those  who  are  pre- 
pared."        

Several  Killed. 
Newport,  Ark.,  Jan.  2. — A  conflict  as 
to  the  ownership  of  a  small  piece  of  land 
led  to  fatal  shooting  Wednesday  night 
at  Newark,  fourteen  miles  from  here. 
The  parties  contesting  foi*  possession 
were  W.  T.  Magness  and  C.  E.  Perdue. 
Cleveland  received  tht^e  bullets  and 
died  in  fifteen  minutes.  Perdue  also  re- 
ceived three  bullets  and  died  in  twenty 
minutes.  Henry  Perdue,  the  dead  man's 
brother  was  fatally  wounded,  and  Mag- 
ness received  two  slight  wounds. 

Served  Him  Justice. 

Waco,  Texas,  Jan.  2. — A  report  of  an 
outrage  by  a  negro  and  the  subsequent 
lynching  of  the  criminal  comes  from 
Chilton,  a  small  town  sixteen  miles  from 
this  city.  At  3  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing men  took  Beall  out  and  hung  him  to 
a  convenient  tree  and  shot  his  body  full 
of  bullets  after  he  had  confessed.  No 
hopes  for  Mrs.  Fisher's  recovery  are  en- 
tertained.    

A  Noted  Frenchman  Dies. 
Parls,  Jan.  2.— The  French  author  and 
senator,  Alphonse  Peyrat,  is  dead.    He 
was  78  years  of  age.

Forecast  of   What    Will  Be  the 
Alliance    Program. 


IN  ULLSTHmmiaBJB  POSSIBLE. 


Some  of  these    Propositions  are    not 

Half  Bad;  But  of 

Others— 


ToPEKA,  Kan.,  Jan.  2.— More  import- 
ant legislation  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Kansas  legislature  this  month  than  has 
ever  been  presented  in  one  session  in  the 
history  of  the  state,  and  it  will  be  of 
a  character  that  will  attract  the  widest 
attention.  All  bills  originating  with  the 
Alliance  are  to  be  thoroughly  discussed 
in  that  organization  and  will  have  its 
approval  before  introduction. 

A  legislative  committee  appointed  by 
the  state  alliance  has  been  at  work  for 
several  weeks  drafting  laws  which  it  has 
submitted  to  the  sub-alliances  of  the 
state  for  suggestions  and  amendments, 
sixteen  of  these  have  been  acted  upon 
and  have  general  endorsement  of  the 
sub  alliance  and  will  be  introduced  with 
the  understanding  that  they  are  to  have 
united  support  of  alliance  representa- 
tives. 

They  are  for  an  extension  of  the  stay 
law  for  a  period  of  two  years;  a  redemp- 
tion law  giving  the  mortgagor  three 
years  in  which  to  redeem  land  not  ex- 
ceeding 320  acres  sold  under  foreclosure; 
revision  of  the  chattel  mortgage  law  re- 
quiring the  mortgagee  to  pay  his  propor- 
tionate part  of  taxes;  a  reduction  of  the 
rate  of  interest  to  6  per  cent  straight 
with  penalty  for  forfeiture  of  principal 
and  iniereet  for  its  violation;  a  revision 
of  assessment  and  taxation  laws;  a  re- 
duction of  the  salaries  of  public  officers; 
a  reduction  of  state  printer  expenses; 
school  text  books  to  be  published  by  the 
state;  adoption  of  Australian  system  of 
voting  and  the  Crawford  county  system 
of. primaries;  a  law  requiring  railroad 
commissioners  to  be  elected  by  the  peo- 
ple; a  law  prohibiting  alien  ownership  of 
land;  a  law  requiring  land  sold  under 
foreclosure  to  bring  the  amount  of  judg- 
ment and  cost;  a  law  suppressing  the 
Pinker  ton  detective  and  similar  organ- 
izations in  the  state;  a  reduction  of  rail- 
road tariffs  as  will  yield  an  annual  in- 
come not  exceeding  6  per  cent  on  the 
actual  invesiment. 


A    DEATHLY    FETE- 

At  a  New  Year  Fete  Four  Children 
Burned  to  Death. 

London,  Jan.  2. — Further  particulars 
received  today  from  Wortley,  near  Leeds, 
show  that  the  terrible  scenes  witnessed 
at  the  school  fete  there  were  not  ex- 
aggerated. The  fete  was  a  charitable  ser- 
vice, held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  parish  of  Wortley. 
Part  of  the  program  was  a  series  of  tab- 
leaux vivants,  in  which  a  number  of  the 
young  girls  and  boys  of  the  parish  took 
part.  Inside  the  dressing  room,  just  be- 
fore the  disaster,  a  crowd  of  joyous  chil- 
dren were  gathered,  all  thegiils  in  light, 
gauzy  attire,  and  many  of  them  covered 
with  cotton  used  to  represent  snow.  In 
addition,  several  of  the  children  carried 
lighted  Chinese  lanterns. 

Suddenly  shrieks  of  terror  issued  from 
the  little  dressing  room  and  all  were 
horror  stricken  to  see  a  number  of  chil- 
dren rush  upon  the  stage  with  their  cos- 
tumes on  fire.  Up  to  the  present  there 
are  four  deaths  recorded  as  the  results 
of  the  disaster,  and  several  of  the  in- 
jured children  are  not  expected  to  re- 
cover.          

EXPECT  TO   DO  WELL. 

Creditors  of  S.  A.  Kean  Feel  Better  Today 
and  Won't  Settle. 

Chicago,  Jan.  2. — It  seems  probable 
S.  A.  Kean's  effort  to  compromise  with 
creditors  at  thirty-five  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar will  be  a  failure.  One  attorney, 
whose  firm  claims  that  it  represents  250 
or  more  of  the  depositors,  says  he  will 
advise  his  clients  to  refuse  Kean's  pro- 
posed settlement.  Very  few  other  cred- 
itors, it  is  said,  will  consent  to  release 
Kean  for  so  small  a  percentage  of  their 
claims. 

The  assignee's  report  shows  that  the 
estate  will  pay  40  or  50  per  cent  and  still 
save  the  equities  of  the  creditors  and 

not  release  Kean. 

Short  and  Sweet 

Washington,  Jan.  2.— There  were 
forty  senators  present  today  when 
the  senate  opened.  Mr.  Alli- 
son, who  has  been  absent  for  the 
past  ten  days,  was  in  his  seat.  Messrs. 
McConnell  and  Dubois,  from  Idaho, 
were  on  the  floor.  There  was  no  busi- 
ness, and  the   senate   adjourned    until 

noon  Monday.     

The  House. 

Washington,  Jan  2.— The  resignation 
of  S.  H.  Markham  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  managers  of  the  national  home 
for  disabled  volunteer  soldiers  was  laid 
before  the  house  today  and  referred. 
Mr.  Enlo  moved  an  adjournment.  Lost 
—yeas,  48;  nays,  77.  Mr.  Thomas  moved 
that  the  house  go  into  committee  of  the 
whole  on  this  motion.  Mr.  Mills  made 
the  point  that  there  was  no  quorum, 
whereupon  the  house  adjourned. 

Grasped  the  Wire. 

St.  Louis,  Jan.  2.— John  Halon,  Bell 
telephone  lineman,  while  at  work  on  a 
pole  in  company  with  two  others,  grasped 
an  electric  light  wire  and  was  badly 
burned.  The  shock  rendered  him  un- 
conscious, and  releasing  his  hold  he  fell, 
striking  his  head  on  the  curbing,  killing 
him  instantly.  Halon  was  the  man  who 
only  yesterday  two  blocks  away  re- 
moved the  unconscious  form  of  William 
Peterson,  who  narrowly  escaped  death  in 
a  like  manner. 


SYMPATHY  WITH  JEWS. 

Baltimore    Preachers    Kesolute    Over    the 
Persecuted  Hebrews. 

Baltimore,  Jan.   2. — At    the    session 

today  of  ministers   of   the   evangelical 

denominations,  a  resolution  was  adopted 

expressive  of  their    sympathy    with  the 

persecuted  Jews.  The  Rev.  E.  A.  Law- 
rence said: 

'  The  Jews  in  their  treatment  of  Jesus 
crucified  one  whom  they  held  to  be  a 
man.  The  Christians  in  their  treatment 
of  the  Jews  have  crucified  a  race.  In 
Russia  expulsion  is  the  order  of  the  day. 
In  America  thi3re  is  social  ostracism. 
Christianize  the  Jews.  That  is  the 
answer  which  the  church  must  give 
That  will  Americanize,  Anglicize,  Ger- 
manize them,  as  the  case  may  be." 

Th-T  R^v  Dr.  L-^wis  de  Lew  recom- 
mended that  the  Jews  be  Christianized. 
He  said  he  spoke  as  a  Christian  Jew,  and 
felt  warmly  for  every  movement  tending 
toward  the  improvement  of  his  race. 

The  ministers  appointed  a  committee 
to  consider  the  refusal  of  the  Maryland 
University  Law  school  to  admit  coloijed 
men  as  stuaents. 


AN  ICY  SWITCH. 


A  Serious  Accident  Last  Nigrht  on  the  D., 
L,.  &  W.  Road. 

New  York,  Jan.  2. — The  express  over 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western 
which  left  Hoboken  for  the  West  at  8 
o'clock  last  night,  met  with  a  serious  ac- 
cident at  West  Patterson,  N.  J.  The 
train  struck  an  ice-covered  switch  and 
crashed  into  a  train  of  fiat  cars  loaded 
with  pig  iron.  The  engine,  two  passen- 
gers and  two  sleepers  were  wrecked. 
None  of  the  passengers  were  injured. 
Both  the  engineer  and  fireman  were 
scalded  in  a  frightful  manner  by  escap- 
ing steam. 

The  following  are  the  wounded:  En- 
gineer Morris  Lunger,  left  leg  crushed 
and  badly  scalded;  Baggagemaster  Scan- 
Ion,  leg  crushed;  Brakeman  Bernard 
Foster,  hurt  about  the  head,  caused  by 
being  thrown  against  a  pile  of  pig  iron. 

DIDN'T    GET    IN, 

And  Her  Non-Arrival   Will  Cost  the  White 
Star  $3000. 

New  York,  Jan.  2. — The  big  four- 
masted  British  ship  Walter  H.  Wilson 
did  not  get  in  before  New  Years  day  and 

the  White  Star  line  lost  about  S3000. 
The  ship  was  chartered  by  the  Standard 
Oil  company  to  take  100,000  cases  of  oil 
to  Calcutta  when  the  freight  rate  was 
twenty-one  cents  a  case.  The  charter 
was  void  Thursday,  and  as  thefreisjhton 
cases  of  oil  has  dropped  to  eighteen  cents, 
the  owners  of  the  ship  will  lose  just  100,- 
000  times  three  cents. 

The  ship  almost  had  her  nose  in  port 
on  Friday,  with  a  pilot  aboard,  but,  tear- 
ing the  northeasterly  gale,  she  stood  out 
to  sea  again.  She  was  spoken  yesterday 
off  Fire  island  by  an  incoming  steam- 
ship.

New  York,  Jan.  2. — Again  this  morn- 
ing this  city  is  enveloped  in  dense  fog 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  ferry 
twats,  navigation  is  suspended.  The 
Western  Union  reports  a  little  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  wires  west  and 
south,  but  business  is  greatly  delayed. 
A  heavy  rain  storm  today  prevails 
throughout  New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
New  England  and  snow  is  rapidly  dis- 
appearing. 

A  Disguised  Agitator. 

Chicago,  Jan.  2.  —A  dispatch  purport- 
ing to  come  from  St.  Louis  and  addressed 
to  members  of  the  Order  of  Railway 
Telegraphers  desired  that  all  operators 
be  persuaded  to  stay  away  from  the 
Lake  Shore  &,  Michigan  Southern  rail- 
way and  not  fill  the  places  of  operators 
leaving  that  line.  This  would  indicate 
that  trouble  between  the  railway  and 
iis  telegraphic  force  has  commenced, 
but  the  company's  operators  in  this  city 
eay  t-ey  know  nothing  of  such  trouble. 
The  dispatch  is  probably  bogus. 


He  Escaped  From  Slavery  In  1812. 
Halifax,  Jan.  2.— John  Shlw,  a  well- 
known  colored  man,  died  very  suddenly 
here  this  morning.  He  was  bom  in 
slavery  about  100  years  ago  in  Little 
York,  Va.  In  1812  he  and  five  other 
slaves  escaped  to  the  British  warship. 
Sapphire,  lying  in  Chesapeake  bay,  and 
were  landed  in  Bermuda.  They  were, 
before  their  escape,  slaves  on  an  estate 
near  York  river,  and  were  the  property 
of  a  man  named  Griffin,  who  owned  GOO 
slaves.        

A  Carolina  Bank  Goes  Down. 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  Jan.  2.— The  Peo- 
ples National  bank,  of  Fayetteville, 
closed  its  doors  Wednesday  noon.  One 
of  the  ugly  looking  facts  in  connection 
with  this  suspension  was  that  the  bank 
received  deposits  up  to  the  time  of 
closing,  but  checks  were  paid  up  to  that 
time.  This  bank  was  organiztKi  in  1872 
with  a  paid  up  cjipital  of  $150,000.  Sev- 
eral large  failures  have  followed  the  sus- 
pension and  business  is  entirely  dead. 

Tapped  the  Wires  for  Tips. 
B.\LTiMORE,  Jan.  2. — Frank  B.  Jef- 
fries was  arrested  here  'yesterday  for 
tapping  the  wires  of  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  company,  which  supply  the 
pool  rooms  at  Arlington,  Baltimore 
county,  with  reports  from  the  race  tracks. 
A  complete  office  outrit,  including  a  bat- 
tery of  fifty  cells  and  instruments  and 
fifty  pounds  of  wire  were  captured. 

A  Towboat  Kxplodes. 

Portsmouth,  Ohio,  Jan.  2.— The  tow- 
boat  Annie  Roberts  exploded  her  boilers 
here  this  morning,  killim:  two  men  and 
fatally  injuring  three  others.  All  the 
victims  were  Pittsburghers. 

Floods  Feared. 

Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Jan.  2.— The  rivers 
continue  to  rise  in  this  section,  and  the 
weather  continues  to  grow  cold,  and  a 
dangerous  flood  is  expected.  At  noon 
there  were  seventeen  feet  of  water  on  the 
marks  and  river  men  look  for  more.

TESTIXE  APPARATOS  III  THE 


An  Excellent  Heating  and  Ventilating 

System;  Matters  of  the 

Schools. 


Members  of  the  school  board  spent  a 
good  part  of  New  Years  day  in  the  new 
Endion  school,  where  the  ventilating 
and  heating  systems  were  tested  for  the 
first  time  and  were  found  to  work  as 
satisfactory  as  a  first  test  could  be  ex- 
pected to.  The  System  of  heating  and 
ventilatiifg  this  building  is  a  combina- 
tion of  the  Ruttan  and  a  direct  mechan- 
ical draught  of  fresh  air  over  steam 
pipes.  There  are  three  large  exhaust 
and  blow  fans  in  the  building,  driven  by 
a  steam  engine.  These  force  the  fresh 
cold  air  into  the  building  over  steam 
coils,  which  heat  the  air  to  about  CO, 
and  push  it  into  the  rooms,  while  the 
Ruttan  system,  under  direct  control  of 
the  teachers,  furnishes  the  rest  of  the 
heat.  Impure  warm  air  is  drawn  off  by 
simple  means.  The  Endion  school  will 
be  opened  in  a  week. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  school 
board,  as  soon  as  the  High 
and  Emerson  schools  are  out  of 
the  way  to  tear  down  the  JeflFerson,  at 
Ninth  avenue  east  and  put  up  a  modern 
school  in  its  place.  The  Jetferson  was 
built  several  years  ago  when  Duluth  had 
only  5000  or  0000  people,  and  when  people 
did  not  look  forward  to  such  a  rapid 
growth  as  we  have  had  and  expect  to 
have.  It  has  none  of  the  modern  con- 
veniences and  will  not  be  a  safe  building 
long. 

"We  have  made  $.^00,000  in  the  rise  of 
our  real  estate,"  said  a  member  of  the 
school  board  this  morning,  and  we  can 
aflFord  to  have  good  buildings,  especially 
when  we  need  them.  Total  value  of 
school  property  in  Duluth  is  now  about 
$700,000,  and  we  have  a  debt,  less  cash  in 
sinking  fund,  of  $120,000.  There  won't 
be  over  three  high  schools  in  the  United 
States  better  in  size,  finish,  or  appoint- 
ments than  our  new  one."

THE  NORTHERN  CENTRAL  STATES. 

The  figureB  of  the  census  bureau  show 
that  the  greatest  gain  in  population  has 
been  in  what  is  classed  as  the  Northern 
Central  division.  This  embraces  the 
states  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Mis 
Bouri,  North  and  South  Dakota,  Ne- 
braska and  Kansas.  The  total  area  of 
this  division  is  765,855  square  miles,  or 
a  little  more  than  a  fourth  of  the  entire 
country,  exclusive  of  Alaska.  While  it 
has  only  about  "Jl  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
area,  it  has  more  than  40  per  cent  of  the 
entire  increase  of  population  since  1880. 
The  North  Atlantic  states  show  23  per 
cent  of  the  gain;  the  South  Atlantic  10 
per  cent,  the  Southern  Central  17  per 
cent;  and  the  Western  division  10 
per  cent.  In  other  words,  of  a  total  gain 
of  a  little  more  than  twelve  millions,  the 
Northern  Central  has  nearly  five  mil- 
lions. This  is  exclusive  of  Indians.  The 
percentage  of  increase  for  the  entire 
country  is  less  than  25  per  cent,  while 
for  the  Northern  Central  division  it  is 
nearly  29  per  cent. 

The  same  relative  growth  appears  in 
business  transactions  as  far  as  the  city 
bank  clearings  go.  Taking  the  tirst  week 
in  December  for  1890  and  comparing  it 
w^ith  the  corresponding  week  in  1889,  the 
aggregate  increase  in  clearings  was  a 
little  more  than  10  per  cent.  For  the 
cities  in  the  Northern  Central  division, 
the  increase  was  more  than  23  per  cent. 
It  is  probable  that  the  census  returns  of 
manufactures  will  show  even  a  greater 
relative  growth  for  this  division. 

In  population,  industry  and  general 
business  activity,  the  division  of  which 
Duluth  is  nearly  the  center,  is  growing 
faster  than  any  other  portion  of  the 
country.  It  still  has  an  amazing  room 
for  gopwth.  The  density  of  population 
in  the  Northern  Atlantic  division  is  103 
the  square  mile;  in  the  Southern  Atlan- 
tic, 31 ;  in  the  southern  Central,  18;  and 
in  the  Northern  Central  ^.  The  West- 
ern division  has  2.5  to  the  square  mile. 
When  the  Northern  Central  division  is 
as  densely  populated  as  the  Northern 
Atlantic  it  will  have  nearly  four  times 
its  present  population.  The  Northern 
Central  division  has  now  a  population  of 
22,322,151,  and  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
events  it  must  be  more  than  doubled  in 
thirty  years.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  by 
1920  this  population  will  be  greater  than 
the  whole  population  of  the  country 
only  twenty  years  ago.

WHAT   WANAMAKER  HAS  DONE. 

When  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Wana- 
maker  as  postmaster  general  was  made 
The  Herald  hailed  it  as  one  eminently 
fit  to  be  made,  and  the  simple  record  of 
fact,  given  in  the  annual  report  just 
issued,  amply  sustains  the  judgment  in 
advance.  It  shows  the  advantage  of 
business  methods  by  a  business  man  in 
a  business  department  of  the  govern- 
ment. He  saved  more  than  §200,000  on 
the  postal  card  contract,  $400,000  on  the 
contract  for  stamped  envelopes  and 
1*200,000  on  the  contract  for  carrying 
mails.  The  same  number  of  inspectors 
have  treated  21,000  more  cases,  or  an 
average  gain  per  man  of  nearly  300.  He 
has  almost  destroyed  the  business  of  the 
"greengoods"  swindlers,  has  reduced  the 
percentage  of  postoffice  thieving  and 
has  enforced  the  anti-lottery  regulation. 

The  gross  revenue  is  nearly  §5,000,000 
larger  than  ever  before;  almost  5000  new 
postoffices  have  been  established;  over 
5000  miles  of  railway  poet  car  service  have 
been  put  on;  the  mail  routes  have  been 
extended  over  12,000  miles  of  railway, 
steamboat  and  stage  lines;  the  star- route 
mileage  has  increased  over  5,000,000 
and  the  railway  mileage  over  11,000,000 
miles;  the  railway  postal  clerks  have  re- 
duced the  number  of  pieces  usually  sent 
to  the  dead  letter  office  by  2,000,000.  He 
advocates  the  postal  telegraph;  recom- 
mends that  the  postal  savings  experi- 
ment be  fully  and  fairly  tried;  would 
not  shirk  the  eight-hour  question.  He 
makes  it  his  ideal  to  have  the  mails  go 
faster,  more  safely,  more  frequently. 
The  total  losses  due  to  the  carelessness 
or  dishonesty  of  postal  employee  is 
.00077  of  one  per  cent.  If  this  is  not  a 
justification  of  faith  by  works,  we  want 
to  know  why  not. 


In  spite  of  the  rejoicings  of  the  demo- 
crats over  their  anti-school  victory  in 
Wisconsin,  it  appears  that  there  are 
seven  times  as  many  pupils  in  the  public 
as  in  the  parochial  schools  of  that  state, 
and  that  the  number  of  the  public  school 
pupils  has  increased  16.9T  per  cent  since 
1880.  The  little  red  school  house  is  still 
a  power  in  the  land  in  Wisconsin  as  else- 
where and  a  standing  menace  to  alienism 
and  ignorance.

Several  months  ago  the  Duluth  Iron 
and  Steel  company  gave  an  option  on  its 
fine  blast  furnace  plant  at  West  Duluth 
to  an  English  syndicate,  which  was  to 
spend  a  million  or  more  in  extending 
and  enlarging  the  plant  for  the  manu- 
facturing of  rails  and  other  steel  forms. 
Aboat  the  time  the  expe<^ted  transfer 
waa  to  have  been  made  the 
panic  followed  by  a  stringency 
York,  occured.  Not  only  were 
tions  for  the  Duluth  plant  suddenly., 
brought  to  an  end,  but  hundreds  of  other 
deals  sutfered  a  like  fate.  Since  that 
time  nothing  has  been  done  as  r^ardg 
the  transfer  of  the  plant  to  British 
pa  'ties. 

In  all  probability  the  year  1891  will 
see  the  plant  put  in  active  operation, 
not  by  English  money,  but 
by  home  capital,  a  fact  that 
Duluthians  should  Jtake  greatj  pride 
in.  The  next  work  to  be  done  by  the 
West  Duluth  Land  company  will  be  in 
reference  to  this  matter.  It  is  proposed 
to  spend  $300,000  in  putting  the  institu- 
tion on  a  good  working  basis  besides 
making  some  extensions  in  capacity  and 
in  increasing  the  nature  of  the  work 
that  can  be  done. 

Said  O.  H.  Simonds,  manager  of  the 
land  company,  today:  "The  next  work 
the  \Vest  Duluth  company  should  and 
in  all  probability  will  do  will  be  to  put 
the  iron  and  steel  plant  in  good  order 
and  begin  manufacture.  This  will  prob- 
ably be  done  this  year,  and  at  a  cost  of 
about  $300,000.  This  sum  will  put  the 
company  upon  a  strong  basis  for  making 
Bteel  and  insure  a  paying  business  in 
many  lines.  Some  very  extensive  addi- 
tions must  also  be  made  to  the  plant, 
which  is  now  capable  of  making  only  pig 
iron." 


IN  COURT  TODAY. 
The   Case   of  You*  k  Shatto  Heard;  Court 

William  Shatto,  charged  with  criminal 
assault  upon  the  five  year-old  girl,  Mary 
Rasmussen,  was  brought  up  for  exami- 
nation this  morning  before  SpecialJudge 

Davies.  The  little  brother  of  the  girl, 
who  was  with  her  at  the  time  the  assault 
took  place  was  first  put  upon  the  stand. 
His  name  is  Peter  and  he  is  only  7  years 
of  age.  The  boy  could  not  understand 
English  very  well,  but  after  an  interpre- 
ter had  been  procured,  the  court  soon 
became  satisfied  that  he  knew  enough 
of  the  nature  of  an  oath  to  be  allowed  to 
teetifiy. 

The  substance  of  the  boy's  testimony 
was  he  and  his  little  sister 
went  out  with  a  little 

hatchet  to  cut  a  Christmas  tree  and 
that  thf  y  were  oveit  ik-^n  by  Shatto,  who 
told  them  that  they  would  have  to  go 
away  off  into  the  woods  to  find  a  Christ- 
mas tree.  Shatto  took  them  by  the 
hands  and  led  them  forward  on  the 
boulevard,  somewhere  near  a  sand  pit. 
The  little  girl  began  to  cry  and  wanted 
to  go  home.  Shatto  threw  them  both 
down  and  spat  in  the  boy's  mouth,  and 
while  holding  them  both  down  accom- 
plished his  purpose  as  regards  the  little 
girl.  He  held  a  hand  over  Mary's  mouth 
to  prevent  her  from  crying  out.  The 
little  brother  said  that  he  had  seen 
Shatto  twice  before  and  knew  that  he 
was  the  guilty  person.  He  said  that 
Shatto  was  now  dressed  in  the  same 
clothes  that  he  had  on  when  they  met 
him  two  weeks  ago  tomorrow. 
D-.  Lyng,  who  attended  tl  e 
little  girl,  testified  as  to  her 
condition.  The  father  and  mother  of 
the  little  girl  were  sworn  but  no  ma- 
terial points  were  elicited. 

The  little  girl  was  apparently  fully  re- 
covered and  is  bright  and  fair  looking. 
The  accused  is  a  strong,  vigorous  boy, 
apparently  about  17  years  of  age.  Owing 
to  the  absence  of  the  chief  of  police  at 
Tower,  to  whom  Shatto  made  some  ad- 
missions about  the  crime,  the  examina- 
tion was  adjourned  until  tomorrow  at 
1:30  p.  m.

A    WONDERFUL     INVENTION. 

If  it  has  Keally  Keen  Invented  it  Will  Pro- 
duce Marvels. 

The  accounts  that  come  across  the 
Atlantic  of  an  electric  invention  made 
by  Dr.  Mandruftin  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
have  a  strong  savor  of    improbability,  to 

say  the  least.  The  machine  is  described  as 
an  extremely  simple  device,  a  solid 
sphere  of  copper,  forty  centimetres  in 
diameter — about  sixteen  inches — con- 
tained within  a  sphere  of  zinc  fifty  cen- 
timetres in  diameter.  The  two  spheres 
revolve  in  opposite  directions  at  a  rate  of 
500  revolutions  a  minute,  and  the  space 
between  is  kept  filled  with  steam  at  a 
pressure  of  six  atmospheres.  It  is  said 
that  from  a  half- horse  power  of  motive 
force  an  electric  current  is  developed 
sufficient  to  run  500  incandescent  lamps. 
As  ten  lamps  are  reckoned  to  a  horse 
power,  this  means  50-horse  power  elec- 
tricity. 

Now  this  would  be  absolutely  absurd 
were  it  claimed  that  so  small  an  amount 
of  motive  power  alone  produced  such  an 
astonishing  result.  The  law  of  conver- 
sion of  energy  shows  it  to  be  impossible 
to  develop  from  any  device  whatever 
more  force  than  is  applied  to  the  oper- 
ation of  that  device.  It  would  be  get- 
ting something  out  of  nothing;  or  like 
the  proverbial  effort  to  lift  one's  self  by 
the  boot  straps.  If  there  is  any  basis  to 
the  story,  the  electric  power  must  be  de- 
veloped mainly  through  a  conversion  of 
the  energy  resident  either  in  the  heat, 
or  some  other  property  of  the  steam, 
under  some  hitherto  unknown  mechan- 
ical or  chemical  principle.         * 

Should  these  reports  be  verified,  or 
the  conversion  of  heat  into  electricity  be 
effected  in  some  other  way,  the  results 
would,  indeed,  be  almost  beyond  the 
limits  of  conjecture  in  the  changes 
wrought.  An  extraordinary  cheapen- 
ing of  light  and  motive  power  would  be 
brought  about,  and  the  cost  of  all  kinds 
of  mechanical  production  would  be  cor- 
respondingly diminished.  LaboV-saving 
devices  of  all  sorts  would  be  more  gen- 
erally introduced.  Electric  heating,  in- 
stead of  being  merely  theoretically  prac- 
ticable, would  probably  become  the 
cheapest  form  of  heat  for  domestic  uses, 
as  well  as  the  most  convenient. 

Another  far-reaching  result  would  be 
the  introduction  of  cheap  aluminum. 
That  remarkable  metal,  the  most  abund- 
ant in  its  crude  state  of  any  on  earth,  is 
now  the  most  extensively  produced  by 
the  means  of  powerful  electric  currents, 
and  with  a  source  of  electric  energy  it 
could  probably  be  manufactured  as 
cheaply  as  iron. 

A  SALOON    BURNS.

If  Some   Such   Step  is  Not  Taken  Pri- 
vate Banks  May  as  Well 
Wind  Up. 


Chicago,  Jan.  2.— A  conference  of  rep- 
resentative citizens  will  be  held  this 
evening  to  discuss  the  subject  of  private 
banks  and  the  proper  method  to  be  pur- 
sued to  protect  depositors  from  such 
disasters  as  the  Kean  failure.  The  pri- 
vate bankers  of  Chica>{o,  of  whom  there 
are  nearly  seventy-rtve,  have  been  in- 
vited to  attend.  Several  of  them  have 
expressed  their  williuguess  to  tile  a  bond 
that  will  be  ampl»  security  against  loss 
to  depositors. 

A  bill  has  been  drafted  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  legislature,  which  meets  next 
week,  placing  private  banking  institu- 
tions on  the  same  footing  as  state  banks. 
The  reports  of  the  state  auditor  must  be 
published  at  least  four  times  a  year,*  but 
at  the  discretion  of  the  official  in  ques- 
tion they  may  be  made  much  more  fre- 
quently. 

Nine  private  banks  have  already  de- 
clared tbeir  intention  of  availing  them- 
selves of  its  provision*"-  if  such  a  law  is 
passed,  and  it  is  thought  that  all  the 
rest  that  are  solvent  will  be  driven 
line.

Northwestern   ISritlffe    at    Milwaukee 
Moved  From  it«  Fiers. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Dec.  28.— The 
Northwestern  railway  bridge  over  the 
Milwaukee  river  was  safely  moved  today 
to  the  temporary  pier  which  had  been 
built  east  of  the  old  pier.  The  feat 
called  forth  considerable  engineering 
skill,  and  from  start  to  tinish  there  was 
not  a  hitch.  The  removal  was  superin- 
tended by  General  Superintendent  San- 
born and  Bridge  Superintendent  Carter. 
As  soon  as  the  7::30  train  had  passed 
over  this  morning  two  large  scows  were 
towed  down  on  either  side  of  the  central 
pier.  Then  huge  timbers  were  placed 
under  the  sides  of  the  structure,  and  by 
means  of  jacks  lit  was  lifted  from  the 
pier.  This  delicate  work  being  success- 
fully accomplished  the  scows  with  their 
load  were  towed  by  a  tug  up  stream  un- 
til they  cleared  the  end  of  tne  protection 
pier  of  the  bridge.  Then  they  were  care- 
fully swung  around  until  the  bridge  lay 
up  and  down  the  stream.  In  this  shape 
it  was  dropped  down  until  the  scows 
were  on  either  side  of  the  temporary 
central  pier.  The  work  of  lowering 
the  bridge  was  speedily  and 
safely        accomplished,         and  the 

structure  swung  unto  place  in  time  to 
allo.v  the  4  o'clock  Chicago  train  to  cross. 
As  it  rests  now  the  north  side  of  the 
bridge  swings  over  the  single  draw, 
while  the  south  swings  over  the  land. 
Passengers  of  the  11  o'clock  morning 
train  embarked  and  disembarked  at  the 
National  avenue  station.  Work  on  the 
new  double-tracked  bridge  will  be  com- 
menced at  once  and  be  pushed  rapidly, 
as  it  must  be  completed  by  the  opening 
of  navigation  May  1  at  the  latest.

Women. 

New  York,  J^.  2.— It  is  said  that  a 
number  of  ladies  prominently  identified 
with  the  methodist  church,  will  hold  a 
conference  next  week  with  a  view  of  set- 
ting in  motion  a  national  protest  against 
the  action  of  the  commission  of  bishops 
and  divines  in  rejecting  the  nomination 
of  Miss  Frances  E.  Willard  as  a  delegate 
to  the  ecumenical  council  to  be  held  in 
Washington  next  summer.

How  the  Cave  Was  Found  by 
Accident. 


JIIM[S  UNO  yOUNG[e   BROTHtRS. 


Gibraltar    of    the     Gang    Recently 
Discovered  in  Minnesota;  Per- 
fectly Impregnable. 


New  York,  Jan.  2. — A  Bpecial  to  the 
Stjg-  from  St.  Paul  says:  When 
the  Missouri  outlaws  came  to  Minnesota 
for  their  great  series  of  robberies  in  1S7G, 
they  lived  for  a  considerable  period  in 
an  inscrutable  hiding  place  out  among 
the  hills  of  "the  Valley  of  the  Minne- 
sota," where  tiaey  would  slip  away  from 
the  officers  of  the  law  after  their  forage 
for  horses  and  food. 

Where  they  went  nobody  was  able  to 

discover.  Recently  a  party  of  hunters 
set  out  from  Leseur,  and  when  in  Lake 
Peraire  Township,  Nicollet  county,  ran 
across  the  cavern  home  of  the  bandits  in 
a  most  remarkable  manner. 

While  walking  along  the  Barney  Fay 
ravine  John  Tindall  stumbled  on  a 
bowlder,  fell  and  rolled  down  a  declivity 
thirty  feet  to  the  bed  of  Indian  creek,  a 
small  stream  running  into  the  Minne- 
sota river. 

In  attempting  to  scramble  back  up 
the  bank  he  discovered  an  old  weather- 
beaten  door,  which  was  held  to  its  place 
by  a  couple  of  pieces  of  leather.  The 
^oor  stood  partly  ajar  and  opened  into  an 
apartment  as  dark  as  midnight  and  as 
mysterious  as  it  was  dark. 

The  young  man  shouted  to  his  com- 
panion, who  promptly  responded,  and 
after  carefully  surveying  the  exterior  of 
the  mysterious  premises  w^ith  a  lantern,  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  interior  was 
commenced. 

The  first  apartment  entered  was  a 
common  dugout,  only  about  eight  feet 
square,  and  had  seemingly  been  used  as 
a  sort  of  anteroom.  It  had  earthen  floor 
and  walls,  but  on  the  back  end,  or  side, 
a  space  of  about  six  feet  was  covered 
from  ceiling  to  the  ground  floor  with 
hewed  logs,  stood  on  end  and  close  to- 
gether. In  these  logs  were  numerous 
nails,  driven  apparently  for  the  purpose 
of  hangmg  clothing, 

A  careful  examination,  however,  re- 
vealed the  fact  !  hat  these  logs  formed  a 
"blind"  door,  which  led  into  a  room  20 
feet  long  and  16  feet  wide;  along  one  side 
of  which  bunks  were  arranged  after  the 
fashion  of  berths  on  a  steamboat,  and 
from  the  number  of  these  at  least  thirty 
persons  had  found  sleeping  accommoda 
tions  in  this  secluded  and  m^isterious 
place  of  abode. 

This  room  contained  several  benches 
and  stools,  an  old  table,  tin  plates  and 
cups,  kettles  and  a  cook  stove.  In  one 
corner  stood  an  old  box  on  one  end, 
which  had  evidently  served  as  a  cup- 
board, near  which  was  found  a  rough 
board  box,  which  had  been  used  as  a 
flour  chest.  The  box  was  partitioned 
off,  and  one  end  contained  some  thirty 
or  forty  pounds  of  buckwheat  flour. 

Several  old,  faded  decks  of  playing 
cards,  a  few  old  newspapers,  and  a  dilap- 
idated copy  of  "Kit  Carson,"  were  found 
scattered  about  on  the  rude  slab  floor. 
One  of  the  hunters  began  running  over 
the  leaves  of  the  book,  and  out  of  it  fell 
a  letter  from  Frank  James  to  James 
Younger  in  reference  to  the  stealing 
of    some  horses. 

The  letter.aroused  the  curiosity  of  the 
visitors,  and  the  task  of  takmg  up  the 
slab  floor  was  soon  completed,  but  no 
new  discoveries  were  made  until  the  old 
box  which  acted  the  part  of  the  cup- 
board was  pulled  down. 

Behind  it  was  another  opening,  or 
door,  leading  into  an  apartment,  where 
horses  had  been  secreied,  the  room  or 
artificial  cave  being  amply  large  to^  ac- 
commodate twenty  head  at  a  time. 

Eighteen  hitching  potts  were  driven 
some  three  ftet  apart,  and  each  post 
supplied  with  a  square  box  for  feeding. 
Old  curry  combs  and  brushes  were  also 
promiscuously  scattered  about,  which  in- 
dicated that  stolen  animals  were  well 
cared  for. 

On  one  of  the  hitching  posts  an  old 
worn-out  vest  was  fouoii,  in  one  pocket 
of  which  was  found  seventy-five  cents  in 
the  old-fashioned  twenty  five  cent  paper 
money,  and  a  part  of  an  envelope  which 
bore  the  name  "J.  S.  Rivers,"  but  the 
postoffice  was  torn  off.  ♦ 

In  rummaging  about  a  skull  and  bones 
of  a  human  being  were  found  on  a  pile 
of  partly  decayed  corn  stalks. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Cole 
Younger  earned  a  wounded  man  across 
his  horse  in  front  of  him  from  the  streets 
of  Northtield  the  day  of  the  fight,  and 
the  body  is  evidently  of  that  member  of 
the  gang  of  outlaws. 

The  place  is  as  impregnable  as  Gibral- 
tar, and  twenty  men,  with  plenty  of  food 
and  ammunition,  could  hold  out  against 
a  regiment  for  a  month. 

The  only  possible  way  to  get  to  it  with 
a  horse  is  to  follow  the  creek  bed  from 
its  head,  some  five  miles  west  at  the 
edge  of  the  prairie,  and  then  there  are 
.places  which  would  peem  absolutely  im- 
passable by  road,  and  to  reach  -  the  cave 
with  any  kind  of  a  vehicle  would  be  ut- 
terly impossible. 

Members  of  this  gang  of  thieves  evi- 
dently joined  the  Younger  James  out- 
laws in  187C,  and  piloted  them  to  this 
grewsome  earthern  rendezvous,  as  they 
could  never  have  found  it  without  assist- 
ance. 

The  Missouri  outlaws  fled  southward 
from  the  cave  the  next  day  after  the 
fight  at  Northfield,  at  which  six  men 
were  killed,  and  Col.  Jim  and  Bob 
Younger  were  captured  in  Blue  Earth 
country,  tried  and  sentenced  to  State 
prison  for  life.

Boston,  Jan.  2.— The  American  Ar- 
mada is  the  name  under  which  the  naval 
expedition  is  to  be  sent  from  Boston  to 
South  American   ports.

ior of  each  ship  to  be  arranged  into  ex- 
hibition halls  for  the  display  of  manu- 
factured goods,  wares,  merchandise, 
etc. 

The  secretary  of  the  navy  will  be  asked 
to  dispatch  one  of  the  new  cruisers  with 
the  Armada  as  an  escort,  and  about 
April  the  ships  will  start.  The  first  stop 
will  be  made  at  Havami,  and  thence  for 
sixteen  weeks  the  Armada  will  sail  in 
and  out  of  the  harbors  of  South 
America.

New  York,  Dec.  .'Jl. — The  business 
failures  occurring  throughout  the  United 
States  for  the  entire  year  1890,  as  re- 
ported by  R.  G.  Dunn  &  Co.,  are    10,907 

in  number,  being  but  twenty-five  greater 
than  1889,  when  the  number  was  10,882. 
The  liabilities  show  a  very  large  increase 
over  1889  being  8189,000,000,  as  against 
8148,000,000,  an  increase  of  841,000,000. 
These  are  the  largest  liabilities  since 
1884,  when  they  amounted  to  3226,000,- 
000.

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Jan.  2.— A  810,000,- 
000  mortgage  given  by  the  Milwaukee

Omaha,  Jan.  3.— The  Bee  has  the 
lowing  from  its  staff  correspondent: 

Pine  Ridge,  S.  D.  After  the  arrival 
of  the  scout  who  brought  the  report  that 
the  hostiles  had  just  brought  foui'teen 
cavalry  horses  into  their  camp,  another 
scout  brought  a  second  report  to  the  ef- 
fect that  a  skirmish  had  occurred.  Scout 
No.  2  said  that  he  learned  that  C!hey- 
enne  hostiles  made  a  rush  upon  a  squad 
of  Carr's  Sioux  scouts  on  Grass  creek 
Thursday  night  and  had  killed  sevej-alot 
them.  Grass  creek  is  a  small  and  uoarly 
dry  stream  beginning  eight  or  ten  miles 
north  of  here  and  runs  about  ten  cailes 
north  and  empties  in  White  river,  a90ut 
twenty  miles  north  of  Wounded  linee 
post  office. 

When  the  scout  asked  whether  any 
soldiers  were  engaged  in  the  skirmish 
he  was  told  they  were,  but  that  they 
took  very  little  part  in  it.  A  number  of 
minor  reports  such  as  are  brought  in  by 
government  employes  stationed  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  reservation  have  ciome 
in  to  the  effect  that  the  country  seems 
to  be  alive  with  squads  of  hostile  scouts. 
As  yet  the  authorities  have  been  unable 
to  get  at  the  report  regarding  the  caAalry 
horses,  though  this  report  regarding  an 
attack  by  Cheyenne  hostiles  seems  to 
somewhat  verify  and  indicate  that  sol- 
diers were  killed  in  the  skirmisli  on 
Grass  creek  Thursday  night. 

[nstead  of  concentrating  the  troo])8  in 
the  center  of  the  camp  as  Gen.  Brooke 
had  them,  Gen.  Miles  has  thrown  them 
out  into  permanent  picket  lines  upon 
the  top  of  the  ridge  that  encircleH  the 
agency  valley  and  is  having  rifle  pits  and 
board  shelter  built  for  them,  one  foi'  use 
in  case  of  attack  and  the  latter  to  whel- 
ter  them  in  peace. 

During  the  brief  time  since  (3en. 
Miles'  arrival  here  the  entire  face  of  af- 
fairs has  undergone  a  radical  chango. 

Two  ot  the  wounded  hostiles,  taken 
prisoners  aft«r  the  Wounded  Knee  battle, 
died  last  night.  They  had  few  mourners 
among  the  Indians.  The  wounded  sol- 
diers passed  a  comfortable  day.  Attend- 
ing surgeons  say  they  never  saw  more 
frightful  wounds  in  their  lives.  The 
close  range  at  which  most  of  the  wounds 
were  received  having  resulted  an  unusu- 
al laceration.  A  daily  bulletin  will  be 
issued  by  those  in  charge  of.the  hostital. 

The  correspondent  says:  I  'call- 
ed on  Father  Crafts  and  found 
him  sitting  in  a  chair  and 
able  to  converse  quite  freely  although 
not  to  any  great  length.  He  now  seems 
to  be  out  of  danger,  very  much  to  the 
surprise  of  even  his  physicians.  He  is 
in  the  catholic  school  house,  and  is  re- 
ceiving every  attention. 

The  body  of  Miller,  one  of  the  govern- 
ment herders  here,  who  has  been  miss- 
ing for  some  three  days  past,  was  found 
several  miles  west  of  the  agency  yeHter- 
day  riddled  with  bullets. 


received  this  morning  by  Indian  Com- 
miss'oner  Morgan  from  Indian  Agent 
Rorer  at  Pine  Ridge,  in  which  he  tays: 
"Day  school  building  and  episcopal 
church  located  on  White  Clay  creek, 
some  distance  from  the  agency,  was 
burned  by  hostile  Indians.  Isaac  Miller, 
a  white  man  and  former  employe  in  con- 
nection with  the  herd  of  cattle,  was 
killed  by  hostile  Indians  yester- 
day ten  miles  north  of  the  agency. 
About  3000  men,  women  and  children 
are  camped  near  the  mouth  of  Grass 
creek,  tifteen  miles  north-oast  of  the 
agency,  who  are  hostile  and  refuse  to 
come.  They  are  committing  all  kinds  of 
depredations  and  living  off  our  agency 
beef  herd.  Little  Wound,  Big  Road, 
Red  Cloud,  and  their  people  are  among 
them,  and  it  is  reported  that  they  want 
to  come  into  the  agency,  but  Two  Strike, 
Short  Bull,  Kicking  Bear,  and  their  peo- 
ple object  and  say  they  will  kill  the  first 
one  that  starts.

AGAINST  THE  BILL. 

Dems  will  Filibuster  to   the  Last   Against 
the  flection  Bill. 

Washington,  Jan.  3.— The  news  that 
Senator  Ingalls  has  started  eastward 
was  received  with  some  enthusiasm  by 
the  friends  of  the  election  bill  in  the 
senate.  The  announcement  has  been 
made  that  Mr.  Ingalls  intended  to  re- 
main in  Topeka  until  the  legislature 
had  elected  his  successor  and  the  repub- 
lican managers  were  very  much  afraid 
that  they  would  not  have  a  quorum  of 
republican  senators  here  next  week. 
Senator  Paddock  cannot  be  here  next 
week  and  Senator  Squire  will  remain  in 
the  West  for  a  week  or  more,  as  he  is 
looking  after  his  fences  in  Washington. 
Every  republican  vote  will  be  needed  in 
the  senate  next  week  as  it  is  not  unlikely 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  "sit  out"  th^ 
election  bill,  and  the  democratic  sena- 
tors can  be  counted  on  to  break  a 
quorum  if  possible  by  absenting  them- 
selves from  the  chamber. 

As  stated  by  Hale  and  Mr.  Teller  dur- 
ing the  recent  debate  in  the  senate, 
nothing  has  been  done  publicly  by  the 
democrats  to  indicate  that  they  intended 
to  filibuster  against  the  bill  but  if  any 
doubt  on  that  point  existed  it  would  be

WANTS    ARMY    OFFICERS.'  * 
Miles  Would  Remove  All  the  Agents  in  the 
Big  Sioux  Reserve. 

Pine  Ridge,  Jan.  3.— Gen.  Miles  has 
recommended  that  Agent  Royer  b<)  re- 
moved and  Capt.  Dougherty,  of  the  J'iret 
infantry,  placed  in  charge.  Gen.  Miles 
has  also  asked  the  President  to  remove 
the  agente  at  the  Cheyenne,  Standing 
Rock  and  Rosebud  agencies.  Capt.  E. 
P.  Ewens,  of  the  Fifth;  Capt.  J.  M.  ][iee, 
of  the  Ninth,  and  Capt.  T.  F.  Pierce,  of 
the  First,  are  recommended  for  these 
places  respectively.  Gen.  Miles  thinks 
this  will  restore  peace  and  harmony. 

The  Indians  are  slowly  starving  to 
death,  but  an  army  officer  could  eoon 
supply  food.  Twenty  horses  were  stolen 
from  Sumner's  command  last  night  by 
hostiles. 

Miles  Reports. 

Washington,  Jan.  3.— Maj.  Gen.  S(5ho- 
tield  today  received  the  following  tele- 
gram from  Gen.  Miles:  "There  is  a  re- 
port from  the  Indian  camp  this  morning 
that  Red  Cloud  and  Little  Wound  are 
determined  to  come  in  with  their  follow- 
ing. Their  lives  have  been  threatened 
by  the  hostiles  who  are  determined  to  go 
to  war.  There  is  also  a  report  from  the 
same  source  of  an  engagement  between 
the  Indians  and  the  cavalry  in  which 
quite  a  number  of  soldiers  were  killed 
and  some  Indians.  If  this  is  correct  it 
is  probably  on  the  line  of  the  White 
river.  Gen.  Brooke  now  has  the  com- 
mand of  that  line  and  will  give  the  nec- 
essary directions." 

Gen.  Schofield  said  to  a  reporter  that 
nothing  sensational  had  been  received 
up  to  the  present  time.  "I  think  that 
Miles'  dispatch  throws  a  favorable  light 
on  the  situation.  We  are  still  encouiag 
ing  Gen.  Miles  and  he  is  encouraging  us, 
and  I  still  have  hope  that  we  shall  yet  be 
able  to  get  the  Indians  into  camp  with- 
out a  tight." 

The  forces  now  in  the  field  under 
Miles  are  composed  of  the  following  reg- 
iments: P"'ir8t,  Sixth,  Seventh  (eight 
companies)  and  Ninth  cavalry;  one  com- 
pany of  the  First  artillery,  Company  E; 
one  company  of  the  Fourth  artillery, 
Companv  F:  and  the  First,  Second, 
Third,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Twelfth,  Six- 
teenth, Seventeenth,  Twentieth,  Twan- 
ty-First,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty- 
Fifth.  This  should  mean  a  lighting 
force  of  at  least  10,000,  but  it  is  probable 
that  the  ranks  are  not  full  and  that  t;he 
army  under  Gen.  Miles  does  not  exc4)ed 
8000.

Washington,  Jan.  3.— A  dispatch  \^as 


A    DRUNK    OPERATOR 

Willfully  Causes  a  Serious  Railroad  Acci- 
dent;   Resisted  Arrest. 

New  Fork,  Jan.  3.— A  train  on  the 
Erie  railway,  made  up  of  empty  passen- 
ger coaches  bound  for  Jersey  City, 
crashed  into  a  freight  train  at  Ridge- 
wood  junction,  N.  J.  last  night.  The 
caboose,  several  freight  cars  and  the  en- 
gine of  the  passenger  train  were  wrecked. 
The  engineer  and  fireman  of  the  passen- 
ger train  saved  themselves  by    jumping. 

The  accident  was  caused  by  a  wrong 
signal  given  from  the  block  station  west, 
by  Operator  Frank  Kelly,  who  was 
drunk.  He  refused  to  surrender  the 
tower,  which  was  broken  into  by  orders 
of  the  train.dispatcher.  It  took  five  men 
to  overpower  Kelly. 

Miners'  Wives  in  Bloody  Battle. 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  Jan.  3.— At  the 
^lue  mine  yesterday  a  pitched  battle 
yvas  fought  between  the  wives  of  the 
striking  miners  and  a  crowd  of  negro 
miners  and  their  families.  The  com- 
pany had  moved  the  negro  miners  into 
the  houses  from  which  the  white  miners 
were  recently  evicted.  The  wives  of  the 
strikers,  armed  with  fiat  irons,  frying 
pans  and  sticks,  attacked  the  colored 
women  and  children  and  drove  them  to 
the  woods.  The  negro  men  attempted 
to  interfere  and  were  at  once  set  upon 
by  the  angry  women  and  completely 
routed. 

Aerman  Possession  of  Paciflo  Isles. 
San  Francisco,  Jan.  3.— The  schooner 
W.  F.  Beebe  arrived  yesterday  from  the 
Marshall  Islands,  bringing  the  intelli- 
gence tending  to  confirm  the  rumor  that 
the  German  government  had  taken  pos- 
session of  the  islands.  The  chiefs  were 
compelled  to  sign  a  petition  requesting 
Germany  to  establish  a  protectorate 
over  the  group.  One  chief,  however,  de- 
clared himself  in  favor  of  allegiance  only 
to  the  United  States,  and  refused  to  sign. 
A  German  cruiser  is  stationed  at  Joluit 
and  the  islanders  will  be  required  to  pay 
a  yearly  tax. 

Eastern  Rates  Dropping. 

Boston,  Jan.  3.— Today  the  Boston  & 
Maine  makes  a  further  reduction  of 
seventy-five  cents  in  second  class  fare 
from  Boston  to  Chicago.  The  road  ad 
heres  to  its  position  that  it  is  entitled  to 
$1.22  dilferential  over  the  Fitchburg  on 
secoLid  class  business.  Tbe  Fitchburg 
stoutly  maintains  that  the  Boston  & 
Maine  is  entitled  to  only  fifty  cents,  and 
every  time  the  Boston  &  Maine  has 
dropped,  the  Fitchburg  has  come  down 
to  within  fifty  cents  of  its  figures. 


Halifax,  N.  S.,  Jan.  3.— Mail  advices 
received  last  night  from  Newfoundland 
indicate  that  the  excitement  and  indig- 
nation over  England's  renewal  of  the 
modus  Vivendi  with  France  are  still  rife. 
The  opposition  press  is  printing  dia- 
logues representing  the  colonial  repre- 
sentatives in  conference  with  the  British 
ministers  and  hold  the  former  up  to 
ridicule. 

Crowds  assembled  near  the  postoffice 
and  in  the  strongest  terms  condemned 
this  treacherous  act.  The  hotter  heads 
suggested  that  the  British  flag  be  torn 
down  from  the  court  house  and  the 
stars  and  stripes  be  hoisted  in  its  stead 
and  America  appealed  to  for  protection. 
The  governor  will  be  urged  to  call  the 
legislature  to  condemn  in  the  strongest 
terms  the  cowardly  act  of  Premier 
Whiteway  in  consenting  to  a  renewal  of 
the  modus  vivendi. 

"In  March  last  people  of  New  Found- 
land  protested  against  the  unparalleled 
indignity  which  Great  Britain  offered  to 
the  colony  by  ratifying  the  modus  vi- 
vendi with  France,  without  nubmitting 
it  beforehand  for  the  sanction  of  the  leg- 
islature. The  arrangement,  the  imperial 
government  said,  was  only  temporary 
and  was  framed  to  meet  a  pressing  ne- 
cessity. It  was  intended  to  buy  peace 
between  the  subjects  of  two  great  na- 
tions and  to  pave  the  way  to  a  final  and 
satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  difficulty 
of  the  colony.  Above  all  it  was  submit- 
ted to  the  colonial  executive  of  their  ap- 
proval. On  that  occasion  Great  Britain 
did  not  presume  to  affirm  that  her  act 
was  legal.  But  what  she  did  then  apol- 
ogetically, she  does  now  defiantly  and 
under  pretention  of  lawful  authority." 

COME  TO  STAY. 

Charles  Canning  on  the  Alliance  Party  and 
Donnelly. 

Charles  Canning,  who  lately  returned 
from  attendance  on  the  state  Farmers 
alliance  convention  at  St.  Paul,  is  very 
confident  that  the  alliance  party  has 
come  to  stay  and  will  make  it  very  un- 
pleasant for  the  old  parties  in  1892. 

"I  never  saw,"  said  he,  "such  an  en- 
thusiastic political  gathering  before,  and 
the  faction  spirit  inspired  by  the  Fish 
crowd  was  entirely  crushed  out. 
Rahilly  was  hissed  out  of  the  meeting 
and  the  only  people  now  remaining  in 
the  party  are  entirely  harmonious.  The 
leaders  are  determined  to  put  a  national 
ticket  in  the  field  in  1892,  and  I  tell  you 
the  plans  of  all  the  old  parties  will  be 
found  to  run  much  'agley'  or  I  miss  my 
reckoning.  There  are  counties  in  this 
state  in  which  the  old  parties  will  not  be 
able  to  secure  following  enough  to  fur- 
nish individual  delegates  to  state  con- 
ventions. We  are  going  to  run  our  own 
machine  henceforth." 

"Are  you  not  afraid  that  Donnelly 
will  sell  you  out?" 

"No,  Donnelly  knows  perfectly  well 
that  everyone's  eyes  are  upon  him  and 
he  knows  also  the  power  behind  him. 
We  have  also  got  an  executive  commit- 
tee which  will  permit  no  'monkey  work' 
on  his  part.  I  tell  you  Donnelly  is  light- 
ning and  I  think  the  alliance  has 
chained  him  at  last  in  a  way  that  he  will 
have  to  do  their  bidding;  and  who  is 
there  who  can  do  it  so  well  as  he,  if  he 
is  well  watched?" 

The  scribe  conceded  there  was  locric 
in  the  argument,  but  considered  that 
they  had  chained  chain  lightning  in- 
stead of  the  gentle  current  kind. 


XEW  YOT^K  FIRE. 

Fanny    Davenport    Minus   an      Expensive 
Outfit;  Details  of  the  Many 

L.OSM»S. 

New  York,  Jan.  3.— Last  night  a  fire 
started  on  the  stage  of  the  Fifth  Avenue 
theater  and  burned  with  great  rapidity. 
All  the  scenery  used  in  Fanny  Daven- 
port's rendition  of  "Cleopatra"  was  de- 
stroyed. 

At  11  o'clock  the  destruction  of  the 
Fiftfi  Avenue  theater  building  seemed 
inevitable  The  sporting  goods  and  es- 
tablishment of  J.  J.  Crooks    caught  tire. 

At  1:30  the  front  wall  of  the  Gilsey 
building  fell.  At  12:30  a  flaming  brand, 
blown  by  the  strong  northwest  wind, 
fell  on  the  roof  of  the  Sturtevant  house 
across  Broadway  from  the  Fifth  Avenue 
theater  setting  that  hotel  on  tire.  The 
guests  were  hustled  out. 

Harry  Miner.lessee  of  the  Fifth  Avenue 
theater  places  his  loss  at  $125,000.  Ma- 
gician Herrmann  says  it  cost  him  $65,- 
000  to  fit  up  his  theater.  Besides  losing 
this  he  loses  825,000  worth  of  theatrical 
effects  and  costumes. 

A  careful  estimate  of  the  big  fire  here 
last  night  places  the  total  loss  at  85G7,- 
000,  more  than  half  which  falls  upon  the 
insurance  companies.  Never  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  tire  department  of  this  city 
were  the  members  called  upon  to  do 
battle  with  such  tierce  flames.  So  far 
there  is  no  positive  explanation  given  of 
the  origin.  There  is  a  supposition,  how- 
ever, that  a  cigar  thrown  carelessly  away 
while  still  burning  was  the  cause. 

Later— The  damage  by  last  night's 
fire  on  Broadway  was  not  as  great  as 
was  at  first  supposed,  Hermann's 
theater  not  being  hurt  much.  The 
rumored  loss  of  life  by  the  fire  is 
also  untrue.  No  one  was  injured.  Op- 
posite the  theater  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  Twenty-ninth  street  the 
Sturtevant  house  showed  the  effects  of 
the  blaze,  for  the  rooms  in  the  north- 
west corner  were  burned  out. 

Hermann's  theater  stands  oomparatiye- 
ly  uninjured.  All  the  valuable  appli- 
ances used  by  that  magician  in  his  per- 
formances were  saved,  and  the  proprietor 
said  that  the  damage  done  could  be 
readily  repaired  in  time  for  the  regular 
performance  Monday. 

The  heaviest  damage  centers  in  the 
Fifth  Avenue  theater  and  its  belongings 
and  it  is  estimated  at  about  $125,000. 
The  loss  is  divided  as  follows;  The  Fifth 
avenue  theater  building,  owned  by  the 
Gilsey  estate,  S50,000;  property  of  H.  C. 
Miner,  the  lessee  who  had  recently  com- 
pletely renovated  and  refurnished  the 
theater,  $80,000;  scenery,  costumes,  ete., 
belonging  to  Fanny  Davenport  in  her 
"Cleopatra"  company,  $50,000.  The 
amount  of  insurance  on  the  effects  con- 
nected with  the  theater  is  said  to  be  suf- 
ficient to  cover  the  loss.  The  total  loss 
by  police  estimate  is  placed  at  S5(;7,G00; 
the  Gilsey  building  No.  1185  to  1203 
Broadway,  owned  by  the  Gilsev  estate, 
$100,000. 

Crowds  gathered  around  the  scene  of 
the  fire  as  soon  as  the  sun  was  up. 
Streams  of  water  were  still  being  poured 
in  the  burning  building  but  save  for  the 
charred  and  blackened  walls  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  theater  and  for  the 
burned  northwest  corner  of  the 
upper  storj'  of  the  Sturtevant  house,  it 
would  be  hard  to  realize  that  the  city 
had  been  but  a  few  hours  ago  visited  by 
a  conflagration  which  threatened  to  wipe 
out  almost  the  wealthiest  portion  of  the 
town.  While  the  Gilsey  building,  which 
covers  the  ground  on  the  Broadway 
side  from  the  street,  does  not  appear  to 
be  very  badly  damaged,  the  interior  is  in 
a  dilapidated  state.  The  walls  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  theater  still  stands,  but 
the  interior  is  one  mass  of  blackened, 
smoking  timbers.  It  was  the  thickness 
of  the  wall  of  the  theater  which  secured 
from  complete  destruction  Herrmann's 
playhouse,  and  which  therefore  saved 
the  entire  block  between  Twenty -eighth 
and  Twenty-ninth  streets. 


The  New  York  Sun's  Victims. 

New  York,  Jan.  .3.— Wm.  H.  Buttner, 
the  divorce  lawyer,  was  arraigned  again 
today.  As  soon  as  he  appeared  in  court 
he  asked  Attorney  Davis  for  an  inter- 
view; Buttner  offered  to  confess  to  the 
larceny  of  $100  from  Cesare  Boggia.  Mr. 
Davis  refused  to  accept  the  plea  and  a 
complaint  of  forgery  was  made  and  Butt- 
ner was  held  in  default  of  $2500  bail  in 
the  forgery  cases,  and  $1500  in  the  lar- 
ceny case. 


A  Lumber  Dealer  Assigns. 

New  York,  Jan.  3.— Job  M.  Reamer, 
wholesale  dealer  in  lumber,  with  ofllces 
at  41  Park  row,  made  an  assignment  to- 
day to  Edgar  J.  Nathan,  with  one  pre- 
ference for  $542.  Mr.  Reamer's  liabili- 
ties are  between  $60,000  and  $70,000. 


CATTLE    SHIP    SUNK. 

Numerous  Beef    Carcasses   on    the    Dover 
Coast;  An  Oil  Ship  Sunk. 

London,  Jan.  3. — During  the  preva- 
lence of  a  dense  fog  over  the  British 
channel  last  night  and  this  morning,  a 
disastrous  collision  occurred  between  the 
oil  laden  steamer  de  Massey,  from 
Batoum  for  Antwerp,  and  the  steamship 
Raithwait  Hall.  The  de  Massey  sunk 
within  a  few  minutes.  The  accident  oc- 
curred off  Dungeness  Point  at  the  south- 
ern extremity  of  the  Kentish  coast.  The 
crew  succeeded  in  lowering  boate  and 
reaching  Dover. 

On  the  coast  of  Deal,  near  Dover, 
traces  have  been  discovered  of  a  catas- 
trophe. The  carcasses  of  a  number  of 
bullocks  have  been  beached  by  the  tide. 
The  dead  cattle  bear  the  marks  63,455, 
U.  S.  A.,  and  63,871,  U.  S.  A.  The  wreck- 
age may  have  come  from  a  sinking  cattle 
ship  bound  from  the  United  States  to 
London.

Such  companies  the  Highland  Improve- 
ment company,  the  Motor  Line  Im- 
provement company,  the  New  Duluth 
Land  company,  the  Ironton  Land  com- 
pany, the  St.  Louis  Bay  Land  com- 
pany, the  St.  Louis  Land  Improve- 
ment company  and  others  have  given  a 
wonderful  demand  for  acre  property  no 
less  than  the  sale  of  the  St.  Louis  River 
AVater  Power  company  to  a  syndicate 
who  propose  to  put  in  improvements  at 
once.  Notwithstanding  this  a  careful 
scanning  of  the  records  will  show  that 
the  total  amount  of  the  considerations 
of  inside  property  which  has  changed 
hands  will  more  than  overbalance  the 
totals  of  acre  property.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  8o,C00,(XX)  worth  of  property  has 
changed  hands  this  year  under  building 
and  other  contracts,  fetching  the  grand 
total  to  an  amount  not  far  from  822,000,-

LoNDOX,  Jan.  3.— Extremely  cold 
weather  continues  on  the  continent. 
The  ice  formation  is  fast  extending  tOj 
the  mouth  of  the  Danube.  On  the  Rus- 
sian frontier,  packs  of  wolves  are  ob- 
served moving  southward,  driven  by  the 
stress  of  weather  to  warmer  latitudes  in 
search  of  prey.  Large  hunting  partiee 
have  sot  out  to  destroy  them. 

The  driver  of  a  steam  plough  which 
was  engaged  in  clearing  away  snow 
from  the  railway  tracks  at  Craiova,  Kou- 
mania,  t)eooming  temporarily  blinded  by 
the  tiying  snow,  allowed  the  plough  to 
dash  into  the  midst  of  a  gang  of  laborers, 
several  of  whom  were  killed  and  others 
inj  ured. 

The  bay  between  Odessa  and  the 
Black  sea  is  converted  into  an  ice  field 
sixty  miles  long.  The  ice  is  six  feet 
thicK  and  all  navigation  is  suspended. 
The  weather  all  through  southern 
Russia  is  phenomenally  cold. 

The  shipping  federation  of  Great  Bri- 
tain has  met,  by  contribution  from  ite 
members,  all  the  net  losses  of  the  ship 
owners  at  Hull  belonging  to  the  feder- 
ation, incurred  in  consequence  of  the 
strike.  The  triumph  of  free  labor  in 
Hull  is  complete  and  the  failure  of  the 
strike  has  caused  many  men  to  leave  the 
union  and  seek  employment  independ- 
ently. 

Six  hundred  turkeys  and  geese  have 
arrived  at  Liverpool  from  Canada,  for 
the  English  market,  having  been  divert- 
ed from  I  he  United  States  by  the  Mc- 
Kinley  taritf  law.  Owing  to  the  cold 
weather  the  poultry  arrived  in  fine  con- 
dition, but  it  is  generally  doubted  if 
similar  venture  could  be  made  profit- 
able.

FOR    THE  INDIANS. 

As  might  be  supposed,  nearly  every- 
body in  the  country  is  now  trying  his 
band  in  tiguring  on  the  prickly  problem 
•what  shall  be  done  with  and  for  the 
Indians.  They  are  on  our  hands  and 
something  must  be  done,  for  it  is  ob- 
vious that  the  present  condition  cannot 
be  suffered,  and  they  cannot  be  got  off 
our  hands,  however  much  we  may  wish 
for  a  riddance. 

Within  the  last  few  years  there  have 
been  acquired  from  the  Indians  by  pur- 
chase about  20,tXX),000  acres  of  land. 
And  vet  the  Indians  have  more  land  left 
than  they  know  what  to  do  with,  be- 
tween 0O,00O,aK)and  100,000,000  acres.  To 
give  every  Indian  in  the  United  States, 
man,  woman  and  child,  160  acres  of  land 
■would,  according  to  Commissioner 
Morgan,  take  about  30,000,000  acres, 
who  excludes  from  his  calculation  the 
five  civilized  tribes  and  the  Alaskans. 
There  would  then  remain  00,000,000  acres 
of  land,  which  Mr.  Morgan  estimates 
could  be  sold  for  at  least  $1  per  acre, 
yielding  a  sum  which,  put  at  interest  at 
5  per  cent,  would  give  an  annual  income 
of  $3,300,000,  which  would  be  sufficient 
to  educate  all  the  Indian  children. 
After  a  few  years  the  bulk  of  the  princi- 
pal sum  might  be  distributed  per  capita, 
as  he  thinks,to  assist  the  Indian  land  hold- 
ers in  improving  their  homes  and  in  put- 
ting them  in  the  way  toward  self  support- 
ing citizenship. 

This  plan  is  certainly  worth  consider- 
ing, and  investigation  would  show 
■whether  it  could  be  carried  out  to  ad- 
vantage. One  step  should  be  taken  at 
once,  however,  which  will  at  least  go 
some  way  in  abating  the  present  dissatis- 
faction and  trouble.  The  Indian  bureau 
should  be  immediately  recast.  As  it  is 
today  the  Indians  are  abandoned  to  the 
mercy  of  politicians  and  negligent  and  un- 
fit officeholders  in  charge.  Red  Cloud 
recently  told  Father  Croft  that  he  be- 
lieved the  Indians  would  have  made 
much  greater  progress  if  they  had  been 
left  to  the  army  officers,  for  the  latter 
would  honestly  have  desired  them  to  be 
as  near  like  white  men  as  possible  and 
would  have  pointed  out  the  way,  at  the 
same  time  curbing  the  wild  elements  of 
the  ^tribes  with  a  strong  hand.  Red 
Cloud  sees  as  clearly  as  any  white  wit- 
ness can  the  necessities  of  the  case. 
Army  control  and  industrial  education, 
for  which  liberal  provision  has  been 
made  by  congress,  are  the  first  steps  in 
an  intelligent  Indian  policy. 


it  is."  The  copyright  bill  is  a  great  good 
and  it  is  for  our  national  honor  and  in- 
terest that  it  should  be  .aved  from  inju- 
dicious friends  and  passed  during  this 
session  of  congress. 


In  recording  a  big  recent  sale  of  real 
estate  at  Denver,  the  Times  of  that  city 
notes  that  it  was  made  to  Chicago  and 
New  York  merchants,  who  were  taking 
their  money  out  of  stock  to  put  it  where 
it  will  be  out  of  the  reach  of  Wall  street 
inrtuence,  and  the  same  movement  which 
Denver  is  noting  is  already  apparent  in 
Duluth  and  other  Western  cities. 


A  Denver  physician  publishes  an  ar- 
ticle in  which  he  says  that  much  of  the 
typhoid  fever,  now  so  prevalent  in  that 
city  comes  from  the  use  of  impure  ice. 
It  may  look  clear  and  clean  and  at  the 
same  time  contain  the  bacteria 
which  are  the  fever  germs.  This  will  be 
the  case  if  it  is  taken  from  lakes  or 
ponds  into  which  sewage  and  other  im- 
purities flow.  The  ice  question  is  liable 
to  be  a  problem  w^ith  Duluthiane  this 
year. 

SEEN  AND  HEARD. 


FOR  COPYRIGHT. 

There  are  a  good  many  pressing  mat- 
ters before  the  United  States  senate,  but 
there  is  surely  time  for  the  consideration 
and  passage  of  the  copyright  bill.  It 
would  be  the  worst  kind  of  failure  for 
this  bill,  now  that  the  great  obstacles 
which  have  stood  in  its  way  have  been 
surmounted,  to  fail.  Two-thirds  at 
least  of  the  senators  favor  its  passage 
and  will  vote  for  it  if  it  be  called  up,  the 
only  doubt  being  about  their  having  a 
chance  to  vote  on  it.  The  proposed  law 
is  to  take  effect  July  1, 1891,  and  it  ap- 
plies only  to  books  published  on  and 
after  that  date. 

To  acquire  the  benefit  of  international 
copyright  English  authors  will  have  to 
publish  simultaneously  on  both  sides 
the  Atlantic.  To  secure  American  copy- 
right they  will  have  to  publish  in 
America,  and  to  secure  English  copy- 
right tht  y  will  have  to  publish  in  Eng- 
land. 

Here  in  America  the  book  must  also 
be  printed  from  type  set  up  in  this  coun- 
try or  from  plates  made  from  such  type 
and  it  must  be  bound  here.  Similar 
conditions  will  have  to  be  complied  with 
by  American  authors,  in  order  to  secure 
copyright  in  England.  Foreign  dra- 
matists and  composers  may  also  ac- 
quire, under  the  new  law,  the  exclusive 
right  of  presenting  their  plays  and 
operas,  but  their  productions  must  be 
published  in  print  in  this  country.  The 
proposed  law  is  an  excellent  one  in  all 
its  features,  is  clearly  in  the  interest  of 
American  authorship  and  no  reasonable 
objection  can  be  made  to  it.  No  meas- 
ure pending  in  congress  haS  been  more 
fully  and  carefully  considered,  and  it 
can  be  made  a  law  in  a  few  minutes,  if 
only  the  senate  will  permit  it  to  be 
called  up.  • 

It  is  reported  now  that  one  senator  is 
alarming  the  friends  of  the  copyright 
bill  by  proposing  to  propose  an  amend- 
ment to  the  international  copyright  bill. 
To  throw  the  bill  back  into  the  house 
now  would  be  intolerably  trying  to  all 
friends  of  the  measure,  and  it  does  not 
seem  likely  that  an  amendment  could 
have  any  other  effect  than  to  defeat  im- 
mediate legislation.  But,  as  a  recent 
prominent  advocate  of  the  bill  said  re- 
cently: "There  is  always  some  one  who 
thinks  he  can  make  a    thing  better  than 


We  are  accustomed  to  think  that  crude  de- 
signs and  gaudy  colorings  in  household  furni- 
ture are  to  be  found  chiefly  in  the  cheaper 
qualities  of  such  articles.

Judge  Stearns  is  a  terror  to  the  young 
lawyers  and  they  call  him  a  bear,  for 
they  don't  relish  his  quick  points  and  de- 
cisions, often  shutting  off  in  a  moment 
an  impending  Hood  of  oratory.  But  the 
older  members  of  the  bar,  who  know  his 
ways  and  his  punctuality  swear  by 
Ozora  P.  Stearns.  He  was  born  in 
January  1831,  in  DeKalb,  N.  V. 
In  his  youth  he  was  dependent  upcn 
his  own    resources.     He    graduated    at 

Michigan  univer- 
sity in  1858,  after 
which  he  visited 
California,  tried 
mining  for  a  short 
time,  and  returnicg 
graduated  in  the 
law  department  of 
Michigan  univer- 
sity. In  18G0  he 
came  to  Rochester, 
Minn.,  and  opened 
a  law  office.  In  18t)'2 
he  enlisted  in  Com- 
pany F,  Ninth  Minnesota  Volunteers,  of 
which  he  was  commissioned  first  lieu- 
tenant, but  in  1864  was  promoted  to  the 
colonelcy  of  the  Thirty-ninth  United 
States  infantry  (colored.)  He  served 
through  many  battles  and  campaigns, 
and  was  mustered  out  at  the  close  of  ttie 
war.  In  January,  18G(J,  he  returned  to 
Rochester;  in  1867  was  appointed  regii3- 
ter  in  bankruptcy  for  southern  Minne- 
sota; in  January,  1871,  he  was  elected  1« 
the  United  States  senate  for  a  short 
term  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  D.  S.  Norton ,  and  is  therefore 
the  only  man  in  Duluth  who  has  the 
full  privilege  of  the  fioor  of  the  senate. 
In  1872  he  removed  to  Duluth,  and  in 
1874  was  appointed  judge  of  the  Elev- 
enth Judicial  district,  to  which  office  he 
was  elected  m  the  fall  of  the  same  year, 
which  position,  by  re-election,  he  still 
holds.  Judge  Stearns  was  married  in 
February,  1803,  to  Sarah  Burger,  of  De- 
troit, Mich.

auditor  of  the  state  on  the  peoples  party 

ticket,  has  come  from  Kansas  City  with 

twenty  families  of  colored  people  from 
Kemper  coucty.  Miss.,  en  route  to  Hen- 
nessy,  Oklahoma.  These  families  num- 
ber about  100  people. 

Mr.  Foster  says:  "This  is  but  the  be- 
ginning of  a  tremendous  exodus  of  col- 
ored people  from  the  South.  Thousands 
of  them  will  leave  the  Southern  states 
with  the  next  sixty  days.  We  look 
upon  Oklahoma  as  our  peaceful  haven, 
where  political  ostracism  is  unknown 
and  where  every  man  can  cast  the  ballot 
of  his  choice  without  fear  from  any 
source.  Many  of  the  colored  people  of 
Mississippi  are  refusing  to  enter  into 
new  labor  contracts  and  those  that  have 
property  are  disposing  of  it.

The  Fertile  Railway    CurreHpondeut  May 

Nut  be    so   far   H'  rout;  Altter 

All. 

A  Brainerd  correspondent  of  the  Min- 
neapolis Journal  writes:  The  men  who 
from  this  place  went  north  some  days 
ago   to    attend    the    Chippewa    Indian 

councils,  called  to  settle  upon  the  right 
of  way  have  returned.  The 
first  council  was  held  at  Red 
Lake,  and  was  not  a  success  for  the 
railroad,  as  the  price  per  acre  was  fixed 
at  $5  instead  of  $1.25.  This  mulcts  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg  in  the 
sum,         with  expenses         added, 

of  between  S8.000  and  S10,000. 
That  railroad  requires  some  1700  acres 
for  right-of-way  and  depot  grounds.  It 
is,  moreover,  for  the  most  part  poor 
ground  directly  where  the  location  of  the 
line  ie  made,  as  marshes  and  low  grounds 
are  selected  to  secure  low  grades.  Coun- 
cils are  to  follow  at  Leech  Lake,  at  Mille 
Lacs,  Sandy  Lake,  Winnibigoshish,  in 
fact,  under  a  ruling  of  the  department, 
consent  of  each  separate  band  has  to  be 
secured. 

The  party  found  two  railroad  survey- 
ing parties  in  the  woods,  both  working 
oh  strictly  "mum"  orders.  One  was 
found  to  be  under  Chief  Engineer 
Layng,  and  to  be  running  lines  of  the 
Duluth,  Red  Lake  Falls  &  Northern 
road.  It  is  claimed  that  Mr.  Holmes, 
has  at  last  secured  the  backing  to  put 
this  long  cherished  scheme  through. 
If  so,  his  line  will  make  as  much  "music" 
as  the  Duluth  &  ^\  innipeg  has  done. 
The  Holmes  party  has  been  out  since 
Oct.  1  and  was,  when  found,  between  the 
eastern  line  of  White  Earth  reservation, 
on  its  north  tier  of  townships,  and  the 
Mississippi  river,  and  it  was  running  so 
far  almost  continually  on  the  Hill  B.  & 
N.  W.  line  tnd  located  and  filed  under 
the  land  grant  law.  Thus  the  Holmes 
scheme  is  in  a  position  to  slash  into 
every  one  that  proposes  a  short  cut 
from  Dakota  to  Duluth  or  any  shorter 
line  than  now  exists  from  such  line 
to  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis,  or  it 
can,  by  running  further  north, 
passing  north  of  Leech  lake  and  south 
of  Cass,  come  out  by  Lake  Winnibi- 
goshish into  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  sys- 
tem at  Grand  Rapids.  Thus  would  it, 
at  one  fell  stroke,  get  a  short  line  to  Du- 
luth, shorter  than  Hill  can  do,  and  save 
the  100  miles  of  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg 
already  in  operation  between  Duluth 
and  Grand  Rapids,  and  join  itself  to  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg  system.  In  fact 
there  are  those  who  slyly  hint  that  the 
Holmes  scheme  is  the  secret  way  in 
which  the  long-headed  manager  of  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  W.  H.  Fisher,  is 
stealing  a  march  on  them  all  into  Da- 
kota.

MODELLED      AFTER     MINNESOTA. 

Illiuois  and  Chicago  Fitrhting    for  the  Aus- 
tralian Jiallot  System. 

Chicago,  Jan.  3. — A  preliminary  meet- 
ing to  effect  the  permanent  organiza- 
tion of  the  Chicago  Ballot  Reform 
league  was  held  last  night.  A  constitu- 
tion was  adopted  which  declares  that 
the  objects  of  the  league  "shall  be  to  em- 
ploy all  honorable  means  to  secure  for 
the  city  of  Chicago  and  the  state  of  Illi- 
nois what  is  known  as  the  Australian 
ballot. 

The  draft  of  the  bill  to  be  introduced 
in  the  Illinois  legislature  at  its  next 
meeting  was  considered.  The  bill  is 
modeled  after  the  Minnesota  one,  with 
some  changes,  providing  for  three  tick- 
ets, red.  white  and  blue  in  color,  corres- 
ponding to  the  colors  of  the  ballot  boxes, 
to  be  prepared  by  the  state,  county  and 
city  officers. 

THE  OPIUM  STORY. 

Another  Tale  of  the  Itig  Operations  of 
Smugglers  in  the  Morthw  est. 
Ottawa,  Ont.,  Jan.  3. — A  government 
officer  just  returned  from  an  inspection 
from  Winnipeg  to  the  Pacific  says  the 
United  States  is  losing  nearly  $1,000,000 

annually  through  the  operations  of 
opium  smugglers.  These  illicit  dealers 
are  just  now  playing  a  big  game  in 
British  Columbia,  and  there  is  not  a  day 
on  which  large  quantities  of  the  deadly 
drug  refined  are  not  smuggled  into  the 
states  from  sone  point. 

This  smuggliag  is  not  by  any  means 
confined  to  British  Columbia,  however 
he  says,  as  a  short  time  ago  he  caught 
persons  in  the  province  of  Quebec  in  the 
act  of  smuggling  opium  across  the  bor- 
der. The  thing  is  going  on  all  the  time 
and  the  smugglers  only  laugh  at  the 
United  States  custom  officials. 

The  ofticer  suggests  as  a  remedy  that 
the  United  States  treasury  engage  a 
number  of  Chinese  detectives  to  watch 
the  operations  of  suspected  parties. 


WaHhington  Vigilants. 
Dayton,  Wash,,  Jan.  3. — Burris,  the 
youthful  printer  who  vas  arrested  here 
last  week  for  complicity  in  the  burg- 
lanes,  was  taken  by  vigilantes  Wednes- 
day night  to  the  suburbs  and  nearly 
killed  in  an  effort  to  extort  a  confession 
from  him.  He  was  strung  up  three 
times  in  succession.  He  declared  he 
knew  nothing  of  the  robberies  and 
begged  to  be  killed.  Finally  the  vigi- 
lant-s  tarred  and  feathered  him  and 
warned  him  to  leave  town.    He  refused. 


Foolkiller'H  Work. 

Eaoi^e  Pass,  Tex.,  Jan  3.— Monday  fif- 
teen miners  entered  the  powder  house  of 
the  Pinoles  Mining  company  at  Du- 
rango,  Mex.,  to  procure  weekly  supplies. 
One  of  them  attempted  to  secure  the 
cap  on  a  defective  fuse  by  biting  it.  The 
cap  explcKied  and  b(^\,  oflf  the  entire  ex- 
plosive contents  of  the  powder  house. 
Twelve  of  the  men  were  killed  and  the 
remaining  thr-'e  cannot  possibly  survive.

A  Delicate   Display  of  Stained 
Glass  and  Water  Colors.

The  invitation  from  Mrs.  Westxin  to 
ner  friends  to  see  the  working  cartoons 
for  the  memorial  windows  to  be  placed 
in  the  new  presbyterian  church,  gave  no 
hint  of  the  treat  in  store  for  those  who 
took  advantage  of  it.  The  two  rooms 
in  the  Palladio  used  for  this  occasion, 
bftd  been  transformed  into  a  most 
charming  place  to  disply  not  merely  the 
cartoons,  but  sketches  for  designs,  and 
four  large  stained  glass  windows  spe- 
cially loaned  by  the  Tiflfany  Glass  com- 
pany of  New  York  for  this  occassion. 

The  working  cartoons  were  of  the 
greatest  interest  to  many  on  account  of 
the  description  published  some  time  ago 
by  The  Herald  and  because  of  the  per- 
sonal acquaintance  of  so  many 
of  the  visitors  with  those 
whose  memories  were  in  this  way 
to  be  perpetuated.  After  these,  the  glass 
in  place  was  of  interest.  On  entering 
the  tirst  room  the  head  of  "Hoffman's 
Christ"  was  the  tirst  thing  lo  strike  at- 
tention. The  head  itself  is  wonderful 
and  cannot  be  described  so  as  to  do  it 
justicb,  but  it  is  fairly  glorified  by  the 
clear  golden  glass,  which  forms  its  set- 
ting. No  ordinary  halo  is  this,  but  a 
veritable  lighting  up  of  the  air  all  about 
the  head.  In  the  next  room  are  three 
windows,  all  worthy  of  notice,  but  all 
ditTerent  in  color,  design  and  purpose. 
The  largest  and  most  attractive  to  the 
majority  of  the  visitors  is  "The  Good 
Shepherd  Window."  The  design  is  from 
an  old  painting,  and  the  window  has  been 
greatly  admired  wherever  it  has  been 
shown.  A  shepherd  stands  with  a  lamb 
in  each  arm  and  two  sheep,  mothers  of 
those  he  carries,  brush  up  against  him  as 
he  walks,  with  maternal  interest  showing 
in  their  faces.  Over  the  window  in  leaded 
letters  is  a  proper  scriptural  quotation. 
The  face  of  the  t-hepherd  is  strong  and 
tender,  the  settmg  of  the  figure  is  ex- 
cellent, while  the  sky  and  water  is  a 
triumph  of  the  glassmaker's  art.  The 
wonderful  sheen  on  the  water  and  the 
streaks  of  color  in  the  sky  are  entirely 
free  from  any  stroke  of  paint  or  brush. 
At  either  end  of  the  room  are  the  other 
two  windows.  One,  the  "Parrot  Win- 
dow," a  study  in  green,  represents  a 
group  of  parrots  climbing  a  globe  sus- 
pended by  chains.  Hardly  any  other 
color  but  green  is  used,  but  the  blending 
of  the  different  shades  makes  it  a  ver- 
itable "Study"  in  harmony.  The  other 
window  shows  two  tlsh,  one  of  which 
has  just  been  hooked  and  is  struggling 
to  free  himself.  Tall  streamers  of  sea 
grass  grow  up  into  the  water  which 
seems  to  be  in  actual  swirl.  The  blend- 
ing of  colors  is  most  skillfully  done.  The 
walls  of  one  room  were  almost  entirely 
covered  with  water-color  designs  by  men 
whose  names  are  well  known  all  over 
the  country— Louis  C.  Tiffany,  E.  P. 
Speary,  Will  H.  Low  and  others.  These 
sketches  would  by  themselves  make  a 
charming  water-color  exhibition.  Ex- 
pressions of  delight  and  surprise  were 
heard  on  all  sides  and  to  many  who  were 
unaware  of  the  wonderful  advance  m 
stained  glass  making,  it  was  a  veritable 

revelation.  

Our  Needy  Poor. 

In  an  article  published  recently  in  one 
of  our  daily  papers,  a  statement  was 
made  that  we  have  very  few  poor  and 
very  little  destitution  in  our  midst.  If 
the  writer  would  visit  the  room  of  the 
Ladies  Relief  society  any  Monday  after- 
noon he  would  find  that  there  are  poor, 
and  some  sad  cases  of  destitution.  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  November  and  Decern - 
bor  some  twenty-one  cases  of  destitu- 
tion were  found  and  relieved;  some  of 
these  cases  were  particularly  forlorn 
and  sad.  Mothers  struggling  to  keep 
life  in  families  of  little  ones,  in  each  case 
either  a  drunken  husband  hanging  on 
and  taking  from  the  scanty  earnings  of 
the  wife  or  of  desertion  entirely.  Some 
four  or  five  tons  of  coal  have  tieen  sent 
them  and  stoves  provided;  also  bedding, 
groceries  and  provisions  to  the  amount 
of  S200;  fifteen  pairs  of  shoes  and  rub- 
bers or  overshoes  and  1.50  articles  of 
clothing.  The  poor  and  needy  we  have 
with  us  and  the  ladies  of  the  Relief  so 
ciety  ask  that  any  so  disposed  will  send 
garments,  even  though  slightly  worn,  if 
whole  and  clean  will  keep  some  poor 
body  warm  and  help  the  society  in  its 
work  of  relief.  Room  4,  Metropolitan 
block,  Monday  afternoons.

The  Defense  in   ti>e    8hatto    Case  has    Its 
Inning^s. 

The  examination  of  William  Shatto 

for  the  rape  of  Mary  Rasmussen  is  being 

continued    this    afternoon.      The    little 

brother  of  the  girl  was    recalled    to  the 

stand  but  nothing  new  was  elicited.  The 
defense  admitted  the  age  of  Shatto  to  be 
17  years.  The  attorney  for  the  defense 
moved  the  discharge  of  William  Shatto 
but  the  court  denied  the  motion. 

Donaldson,  for  whom  Mrs.  Shatto,  the 
mother  of  William,  is  housekeeper,  was 
put  upon  the  stand  by  the  defense  and 
swore  that  Mrs.  Shatto,  William  Shatto 
and  himself  left  Duluth  for 
their  home,  about  two  miles 
beyond  the  Catholic  cemetery 
about  11:15  a.  m.  on  the  day  the  rape  oc- 
curred and  that  they  reached  home 
about  noon.  He  stated  that  they  met  a 
little  boy  and  girl  on  the  road,  but  they 
were  not  the  ones  who  were  assaulted. 
William  Shatto  was  only  out  of  their 
sight  about  three  minutes  on  the  way, 
during  which  time  he  was  talking  to  the 
children.  The  witness  maintained  that 
Shatto  had  a  ditferent  suit  on  from 
the  one  worn  on  the  day  the  crime  was 
reported  to  have  been  committed.

It  is  both  sweet 

and  largely  true.    A  man  of  arms,  about 

to  take  life  in  revenge  for  the  murder  of 

of  his  own  brother,    suddenly  tilled  with 

divine  compassion  for  his  enemy,  forgave 

him.    This  man  Giovanni  Gualberto,  to 

commemorate      his    salvation      from    a 

damning  deed,  built    the    monastery  of 

Vallombrosa,     nearly    900    years     ago. 

Milton,  in  the  three  lines, 

"Thick   as   autumnal  leaves   that  strew  the 

brooks 
In  Vallombrosa.  where  th'  Etrurian  shades 
Hi>rh  overarch'd  embower—" 

made  Vallombrosa  endlessly  live  in    the 
minds  of  men. 

*        *        * 
About  1000  feet    from    Vallombrosa's 
gates  is  a  fountain  leaping  from  an  ever- 
living  spring.    On  a    summer's    day    in 
lOOS  Giovanni  paused  at    this   fountain 
in  search  of  a   hermitage.    His   family 
was  one  of  the  noblest  in    Tuscany.    He 
was  reared  to  the  fortune    of    arms.    In 
his  early  life  his  career  was  reckless  and 
fiery.    One    of    his    best- loved    friends, 
Visdomini,  quarreling  with  his    idolized 
brother,     Hugo,       plunged      a      dag- 
ger     into      his      heart     and      killed 
him,        Giovanni      swore       vengeance 
pursuing  him  in  vain  for  years.    At  last 
in  1003,  he  suddenly  met  his  enemy  in  a 
forest  path.    Visdomini  was  at    Giovan- 
ni's mercy.    The  avenging  brother  drew 
his  sword  and  called  upon  the  murderer 
to  prepare  for  instant  death.      Without 
attempting    defense,    he    fell    upon  his 
knees,  and  with  hands  outspread    in  the 
form  of  a  cross,  sued    for    mercy.      The 
mode  of  prayer,  touched  the  heart  of  Gi- 
ovanni.   Springing  from    his    steed    he 
lifted  his  enemy  to  his  feet. 

This  much  is  true;  act  as    heroic  and 
Godlike    as    ever    impassioned    rhymer 
sung.    Then  perhaps    legend    comes;  if 
legend,    still   tender,    fitting    sequel    to 
glorious  self-conquering.      Filled    with 
holy  awe,  Giovanni  sought  the  neighbor- 
ing   monastery   of   San    Miniato.     He 
prostrated  himself  before  a  crucifix.  Long 
and  earnestly  he  gazed  upon  the  figure 
of  Christ.    Lo!  the  image  bent  its    head 
as  if  with  blessing  at  his  act    of   mercy. 
Thereafter  follows  historic  truth.      Gio- 
vanni related  the  miracle  to  the  abbott; 
finally      took     vows    of     the    order    in 
lOOi.      His     piety     soon    became    re- 
nowned.   On  the  death  of  the  abbott  of 
San  Miniato  in  1008,   he   was  chosen   to 
succeed  him,  but  refused  the  otBce  under 
a  desire  to  seek  a  still  more  solitary  re- 
treat; and  it  was  at  the    fountain  near 
the  peak  of  the  Pratomagno  mountain, 
where  he  had  halted  in  his  solitary  wan- 
derings.   Near    the  spot  he  found  two 
hermits.    These  joined  him,  and  there 
soon  was  gathered  a  little    community. 
Their  sufferings,  privations  and    self-in- 
flicted tortures  were  horrible.   Complete 
ordinances    of    the    Benedictines    were 
finally  adopted.  The  original  hermitage, 
Eremo,  was  repeatedly  enlarged,  until 
completed  in  ItAo  as  it  stands  today. 
*        *        * 

The  order  of  Vallombrosana,  500  years 
after  the  death  of  San  Giovanni,  had  be- 
come the  richest  in  Italy;  and  this  one 
old    monastery    held    the    chief    treas- 


yielding  forty  sacks.  At  this  camp,  an 
unusually  large  one,  a  score  or  more 
carbonari  were  at  work;  and,  as  the 
burning  was  to  be  for  an  extended 
period,  some  six  or  eight  had  built  tem- 
porary huts  and  had  moved  their  fami- 
lies to  the  forest. 

This  gave  life  and  picturesqueness  to 
the  scene,  especially  at  night.  A  few 
iron  cressets  had  been  fastened  to  the 
tree-trunks,  and  the  crackle  and  flarings 
of  cones  and  knots  lent  weird  colorings 
tothemotely  groups  of  women  with 
dazzling  teeth  and  eyes,  and  mengrimmy 
andswarth  beyond  all  description.  I 
could  not  repress  the  feeling  that  I  was 
at  my  old  wanderings  with  my  Gipsy 
friends  again. 

Deeper  still  grew  this  feeling  as  I  was 
shown  to  a  couch  of  fir  branches  for 
sleep.  It  came  not  for  hours;  for  in  the 
gentle  soughing  of  the  firs,  the  calls  of 
the  watchers  to  each  other,  and  here 
and  there  through  the  camp,  suppressed 
tones  of  melody,  as  those  who  watched 
grouped  together  and  reassuringly  sang 
low  and  soft  the  stornelli  of  Italy,  I  was 
with  my  loved  vagabond  friends  by  their 
witching  camp-fires  in  my  own  loved 
land.

When  the  morning  came,  after  break- 
fast and  many  a  kindly  "addio!"  I  found 
my  way  back  to  Tosi.  On  such  a  morn- 
ing as  that  the  songs  of  birds,  the  Eolian 
music  of  forest  breezes,  so  bewitch  one 
all  the  way  that  suddenly  and  without 
warning    you    are     at    the    enchanting

Then,  when  Napoleon  fell  and  Tuscany 
welcomed  back  the  sway  of  the  Aus- 
trians,  the  monks  were  reinstated,  but 
their  treasures,  and  their  stores  of  books 
and  priceless  manuscripts  had  been 
scattered  forever.  Victor  Emanuel  in 
18f)0,  at  the  Italian  disestablishment, 
completed  their  extinction  here.  The 
place  is  now  used  as  an  agricultural 
school,  with  a  corps  of  resident  profes- 
sors. Beautiful  as  ever  is  the  matchless 
environment.  No  ruthless  hand  can 
drive  from  its  cloisters  the  forms  with 
which  your  fancy  peoples  it.  Vallom- 
brosa's bells  still  call  you  and  their 
echoes  will  never  cease  their  melodies 
while  Pratomagno  mountain  stands. 


If  you  go  to  Vallombrosa,  walk.    It  is 
only  seventeen   miles  as  the  crow  flies; 
perhaps  twenty-two  by  the  entrancing 
way.    Every  mile  of  it  gives  changeful 
and    bewitching    views    in    that    most 
dreamful  of    all  garden  spots  of    Italy, 
the  valley  of  the  Arno.      Leaving  Flor- 
ence, the  way  leads  along  the  right  bank 
of    the  Arno.      Scores  of  white  valleys 
thread  it  as  pearls  upon  a  necklace,  and 
here  and  there  are  crosses  and  quaint 
old    shrines.      Pelago  is  soon  reached; 
Pelago,  a  crooked  little  town  with  bad 
inns  and  swarms  of  beggars,  by  a  brawl- 
ing   streem.      Then,  across  blossoming 
spaces,  past  terraces  of  olives  and  grain, 
winding  above  misty  torrents  tumbling 
towards  the  Arno,  and  often   through 
silent  arcades  of  tirs,  a  six-mile  tramp 
brings  you  to  Tosi.

They  gave  me  a  pound  and  said  God 
bless  you,  do  you  know,  and  told  me  to 
try  a  New  York  jwor'house,  where  they 
have  fresh  buffalo  cutlets  ivery  day  and 
wild  geese  that  the  paupers  kills  in  the 
alms'ouse  yard  now  and  again." 

He  is  now  doubtless  on  the  briny  wave 
gaily  returning  to  England  along  with  a 
case  of  mal  de  mer,  wishing,  no  doubt, 
that  he  had  known  more  on  the  start 
and  gradually  added  to  it  on  his  way  to 
America. 

Gen.  O'Bierne,  the  superintendent  of 
emigration,  has  an  office  in  the  corner  of 
the  big  granite  building,  and  back  of 
that  is  the  human  corral,  where  busy 
officials  scoot  the  stupid  mass  of  da/zled 
and  still  wabbly  steerage  people  through 
their  various  shutes  and  toward  their 
destination,  all  the  way  from  Massa- 
chusetts to  Montana,  though  most  of 
them  will  remain  to  roasta  the  peanut 
and  picka  the  rag  or  select  the  mayor 
for  New  York. 

The  freshening  breeze  pours  in  at  the 
rear  of  the  barge  office  all  the  time,  but 
it  has  its  hands  full.  It  is  laden  with 
the  salt  and  salvation  of  thousands  of 
miles  of  ocean,  and  is  used  to  it  besides, 
and  yet  it  has  my  sympathy. 

The  first  job,  of  course,  is  to  record 
the  name,  nativity,  age,  sex  and  destina- 
tion of  the  emigrant,  also  to  learn  if  he 
has  any  money.  Some  of  them  cannot 
understand  this.  They  want  to  know 
why  anylx>dy  should  have  the  right  to 
inquire  into  their  affairs  that  way. 
Then  the  money,  if  they  have  any,  is 
changed  into  American  money,  and  a 
receipt  given  besides  for  the  amount  so 
changed.  No  chance  for  downing  the 
new  citizen  in  that  way. 


HIS  EXIT  FROM  HULL  RUN. 

I  used  to  think  that  the  Mormons,  the 
imported  Mormons,  were  the  toughest 
lot  that  I  ever  saw,  but  the  odor  of 
sanctity  was  the  same  that  you  meet 
now  at  the  barge  office. 

When  the  Mormons  landed  in  New 
York  city  they  were  at  once  conveyed  in 
bulk  to  the  already  fertilized  valleys  of 
the  Jordan,  and  along  the  route  this  rich 
nut  brown  flavor  of  the  steerage,  un- 
broken by  the  harsh  intrusion  of  the 
chloride  or  the  germicide,  withered  the 
sage  brush  and  killed  cattle  on  the 
range. 

And  yet  the  emigrant  himself  does 
not  mind  it.  He  even  sits  down  and 
eats  his  rather  plain  meal  in  the  midst 
of  it. 

Somehow  it  seems  to  me  that  we  are 
getting  a  much  tougher  crowd  of  emi- 
grants each  year  than  we  got  the  year 
before.  They  are  not  in  such  a  good 
state  of  preservation  as  they  used  to  be. 
There  is  more  contract  labor  and  im- 
ported pauper  business  than  there  used 
to  be. 

"We  have  to  look  out  for  poor  people 
who  land  here,"  said  an  official,  "and  not 
let  them  starv'e.  If  we  do  not  send 
them  back  we  must  keep  an  eye  on 
them.  The  local  authorities  wull  not 
give  them  a  mouthful  till  they  have 
been  here  a  year.  I  used  to  be  called 
on  regularly  over  at  the  castle  by  a  big 
red  faced  Englishman  for  help.  Every 
day  he  was  there.  Finally  I  got  tired  of 
giving  him  bread  tickets.  It  hurt  me 
internally  every  time  I  did  it,  so  I  said 
at  last:  'Get  out  of  here.  I  am  done 
helping  you.  Begone!  You  are  so 
heathy  it  makes  me  mad,  and  you  stroll 
about  the  battery  and  eat  the  bread  of 
idleness,  preferring  it  to  the  kind  that 
people  get  by  honest  sweat.  Get  out! 
Scat! 
"  'And  do  you  refuse  to  give  me  bread?' 
"  *Yes,  I  do.' 

"  'Very  well,  sir.    I'll  report  you  to  the 
British  consul.' 

"  'And  so  he  would,  too,"  said  the  offi- 
cial.   "A  big,  two-fisted  man,  who  knew 
the  record  of  every  bull  pup  and  pugilist 
in  England,  what  he  weighed  in    condi- 
tion and  out  of  condition,  who    his   par- 
ents   were    away    back  to  the  Conquest 
and  wiiose  kennel  he    belonged   to,  and 
yet  he  wouldn't  beat  a    carpet  or    help 
lift  a  piano  in  the  land  of  his  adoption." 
While  I  was  present  a  young   man   in 
some    way    got   mixed    up  at  the  gang- 
plank   with    the    emigrants,    and     was 
forced  by  the  crowd  up  the    stairs   into 
the   corral    while  the  gate  was  closed, 
and  he  for  the  time  had  to  be    an  emi- 
grant.    He  swore  quite  a  good  deal   be- 
cause he  could  not  get  out,    and    spoke 
disrespectfully  of  the  environments;  but 
his    environments  enjoyed  it  first  rate. 
He  had  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in  prov- 
ing that  he  was  a  resident  of  New  York 
and  not  a  European  pauper.    Finally  he 
was  permitted  to  escape,  and  the  way  he 
lit  out  brought  back    to    my    mind  the 
day  when  I  hurried  back  to  Washington 
from  Bull  Run,  fearing  that  other  excur- 
sionists might  precede  me    and  get  the 
most  desirable  rooms  at  the  hotels. 

There  is  a  style  of  reciprocity  now  ex- 
isting between  this  country  and  Europe 
which,  as  an  American  of  French  de- 
scent, I  desire  hereby  to  dislike  and 
most  earnestly  deplore.  We  are  not 
only  the  recipients  of  innumeral)le  pau- 
pers and  slaves — for  the  contract  laborer 
is  nothing  less  nor  more  than  an  un 
shackled  slave,  but  the  mother  country 
sends  us  by  every  steamer  from  one  to  a 
dozen  friendless  girls,  who  have  been 
shipped  here  by  faithless  lovers  to  hide 
their  disgrace  in  America.  These  girls 
we  get  in  exchange  for  the  handsome 
daughters  of  our  swaggering  young  re- 
public, who  go  abroad  dowered  with 
the  dollars  of  their  dads  to  wed  the 
moth-eaten  suckers  of  some  great  family 
tree. 
It  is  not  a  fair  swap. 
We  give  our  most  beautiful  and  best, 
and  in  return  \ie  get  the  cast  off,  slat- 
ternly mob  of  doubtful  debutantes  and 
the  unacknowledged  children,  perhaps 
of  a  concupiscent  nobility. 

If  the  allied  powers  and  other  totter- 
irig  dynasties  whose  rulers  have  been 
diseased  and  debauched  for  centuries, 
and  who  ix)ke  fun  at  our  industry  while 
they  eat  our  groceries,  and  who 
live  on  and  off  their    American    fathers- 


HERE'S    A    PICTURE     OF    US- 

OpinlouH   of   Knut    Hamsun,   of  Norway, 
Coucernius:  the  American  Peoplle. 

The  most  unappreciative  book  of  re- 
cent times  concerning  America  has  been 
laid  before  the  Norwegian  public  by 
Knut  Hamsun.  It  is  entitled  "TLe  In- 
tellectual Life  of  America  of  Today," 
and  expresses  in  an  infinite  variety  of 
forms  the  opinion  that  American  civili- 
zation is  a  zero.  The  American  school 
of  art,  he  says,  does  not  rise  above  the 
dinner  table.  Stuffed  chickens  and 
roasted  joints  are  the  favorite  subjects, 
and  a  whole  branch  of  industry  has  be- 
come exclusively  occupied  witli  the 
production  of  such  pieces.  Sculpture  in 
America  is  devoted  to  representations  of 
the  animal  world,  although  occasi9nally 
aspiring  to  a  subject  as  high  as  a  legro. 
The  least  debased  art  in  America  is  the 
dramatic  one.  There  are  really  great 
actors  here,  but  they  are  handicapped 
by  the  introduction  of  tanks,  steamships, 
railway  trains,  horses  and  revolvers  on 
the  stage.  They  may  do  themselves 
credit  in  foreign  pieces,  but  American 
pieces  are  debased  beyond  redemption. 
Americans  evolve  plays  from  everything 
between  heaven  and  earth — from  a  di- 
rectory, a  pair  of  chickens,  the  Suez 
canal,  the  multiplication  table. 

American  liberty  is  considered  a  myth 
by  Hamsun.  "Everything  above  or  be- 
low George  Washington's  simple  mind," 
he  says,  "is  punished  with  banishment  or 
death."  The  occupations  of  the  Ameri- 
can woman  are  caring  for  her  nerves, 
painting,  reading  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin," 
participating  in  woman's  rights  con- 
gresses and  going  to  church.  Her  taste 
for  dress  is  that  of  a  savage.  She  wears 
screaming  colors. 

American  literature  gets  about  the 
same  treatment  as  everythinjj;  else 
American.  The  reason  for  the  absen  ce 
of  good  literature  here,  accordiLg  to 
Hamsun's  ideas,  would  seem  to  be  the 
lack  of  general  intelligence.  In  a  city 
the  size  of  Leipsic,  he  says,  thai;  is,  in 
Milwaukee,  the  only  bookstore  contained 
merely  birthday  cards,  gilded  mo  tiroes,  a 
lithograph  or  two,  "Uncle  Tom's  (3a  bin" 
and  fancy  inkstandt. 

In  manners  Americans  are  lacking, 
says  Hamsun,  even  when  they  a]De  the 
English.  An  American  gentleman  wears 
a $15  hat  and  no  buttons  on  his  tn»users. 
He  goes  to  the  theater  with  ladies  with- 
out a  coat  or  waistcoat,  and  wi^jh  his 
braces  drawn  over  his  bare  shirt. 

The  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter, 
in  Hamsun's  opinion,  is  that  Yankees 
are  born  and  bred  barbarians  wlio  are 
supremely  happy  in  their  barbarity. 
Hamsun  came  to  America  as  an  immi- 
grant to  save  himself  from  the  eitarva- 
tion  that  was  pushing  him  to  tb  e  wall 
in  Christiania,  living  here  for  some  time, 
and  then  returned,  in  his  27th  year,  with 
property  and  leisure  enough  to  allow  of 
his  writing  concerning  "Intellectual 
Life"  here.

Omaha,  Neb.,  Jan.'4— A  dieastrous  bat- 
tle is  reported  in  projess  within  three 
miles  of  Pine  Ridge.  Nothing  definite 
heard  as  yet. 

Pine  Ridge  Agency,   Dec.  5.— As  to 
the  Bituatiob  here   the    indication.}  are 
that  the  greatest  battle    in    Indian  his- 
tory is  almost  at   hand.    The  repo;rt  of 
every  Boout  adds  near  and   strong   sup- 
port to  these  indications   that  were  only 
emphasized    by    the    bloody    aflfair    on 
Wounded     Knee.        Gen.     Miles     be- 
lieves   exactly     this,     and     has     said 
so     in     strong    words.        The      email 
handful  of  Indian  employes  here  affirm 
it  vehemebtly.    Before  the  terrific  olasb 
comes  they  want  to  try  and  rescue  their 
relatives    from    the    enemy's  camp,  and 
are  now  interceding  with  the  authorities 
for  permission,  at  the  risk  of  their  Ij 
to  make  the  attempt 

The  Indians  in  the  government  em- 
ploy express  the  hope  that  they  can  in- 
duce many  of  those  who  v^ere  friendly 
before  the  Wounded  Knee  battle  and 
were  remain inf?  here  according  to  in- 
structions, also  to  come  in  and  be  saved 
from  certain  annihilation  that  awaits 
them  within  the  ranks  of  the  hostilejj. 

Extensive  nfle  pits  are  reported  being 
dug  twelve  miles  west  of  here  by  the 
hostiles,  and  the  report  is  of  such  nature 
that  the  authorities  rely  upon  its  truth- 
fulness. 

Last  night  the  hostiles  burned  many 
houses  belonging  to  the  settlers  along 
the  White  river,  and  fitiished  killing  the 
last  remnant  of  the  great  herd  of  gov- 
ernment cattle  that  they  raided  about  a 
month  ago  and  have  been  drawing  on 
ever  since. 

Without  desiring  to  make  the  situa- 
tion a  particle  darker  than  it  really  is, 
for  God  knows  the  truth  is  bad  enou.jh' 
everything  constrains  me  to  say  that  the 
danger  in  which  Pine  Ridge  agency's 
white  populace  stand  at  this  hour,  and 
must  remain  until  this  crisis  is  over,  is 
one  of  the  most  fearful  peril  that  can 
well  be  imagined.  I  say  this  not  for  a 
moment  forgetting  and  knowing  per- 
fectly  just  what  military  protection  we 
have  here.  ^  %:.

State  Auditor  Braden  has  furnished 
advance  sheets  of  his  biennial  report 
showing  the  transactions  of  his  depart- 
ment. Under  the  act  of  1885,  !?28,G80.73 
were  paid  to  firemen's  associations  dur- 
ing 1889-90,  and  81t)2,9C8.T2  for  the  four 
years  ending  with  1889.  Relief  associa- 
tions in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis,  Duluth, 
Stillwater  and  Winona  have  received 
$!i2,752.80  from  the  state  during  1889  90, 
or  $64,083.02  since  the  passage  of  the  law 
in  1887.  Mr.  Braden  believes  that  the 
law  making  these  appropriations  should 
be  repealed.  The  state  board  of  equali- 
zation should  be  cut  down  to  one  mem- 
ber from  each  congressional  district  and 
three  at  large.

Swamp  lands  claimed  by  railroad  com- 
panies amount  to  4,058,142.38  acres.  The 
number  of  acres  set  apart  or  conveyed  to 
them  is  1,819,170.05,  leaving  2,239,272.33 
acres  deficiency. 

Seven  loan  and  trust  companies  have 
deposited  $818,729.08  worth  of  securities 
as  a  guarantee  of  doing  straight  busi- 
ness, as  have  twelve  building  and  loan 
associations  deposited  ^,710,673.37 
worth  of  securities  for  a  similar  purpose. 
A  recommendation  that  these  companies 
pay  a  fee  of  $1  for  each  mortgage  depos- 
ited, is  made. 

Mr.  Braden  concludes  with  a  proper 
retrospection  of  the  nine  years  that  he 
has  been  in  office,  and  among  other 
things  says: 

The  state's  assessment  in  1881  was  a 
little  less  than  8300,000,000.  Today  it  is 
a  little  over  8600,000,000.  The  school 
fund  was  then  a  little  less  than  $5,000,- 
000.  Today  it  is  over  89,000,000,  being 
more  than  double  that  of  any  state  in 
the  Union,  Texas  and  Kansas  alone  ex- 
cepted, and  much  larger  than  either  of 
them.  When  our  school  fund  was  eec 
apart  Oregon  had  received  a  grant  of 
sections  16  and  36  for  common  schools. 
The  states  east  of  the  Rocky 
mountains  had  received  only  sec- 
tion 16.  It  is  to  the  persist- 
ent efforts  of  Gen.  Sibley  in  Congresf , 
that  Minnesota  owes  her  additional 
grant  of  section  35.  The  permanent  uni- 
versity fund  was  increased  from  $6(,)0,0C0 
in  1881  to  8900,000  at  this  date.  This 
magnificent  endowment  by  the  general 
government  for  the  education  of  our 
youth  in  every  department  of  skilled  in- 
dustry, is  second  only  to  that  of  Cali- 
fornia. For  the  wise  management  of 
this  fund,  in  its  increase  by  the  selection 
of  lands,  and  in  the  expenditures  of  its 
revenve,  in  the  erection  of  buildings,  and 
in  the  organization  of  the  several  de- 
partments of  education  which  belong  to 
the  State  University,  the  state  is  under 
a  first  obligation  to  ex  Gov.  John  S. 
Pillsbury.

No  bonds  have  been  issued  by  the  cor- 
poration since  January  1, 1890,  and  it  is 
probable  that  it  will  be  unnecessary  to 
make  further  issues.  For  school  pur- 
poses Duluth  constitutes  an  indepen- 
dent district,  the  board  of  education  be- 
ing composed  of  members  elected  by 
the  people  and  having  authority  to  issue 
bonds.  The  school  district  thus  organ- 
ized has  outstanding  1144,000  in  bonds. 
The  county  has  practically  no  bonded 
indebtedness.  The  assessed  valuation  of 
the  city  and  county  is  not  over  one-third 
of  the  actual  value.  Both  are  in  excel- 
lent condition  financially.  Duluth  can 
safely  challenge  comparison  with  any 
city  of  its  size  in  the  country,  there  be- 
ing few  cities,  large  or  small,  whose  finan- 
cial standing  and  credit  are  equal  to 
hers.

LUMBERMEN    DOING    WELL. 

Lacli  of  Snow  Does  not  yet  Botlier  Tbem  ; 
Uning  loe  Koads, 

A  visit  to  the  principal  lumbermen 
this  morning  of  a  Herald  reporter  di- 
vulged the  fact  that  as  yet,  the  absence 
of  show  had  rather  aided  them  in    their 

operations  than  hindered  them.  Those 
operating  on  the  north  fehore  seem  to  be 
better  satisfied  without  snow  provided 
the  weather  will  remain  steadily  cold 
enough  to  keep  tl  e  roads  frazer. 

The  skidding  of  logs  is  for  the  most 
part  done,  and  the  C.  N.  Nelson  Lumber 
company  and  the  Shaw  company  of  Clo- 
quet,  are  now  hauling  logs  on  ice  roads. 
They  experience  considerable  difficulty, 
however,  on  account  of  the  changeable 
weather  which  results  in  thawing  out 
their  roads.  If  the  weather  begins  to  be 
steadily  cold  about  Jan.  15,  and  remains 
so,  the  lumbermen  will  be  enabled  to  do 
a  good  winter's  work.  The  section  most 
seriously  inconvenienced  by  the  failure 
of  snow  will  be  the  south  shore,  for  the 
reason  that  water  has  to  be  hauled  long 
distances  in  order  to  ice  the  roads,  and 
in  some  localities  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  water. 

The  lumbermen  are  a'l  confident,  how 
ever,  of  doing  a  good  winter's  work. 
Surveyor  General  Ash  is  of.  the  opinion 
that  unless  the  winter  remains  very 
warm  and  changeable,  an  excellent  win- 
ter's work  will  be  done.

The  outlook  at  the  Stone  mine  in  18- 
50-14  is  ver>'  good.    Three  trenches  have 
b3en    dug,  oae  3  by  45  feet  tr.insvereely 
showing  the  width    of  the    vein.     The 
trench  strikes  the  solid  ore.  Another  is  3 
by  60  feet  longitudinallj  JhIso  on  solid  ore; 
the  other  is  3  by  50  feet  running  east  and 
west  is  also  down  to  clear  ore.    Said  H. 
B.  Moore,  "the  mine  in  its  present  condi- 
tion is    worth  81,000,000.    The    company 
will  begin  this  week  the  construction  of 
a  road  from  Mesabi  station  to  the   mine 
and  will  also  put  a  crew  to  work    build- 
ing     a      camp    for   the    mining  crews 
The  ore      found    is     very  unique,  and 
has  been  noted  already  in  The   Herald 
being  pronounced    by  the    best    mining 
engineers  in  the  country  to  be  a  mixture 
of  magnetic  ore  and    hematite.    Rattles, 
of  the  firm  of  mining  experts  of  Chicago, 
known  as  Rattles,  Nye  tfc  Hollis,  stated: 
"In  all  my  experience  I   have  never  seen 
anything  like  this  mixture  in  iron  ores." 
Surface    specimens  of    the  ore    wiieu 
analyzed  shuw  03  21  per  cent,  of  metallic 
iron  and  only  .017  perceutof  pbosphorus, 
a  very  low  percentage    of    this  vitiating 
substance. 

An  accident  occurred  one  day  last 
week  on  the  property  of  the  Mesabi  syn- 
dicate in  section  31  00-13  that  fortunate- 
ly did  not  result  in  the  loss  of  life.  The 
workmen  had  placed  a  stick  of  dyna-  j 
mite  near  the  stove  to  thaw  but  forgot 
to  remove  the  covering  at  the  end  of  the 
cartridge  to  cliow  i,he  escape  of  gases. 
The  men  engaged  in  explorations  on  the 
property  were  sitting  smokicg  near  the 
Btove.  The  dynamite  exploded,  blowing 
the  roof  of  the  building  off  and  smash- 
ing all  the  windows.  Only  one  of  the 
men  was  injured  enough  to  require  the 
services  of  a  doctor  and  none  seriously. 
Mrs.  Trimble  and  another  lady  were  in 
an  adjoining  room,  but  escaped  without 
injury. 

The  Union  Iron  company  held  its  an- 
nual meeting  today  in  Cleveland.  Busi- 
ness of  importance  in  connection  with 
the  company's  properties  has  been  ex- 
pected to  come  up.

St.  Paul  Likely  to  be  Left   in  Competition 
With  Chicago  and  Duluth. 
In  the  course  of  a    long    editorial    on 
what  it  terms  "St.  Paul's   shortsighted- 
ness," the  St.  Paul  Dispatch  says: 

Neither  the  merchants  nor  the  people 
of  this  city  seem  to  form   any    adequate 
understanding  of  the    vastly   important 
relation  which  the  traffic    from    and    to 
Duluth  bears  to  their   own    prosperity, 
nor  of  the  extent  of  that  traffic.      With 
the  lake's  facilitids  for  cheap  transporta- 
tion fully  availed  of    by    our    producers 
and  jobbers,  the  future  of    St.    Paul  as 
the  Xorth western  commercial  metropolis 
would  be  far  more  secure,  and    competi- 
tion far  less  dangerous  than  it  is    today. 
Our  rail  connection  with  the  head  of  the 
lake  is  complete.      It    is    controlled    by 
those  who  are  devoted  to  the   prosperity 
of  St.  Paul,  and  the  rates  of  carriage  are 
such  as  to  place  us  at    every  advantage. 
Both  from  the  economic  standpoint,  as 
well  as  from  distinctively  trade  consider- 
ations, the  busmess  populatiom    of    St. 
Paul  are  guilty  of  little  short  of  criminal 
shortsightedness  in  paying  so    little    at- 
tention to  the  situation. 

The  average  rate  per  mile  collected  by 
the  railroads  from   shippers  for  freight 
service  during  1889  was  9.22  mills.    Had 
the    freight    passing    the    Sault    been 
carried  by  rail  it  would  have  cost  the 
people  $54,772,759  36.    Water  carriage  to 
and  from    Lake    Superior  alone  saved 
$10,138,512.73.     This  for  1889.     The  car- 
riage on  the  chain  of  lakes  cost  823,177,- 
540.70.      The  entire  saving  was,  accord- 
ingly, 8119,801,742.81.      When  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  one  item 
alone,  that  of  iron  ore,  affords  the  ma- 
terial for  half   the   output  of    manufac- 
tured iron    produced  in  the  entire  coun- 
try, it  is  easily  seen  what  the  great  rela- 
tive     importance     of     our    wonderful 
agencies  of  carrying  commerce  from  the 
head  of  the  lakes  at  present  is. 

We  cannot  close  our  eyes  to  these 
things.  Unless  we  are  ready  to  make 
better  use  of  these  transportation  facili- 
ties than  we  have  been  doing;  unless  our 
merchants  w!ll,  instead  of  patronizing 
Chicago  riiToadF,  resort  to  this  great 
agency  to  do  their  shipping,  we  will 
have  ourselves  by  and  by  to  blame  if  we 
see  Chicago  increase  her  present  won- 
derful headway,  and  see  others  establish 
themselves  at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior 
and  build  up  there  cooamercial  and  in- 
dustrial interests  which  will  leave  St. 
Paul  in  a  few  years  altogether  out  of  the 
race  for  supremacy  in  the  commercial 
life  of  the  Northwest,  which  is  now  in 
bitter  progress  between  Chicago,  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth. 

Ice  IVIen  Anxious. 

"We've  managed  to  get  our  ice  the 
past  three  years  by  the  skin  of  our 
teeth,"  said  an  ice  man  this  morning, 
"and  each  year  we  have  had  warm 
weather  late.  Never  in  the  course  of 
my  experience  has  the  weather  remained 
warm  until  January,  and  here  it  is  the 
5th  and  the  lake  is  not  cold  yet.  Of 
course  people  will  not  buy  ice  for  family 
use  that  is  cut  in  the  bay — though  I 
don't  see  why  it  isn't  all  right— and  un- 
less we  get  some  cold  weather  pretty 
Boon  we  will  have  to  go  up  river,  out  to 
some  of  the  lakes  back  of  the  city,  or  on 
the  Iron  Range  road  for  our  family  ice.

It  is 
not  a  question  vi  hK^  to  ^^^  *  market 
for  the  ^roduH  of  new  furnaces,  but 
how  to  build  enough  new  furnaces  to 
supply  the  demand.  In  his  speech,  after 
showing  how  enormous  the  demand  for 
iron  and  steel  will  inevitably  be,  Mr. 

Hewit  said: 

Henceforth  it  will  task  the  ability  of  Europe 
to  supply  Its  own  demand  for  crude  iron,  and 
the  United  States  must  look  to  Its  own  re- 
sources for  the  supply  of  the  great  demands  of 
the  coming  century.  So  far  as  we  are  con 
cerned,  then,  the  question  is  substantially 
whether  this  country  can  nearly  double  its 
production  in  the  next  ten  years  without  so 
seriously  increasing  the  present  cost  of  iron  as 
to  restrict  the  consumption  and  arrest  the  rate 
of  progress  at  which  the  world  is  now  moving 
forward. 

Just  how  Mr.  Hewit  will  explain  the 
recent  shut  down  for  a  period  of  more  or 
less  length,  of  the  south  works  of  the 
Illinois  Steel  company,  and  the  probable 
closing  of  part  of  the  company's  other 
great  plants,  is  a  question.  That  the 
iron  and  steel  trade  will  grow  mightily 
in  the  coming  years  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
but  Mr.  Hewit  and  other  too  good 
prophets  have  been  carried  away  by  an 
excess  of  enthusiasm.

RECIPROCITY. 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Boston  Post  reports  that  Secretary 
Blaine  has  already  negotiated  treaties 
with  Brazil  and  Venezuela  under  the  re- 
ciprocity clauses  of  the  McKinley  law, 
and  several  others  are  under  way.  It  is 
added  that  the  temper  of  the  Southern 
countries  is  so  friendly  that  the  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  do  not  seem  insuperable. 
This  statement  will  surprise  those  free 
trade  papers  which  have  strenuously  in- 
sisted that  the  effect  of  the  new  tariff 
■would  be  so  irritating  to  our  southern 
neighbors  that  it  would  be  preposterous 
to  expect  them  to  be  in  a  mood  for  mak- 
ing concessions.  It  appears  accord- 
ing even  to  so  extreme  a  partisan  as 
the  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Post,  that  the  South  American  republics 
are  prepared  to  meet  cordially  the  move- 
ment toward  closer  trade  relations,  and 
to  enter  upon  the  reciprocal  arrange- 
ments authorized  by  the  new  law.  The 
negotiations  with  the  Argentine  republic 
are  not  in  so  satisfactory  a  position,  but 
this  is  not  due  to  a  feeling  of  antagonism 
to  this  country,  but  to  the  overwhelm- 
ing necessity  of  the  government  of  that 
republic,  in  its  existing  financial  diffi- 
culties, to  raise  every  dollar  possible 
from  duties.  There  is  prospect  of  a 
satisfactory  arrangement  with  Spain.  In 
this  connection  it  is  worth  notice  that 
our  exports  to  South  America  were 
nearly  $4,000,000  larger  in  1890  than  in 
1889.  

Goal  Trade  Journal  draws  a  compari- 
Bon  between  the  cost  of  coal  freights  on 
the  lakes  and  the  Pacific.

With  the  invention  of  refrigerator  cars  the 
buslncos  of  fruit  shipping  has  been  revolution- 
ized. New  York  is  the  great  fruit  center'of 
the  United  States,  and  towards  Manhattan 
island  an  enormous  quantity  of  the  yearly 
proc  uct  of  the  orchard,  field  and  vineyard  is 
shipped.  Over3000carsof  the  Iron  Car  com- 
pany's patent  are  in  use  in  the  melon  trade 
alone.  This  luscious  fruit  has  heretofore,  to 
the  New  York  houses,  come  from  Long  Island, 
but  now  hundreds  of  cars  are  sent  to  the 
metropolis  from  Georgia,  and  even  Missouri. 
After  coming  a  distance  of  over  1000  miles, 
melons  can  be  laid  down  at  a  retail  cost  of  only 
twenty-five  cents.  The  Missouri  melons  are 
generally  sold,  owners  risk,  at  a  profit  of  f'25  a 
car  to  the  producer.  It  is  estimated  that  not 
less  than  4,000,000  melons  are  sold  in  New  York 
and  vicinity  each  year.

position to  the  force  bill,  and  the 
adoption  of  a  rule  by  a  body  of  long 
winded  speakers  to  cut  off  their  own 
wind,  whije  any  pretence  for  .ailowiflg 
debate  retioains,  is  beyond  all  probability. 
Conse«iuently  vre  do  not  see;  ^iy  doriclu- 
Bion  ahead,  unless  in  sheer  hopelessness 
of  reaching  one,  th&jedaral  «»lecti6a  billi 
is  thrown  overboard.  Whether  this  end- 
ing is  in  accord  with  pledges  or  not,  it 
mav  be  a  forced  nec^ssh  v,  if  the  aeniitd 
is  to  do  anything  ^lie  t^i|  w'^nt&c  ejcepi 
talk.

A  TOO    PREVIOUS  PROPHET. 

The  fame  of  Hon.  Abram  S.  Hewit, 
who  has  been  generally  regarded^  espe- 
cially Jjyitbe  optifaii»t«  of  the  ilt>n  and 
steel  tl"a4es,  *3  Itti  excellent  prophet, 
must  fufler  in  thejigt^li of  recent  events. 
In  a  ^t^  speech  JMr.  Hewit  to<^  the 
grouj24  ihaf:  the  demand  for.;  irop  is 
growiiTg  90  fn^idly  that  it  wilt'be'diflB- 
cult  to  produce  it  rapidly  enough  to 
meet  consumptive  requirements.  It  is 
not  a  question  pt  -Haw  to  find  a  market 
for  the  product  of  new  furnaces,  but 
how  to  build  enough  new  furnaces  to 
supply  the  demand.  In  hia  speech,  after 
showing  how  enormous  the  demand  for 
iron  and   steel  will  inevitably  be,  Mr. 

Hewit  said: 

Henceforth  it  will  task  the  ability  of  Europe 
to  supply  its  own  demand  for  crude  iron,  and 
the  United  States  must  look  to  Its  own  re- 
sources for  the  supply  of  the  great  demands  of 
the  comini?  century.  So  far  as  we  are  con 
cerned,  then,  the  question  is  substantially 
whether  this  country  can  nearly  double  Its 
pro<luction  in  the  next  ten  years  without  so 
seriously  increasing  the  present  cost  of  iron  as 
to  restrict  the  consumption  and  arrest  the  rate 
of  progress  at  which  the  world  is  now  moving 
forward. 

Just  how  Mr.  Hewit  will  explain  the 
recent  shut  down  for  a  period  of  more  or 
less  length,  of  the  south  works  of  the 
Illinois  Steel  company,  and  the  probable 
closing  of  part  of  the  company's  other 
great  plants,  is  a  question.  That  the 
iron  and  steel  trade  will  grow  mightily 
in  the  coming  years  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
but  Mr.  Hewit  and  other  too  good 
prophets  have  been  carried  away  by  an 
excess  of  enthusiasm. 


The  Cloquet  Pine  Knot  reads  the  les- 
son of  strikes  from  the  experience  of  its 
own  town.  It  sums  up  the  winter's 
work  in  the  woods,  which  will  be  28,000,- 
000  feet,  equivalent  to  the  employment 
of  nearly  300  men  all  winter,  smaller 
than  usual,  and  says:  "As  ever,  the  loss 
on  account  of  the  strike  falls  heaviest  on 
the  laboring  men.  To  begin  with  there 
was  a  loss  of  wages  while  the  mills  were 
shut  down  ot$40,pOO;  then  only  three 
mills  started  after  it  was  over  and  made 
tbe^r  fuH  Bvetage*  during;  the  se^ison. 
Then  the  winter's  loss  of  work  to  300 
men  1^  to  be  (barged  to  the  strike. 
When  it  is  [all  summed  up  tradesmen 
and  the  laborers  must  conclude  that 
strikes  are  an  expensive  '  luxury  to  a 
c^mmunitf  thatfojloisiuinbering  for  a 
business."

RECIPROCITY. 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Boston  Post  reports  that  Secretary 
Blaine  has  already  negotiated  treaties 
with  Brazil  and  Venezuela  under  the  re- 
ciprocity clauses  of  the  McKinley  law, 
and  several  others  are  under  way.  It  is 
added  that  the  temper  of  the  Southern 
countries  is  so  friendly  that  the  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  do  not  seem  insuperable. 
This  statement  will  surprise  those  free 
trade  papers  which  have  strenuously  in- 
sisted that  the  effect  of  the  new  tariff 
would  be  so  irritating  to  our  southern 
neighbors  that  it  would  be  preposterous 
to  expect  them  to  be  in  a  mood  for  mak- 
ing concessions.  It  appears  accord- 
ing even  to  so  extreme  a  partisan  as 
the  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Post,  that  the  South  American  republics 
are  prepared  to  meet  cordially  the  move- 
ment toward  closer  trade  relations,  and 
to  enter  upon  the  reciprocal  arrange- 
ments authorized  by  the  new  law.  The 
negotiations  with  the  Argentine  republic 
are  not  in  so  satisfactory  a  position,  but 
this  is  not  due  to  a  feeling  of  antagonism 
to  this  country,  but  to  the  overwhelm- 
ing necessity  of  the  government  of  that 
republic,  in  its  existing  financial  diffi- 
culties, to  raise  every  dollar  possible 
from  duties.  There  is  prospect  of  a 
satisfactory  arrangement  with  Spain.  In 
this  connection  it  is  worth  notice  that 
our  exports  to  South  America  were 
nearly  $4,000,000  larger  in  1890  than  in 
1880.  

Coal  Trade  Journal  draws  a  compari- 
son between  the  cost  of  coal  freights  on 
the  lakes  and  the  Pacific.  It  says  that 
the  distance  from  Puget  Sound  to  San 
Francisco  is  about  the  same  as  from 
Buffalo  to  Duluth.  The  charge  for  a 
ton  of  coal  over  the  Pacific  run  is  $12.75; 
on  the  lakes  it  has  been  earned  for 
25  cents.    On  the  Atlantic    it   has  been

Gladstone    Will    not   Retire,  at 
Least     Not    Yet. 


LONDOK  TIMES  ON  FARMERS  ALUIIIICE. 


Terrible    Explosion    in    Austria;  Lon- 
don   Papers   on  the  Behring 
Sea  Dispute. 


London,  Jan.  5. — There  is  the  best 
authority  for  stating  that  the  report  of 
Mr.  Gladstone's  intended  retirement  is 
unfounded,  or  at  least  premature.  A 
friend  of  Gladstone  said  on  Saturday 
that  the  ex-premier  intended  to  be  in  his 
Beat  when  parliament  reassembles,  and 
that  on  Feb.  i  he  would  bring  up  the  re- 
ligious disabilities  bill,  in  which  betakes 
great  interest.  It  is  the  bill  intended  to 
remove    the    remaining    disabilities    of 

Roman  catholics. 

Another  English  war  vessel,  the 
Grappler,  has  arrived  on  the  west  coast 
of  Ireland  with  a  cargo  of  potatoes  for 
the  starving  people.  A  great  deal  of 
Buffering  is  reported,  even  the  diseased 
potatoes  now  being  exhausted. 

The  Standard  commenting  on  the 
Behring  sea  dispute  says  that  the  mat- 
ter wears  a  very  unpleasant  aspect. 
Even  the  poseibility  of  a  rupture  be- 
tween England  and  the  United  States 
cannot  be  mentioned  without  a  feeling  of 
deep  regret.  The  United  States,  says 
The  Standard,  may  count 

upon  a  continuance  of  that 
patience,  courtesy  and  tirmness  which 
Eiigland  has  already  displayed, 
article  then  adds:  "But  Mr. 
would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  tirm- 
ness will  be  commensurate  with  the 
patience  and  courtesy  with  which  he  has 
sj  far  been  treated.  He  seems  extrava- 
gantly anxious  to  put  himself  in  the 
wrong." 

Referring  to  the  absence  from  London 
of  the  United  States  minister,  the 
Standard  says:  "Mr,  Lincoln  cannot  too 
soon  return  and  devote  himself  to  ascer- 
taining the  intentions  of  our  foreign  of- 
fice and  communicating  them  to  his 
fcverninent.  There  is  not  a  person  in 
Ingland  but  would  hear  with  profound 
regret  that  shots  had  been  exchanged 
b^'tween  British  and  American  vessels — 
except  in  courtesy.  But  it  would  excite 
greater  regret  to  hear  that  the  British 
flag  had  been  insulted,  and  that  the 
national  honor  had  not  been  vindicated 
by  prompt  reprisals."

Blaine 


The  agents-general  of  the  Australian 
colonies  in  London  state  they  have  no 
doubt  that  the  colonies  will  be  willing  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  to  establish  an 
imperial  trade  route  between  Great 
Britain  and  Australia  by  way  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Pacific. 

If  the  government  shows  a  disposition 
to  monopolize  the  whole  time  of  the 
house  of  commons  after  parliament  re- 
assembles, they  will  meet  with  consid- 
erable opposition  from  the  r  side  of  the 
house,  especially  from  the  London  con- 
servatives. There  are  a  number  of  small 
bills  before  parliament  in  which  these 
members  are  keenly  intertsted,  and  they 
will  hold  a  meeting  a3  soon  as  parlia- 
mentary business  begins  again,  to  con- 
6'der  the  best  means  of  pressing  meas- 
ures. Such  bills  as  have  been  brought 
in  for  regulating  the  water  supply  and 
increasing  the  number  of  workmen's 
trains  on  all  roads  centering  in  London, 
etc..  have  a  party  value  in  addition  to 
their  purely  practical  interest. 


The  Italian  minister  of  marine  has  is- 
sued orders  that  henceforth  all  mate- 
rial to  be  used  in  the  building  of  Italian 
naval  vessels  shall  be  purchased  in 
Italy,  and  so  far  as  possible  shall  be  of 
Italian  production. 

The  trial  of  a  number  of  anarchists  at 
Casale,  Italy,  which  has  been  attracting 
much  interest  has  resulted  in  thirty-one 
of  the  prisoners  being  convicted.  One 
of  them  was  sentenced  to  thirty-five 
years'  imprisonment,  and  the  others  to 
terms  ranging  from  two  to  seventeen 
years.

The  ice  of  the  Danube  between  Buda 
an  1  Pesth  was  yesterday  the  scene  of  a 
startling  tragedy.  A  crowd  of  merry- 
makers were  holding  high  carnival  on 
the  ice,  when  the  ice  broke  and  great 
fissures,  through  which  ran  the  clear 
water  of  the  river,  appeared  confronting 
the  skaters  and  cutting  them  off  from 
the  shores.  Panic  seized  upon  the  iso- 
lated groups,  and  in  the  rush  fcr  safety, 
which  followed,  a  number  of  the  terri- 
fied skaters  were  drawn  into  the  swift 
water  which  sucked  them  under  the  ice. 
Many  were  saved  at  the  moment  when 
death  seemed  inevitable.  It  is  known 
that  a  number  were  drowned. 

JOHNSTOWN    TERRORIZED. 

Ice  Dam^  Threaten  to  Flood  the  Unlucky 
City. 

Jghnstown,  Pa.,  Jan.  5.— Ice  and  flood 
again  threaten  this  place.  The  gorge  of 
ice  extends  three  miles  up  the  river,  and 
near  Hogback  tunnel  the  blocks  have 
piled  up  ten  feet  high.  It  is  a  mighty 
dam,  which  is  accumulating  the  waters 
of  the  mountain  creek,  and  awful  dam- 
age is  feared  if  it  lets  go  at  once. 

The  Johnstown  Water  company's  big 
dam  at  Borders  station  has  been  swept 
away.

Britain     Has    Less     Than    Ha^f 
Number;  the   German 
Fleet  Also.

New  York,  Jan.  5.— An  Annapolis 
special  to  the  Times  says :J^ Comment  is 
aroused  ^  among  navy  officers  over  the 
series  of  orders  emanating  from  the 
navy  department  within  the  past  few 
weeks.  No  lees  than  eleven  war  ships 
and  five  revenue  cutters  will  soon  be  in 
commission  in  the  Pacific  and  ready  fo'* 
duty.  If  in  addition,  the  rumored  char- 
tering and  arming  of  seven  steamers 
for  revenue  cutter  duty  in  Behring  sea 
proves  correct,  the  United  States  naval 
force  will  number  twenty-three  ships, 
against  the  five  British  gun  boats  and 
one  armored  vessel  at  present  protecting 
Great  Britain's  interests  in  the  north 
Pacific.  It  is  now  asserted  that  the 
Yantic  will  be  sent  from  New  York  to 
the  Pacific. 

In  view  of  the  present  Behring  sea 
controversy  the  above  disposition  is 
deemed  ominous.  As  the  fishing  season 
does  not  begin  earlier  than  May,  the 
concentration  of  the  twelve  warships 
can  he  effected  before  the  revenue  cut- 
ters are  ready  to  proceed  to  the  Behring 
sea.  It  is  believed  the  war  ships  in  the 
Pacific  will  then  concentrate  off  Port 
Townsend. 

A  Washington  special  to  the  same 
paper  says  those  persons  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  Behring  sea  controversy 
have  read  with  some  concern  those  dis- 
patches from  Europe  which  intimate 
that  the  British  fieet  is  to  be  comple 
mented  in  the  North  Pacific  by  the  fleet 
of  the  German  empire.  The  dispatch 
says  thai  this  does  not  appear  improb- 
able to  anyone  who  has  been  aware  of 
the  persistency  with  which  Great  Britain 
and  Germany  have  operated  in  the  Pa 
cific.

— One  of  the  most 
brilliant  weddings  that  Washington  so- 
ciety has  seen  for  some  time  will  be  sol- 
emnized tonight  at  St.  Johns  episcopal 
church  when  Miss  Mildred  Fuller, 
daughter  of  Chief  Justice  Fuller,  will 
become  the  bride  of  Hugh  Campbell 
Wallace,  of  Tacoma,  Wash.  A  reception 
will  follow  the  ceremony  at  the  family 
residence  of  the  chief  justice  on  Massa- 
chusetts avenue. 

Miss  Katherine  Fuller  will  be  maid  of 
honor  to  her  sister,  ard  as  biideemaids 
there  will  be  six  former  school  mates  of 
the  fair  bride,  Miss  Swinton,  Port  Jer- 
vis,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Weber  of  Brooklyn,  Miss 
Woodruff  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Moore 
of  Orange,  N.  J.,  and  the  Misses  Flan- 
nagan  and  Fisk  of  New  York  city.  The 
irrepressible  Fred  Du  Bois,  United 
States  senator  from  Colorado  is  best 
man,  while  Mr.  James  Harlan  and  Mr. 
Archibald  L.  Brown  of  Chicago,  the  for- 
mer being  a  son  of  Justice  Harlan,  Mr. 
Wallace  of  Tacoma,  brother  of  the 
broom,  and  Mr.  Colin  Hanning  of  Wash- 
ington, will  officiate  as  groomsmen. 

Mr.  Wallace  is  about  30  years  of  age 
and  has  made  his  fortune  of  a  million  or 
more  in  real  estate  operations  in  the  new 
state  of  Washington.

Stockton,  Kan.,  Jan.  5.— From  Farm- 
ington  comes  a  fearful  tale  of  destitu- 
tion. Four  years  ago  John  Clifton  died 
and  left  a  widow  with  five  children.  Year 

after  year  crops  failed  and  the  poor 
woman  was  obliged  to  sell  her  stock. 
This  year  finished  the  fight,  and  when 
the  recent  blizzard  came  it  found  the 
house  with  neither  food  nor  fuel.  The 
house  was  located  in  the  Blue  hills  four 
miles  from  the  nearest  neighbor. 

Saturday  some  persons  passed  there, 
and  seeing  no  signs  of  life,  entered  and 
found  the  dead  bodies  of  Mrs.  Clifton 
and  three  of  her  children,  while  the 
other  two  were  in  the  last  agonies  of 
death.  They  had  starved  to  death. 
Prompt  attention  was  given  to  the  liv- 
ing, but  there  is  little  hope  for  their  re- 
covery.        

InvetttieatiDg  the  Kean  Failure. 
Chicago,  Dec.  5. — The  grand  jury  for 
the  January  term  was  impaneled  this 
morning,  and  will  at  once  commence  an 
investigation  of  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding the  failure  of  Kean's  bank. 
All  the  evidence  showing  the  condition 
of  the  bank's  assets,  together  with  the 
testimony  showing  that  money  was  re- 
ceived on  deposit  by  Kean  after  he  had 
decided  on  an  assignment,  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  consideration    of  the  body. 

World'8  Fair  Coiuuiittee. 
New  York,  Jan.  5. — The  committee  on 
foreign  affairs  of  the  World's  fair  is  in 
session  today  at  the  Fifth  avenue  hotel 
with  Chauncey  M.  Depew  presiding. 
The  committee  has  820,000  at  its  disposal 
for  the  promotion  of  the  enterprise 
abroad.  There  has  been  talk  of  a  pos- 
sible conflict  between  the  committee  and 
the  director  general  regarding  the  func- 
tions of  each,  but  it  is  probable  that  the 
conduct  of  foreign  affairs  will  be  turned 
over  to  that  official.

AN   UNFOUNDED  STRIKE. 


The   Switcli men's    Grand    Master   Bounces 
the  Manter  of  a  StriltinK  Lodge. 

Pittsburgh,  Jan,  5. — The  strike  of  the 
Baltimore  «fe  Ohio  switchmen,  inaugu- 
rated about  four  weeks  ago,  came  to  a 
sensational    climax  at  a  late  hour    last 

night.  Grand  Master  Sweeney  arrived 
in  this  city  and  a  stormy  meeting  was 
held  last  night,  and  beside  the  expulsion 
from  the  organization  of  eighteen  men 
implicated  in  the  strike,  Mr.  Sweeney 
declared  that  the  grievances  presented 
by  the  Pittsburgh  railroaders  were  un- 
constitutional and  declared  them  null 
and  void. 

Among  those  expelled  is  the  master  of 
the  Pittsburgh  lodge.  His  expulsion 
caused  much  indignation  among  mem- 
bers of  the  organization,  and  consider- 
able difficulty  was  experienced  in  the 
election  of  a  new  master.  It  is  stated 
this  morning  that  steps  will  be  taken  to 
bring  about  a  speedy    change  of  affairs.

Camp  Neaji  Wounded  Knee  Ckeek,  S 
D.,  Jan.  6. — Another  enjjagement  took 
place  at  this  point  yesterday  morning. 
As  a  number  of  wagons  with  suppiies 
were  known  to  be  coming  on  the  road 
from  Rapid  City  to  this  point,  it  was 
thought  best  to  send  out  a  detachment 
to  protect  them.  Seventy  men  were 
picked  and  immediately  started  down 
the  road.  They  had  not  gone  o\  er  ten 
miles  when  they  discovered  the  wagons, 
thirteen  in  number,  drawn  up  in  the 
form  of  a  square  and  being  attacked  by 
a  band  of  about  fifty  Indians. 

The  detachment  put  their  horses  to  a 
full  gallop,  the  Indians,  seeing  which, 
withdrew  to  an  adjoining  hill.  The  de- 
tachment now  joined  the  tearastors,  who 
numbered  only  nineteen.  Sacks  of  grain, 
bundles  and  boxes  were  thrown  up  in 
front  of  the  besieged  as  breastworks. 

The  Indians  immediately  returned  and 
commenced  the  attack,  circlinjj  about 
the  wagons,  but  keeping  at  a  distance  of 
800  yards.  As  a  result  the  shots  from 
their  Winchesters  were  not  verj  effect- 
ive, often  falling  short  of  the  mark. 

The  carbines  of  the  soldiers  wt>re  used 
with  nauch  more  effect,  a  number  of  In- 
dians being  seen  to  fall  frora  their 
horses.

bered  probably  100  warriors  in 
besides  some  they  had  posted  ofl  on 
adjoining  hills. 

One  solder,  during  the  commeacement 
of  the  fight,  while  arranging  the  breast- 
works, was  shot  in  the  shoulder,  but  not 
seriously  wounded.  A  soldier  was  de- 
tailed to  return  to  camp  and  report  that 
the  detachment  was  besieged  by  the 
Indians  and  that  they  were  attacking 
the  wagon  train.  He  selected  a  fast 
horse,  and  made  a  break  at  an  oppor- 
tune moment,  the  attention  of  the  In- 
dians being  attracted  to  mcivements 
made  on  the  other  side. 

As  soon  as  the  object  of  the  ruse  was 
seen  about  twenty  Indians  gave  chase  to 
Private  Collin,  and  fired  shot  after  shot 
at  him,  but  as  he  had  a  fast  horse  he 
soon  distanced  them.  They  then  re- 
turned with  the  others  to  the  attack. 

Three  more  Indians  were  seen  to  fall 
from  their  horses  and  were  p'icked  up 
and  carried  away  by  their  companions. 
Four  cavalry  horses  were  shot  and  killed, 
as  were  a  large  number  of  Indian  ponies. 
While  the  large  body  of  Indians  was 
being  engaged  by  the  majority  of  the 
soldiers  and  citizens,  a  few  Indians  scat- 
tered about,  dismounted,  and  getting  as 
close  as  possible,  began  firing;  into  the 
norses  and  trying  to  stampeiie  them. 
This  they  nearly  succeeded  in  ioing  in 
several  instances,  and  had  rot  some 
soldiers  been  guarding  and  holding  the 
horses,  they  would  undoubtedly  have 
succeeded  in  attaining  their  object. 

By  this  time  things  were  getting 
pretty  hot  for  the  besieged  party,  and 
shots  were  flying  as  thick  as  hailstones, 
and  it  was  hard  to  distinguish  the  In- 
dians through  the  smoke. 

The  citizens  had  been  fighting  them 
for  six  hours  and  the  soldi  ars  about 
three  hours.  A  little  before  2  o'clock  a 
commotion  was  seen  among  the  Indians, 
and  they  gradually  retreated,  when  it 
was  seen  that  troops  were  coming  at  full 
charge  to  the  rescue. 

Everyone  gave  three  rtisounding 
cheers  as  the  troops  rode  up;  the  In- 
dians scattering  in  all  directions,  and 
Troop  F  giving  chase.  They  were  pur- 
sued to  near  nightfall,  when  the  chase 
was  abandoned,  the  wagon  teams  and 
hand  everyone  returning  to  camp,  bringing 
the  dead  Indians  and  some  ponies  with 
them.  

THE    SITUATION. 

But   Maybe  the    Versatile     and     Truthful 
Correspondent    Iniaginai«s. 

Pine  Ridge  Agency,  Jan.  6. — Jack 
Red  Cloud  and  a  small  band  of  friend- 
lies  came  in  frem  the  hostile  camp  yes- 
terday afternoon.  They  ask  that  the 
Indians  now  at  the  agency  be  sent  out 
to  help  the  Indians  who  fled  tlie  agency 
on  the  night  of  the  battle  with  Wounded 
Knee  to  the  hostile  camps.  Authorities 
look  upon  the  request  with  diutrust  and 
reserve  their  decision. 

The  suspension  of  Col.  Foniyth  came 
like  a  flash  and  created  amazement. 
Official  mouths  are  closed  to  all  inqui- 
ries on  the  subject.  It  is  believed  that 
the  unfortunate  disposition  of  the 
troops,  mrking  it  possible  for  them  to  do 
cross-tiring  with  the  result  of  killing  one 
another,  constitutes  a  part  an<i  possibly 
the  greater  part  of  the  foundation  for 
Col.  Forsyth's  suspension. 

The  general  situation  here  is  increas- 
ing in  seriousness.  Short  Bull,  the  lead- 
ing hostile  chief,  who  has  distinguished 
himself  all  along  during  this  trouble 
by  never  for  a  moment  considering  any 
of  the  overtures  looking  to  ari  amicable 
settlement,  but  who  has  steadily  stuck 
to  his  lair  in  the  Bad  Landu  and  has 
now  assumed  command  of  the  great 
body  of  hostiles,  Sunday  night  told  the 
government  spies  that  he  wotld  take  his 
agency  if  it  cost  every  wairioir  he  had. 

Halfbreeda  here  -have  been  informed 


by  friends  and  relatives  whom  some  of 
them  have  among  the  hostiles,  that  they 
had  better  immediately  move  their  fam- 
ilies a  long  distance  from  the  agency,  as 
a  great  raid  and  massacre  was  certain. 
The  halfbreeds  are  showing  the  agency 
people  what  they  think  of  this  informa- 
tion by  getting  their  families  out  of  here 
with  a  rush. 

The  government  herder,  John  Dewey 
and  Issue  Clerk  Pugh,  have  both  dis- 
covered through  their  Indian  friends  of 
years  standing  that  a  raid  and  massacre 
has  been  fully  decided  upon  and  mature- 
ly planned.  Gen.  Miles  is  thoroughly 
conversant  with  all  these  facts,  and 
himself  says  that  the  situation  is  ex- 
ceedingly critical.  There  are  less  than 
600  soldiers  here  now  all  told. 

The  party  sent  to  Wounded  Knee  to 
bury  the  dead  Indians  returned  late  last 
night.  They  found  and  buried  eighty- 
four  bucks  and  sixty-three  squaws  and 
children.  It  was  found  also  that  five 
had  been  buried  by  the  Indians.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  total  of  152,  we  have  heard 
now  and  then  of  others  who  have  been 
carried  away  by  hostile  scouts,  etc.,  suf- 
ficient to  swell  the  number  of  dead  In- 
dians, as  a  result  of  the  battle  of  Wound- 
ed Knee,  to  fully  200,  with  several  oth- 
ers yet  to  die  in  the  improvised  hospitals 
here. 

Maj.  Whitesides,  Col.  Carr  and  Capt. 
Baldwin,  the  latter  of  the  Fifth  infantry, 
have  been  selected  as  a  board  of  inquiry 
into  Gen.  Forsythes  case.  The  board 
will  sit  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  ses- 
will  probably  be  open. 

Everything  now  points  to  a  battle  be- 
tween the  hostiles  and  the  friendlies  who 
desire  to  leave  the  hostile  camp  and 
come  in.  Red  Cloud  has  signified  his 
desire  to  return  to  the  agency,  but  he  is 
nearly  blind  and  no  one  will  volunteer 
to  lead  him  in,  for  the  Brules  threaten 
death  to  the  first  person  that  attempts 
to  desert  the  hostile  band.  This  is 
causing  trouble.  The  older  Indians 
want  to  come  in,  but  the  young  bucks 
insist  on  fighting.  The  hostiles  are  on 
guard  night  and  day.  Fires  are  being 
burned  at  nigbt  to  prevent  anyone  from 
escaping  from  their  camps.  Gen.  Miles 
has  sent  a  peace  commission  to  the  hos- 
tiles. If  they  still  refuse  to  come  in 
their  camp  will  be  bombarded.  This 
means  annihilation  to  the  Indians. 

The  remark  is  frequent  that  Agent 
Royer,  by  his  ignorance  and  timidity, 
had  caused  all  the  Indian  troubles. 
There  is  trouble  ahead  for  Royer.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  G— [Special  to  The 
Herald.] — At  a  meeting  of  conference 
committees  of  the  alliance  and  demo- 
crats this  morning,  the  latter  agreed  to 
support  E.  T.  Champlin,  alliance,  for 
speaker,  providing  the  committees  were 
all  turned  over  to  the  democrats.  The 
proposition  was  rejected,  and  the  meet- 
ing broke  up  without  reaching  an  un- 
derstanding. It  is  probable  that  a  com- 
promise will  be  effected  between  the 
alliance  and  democratic  members,  the 
speakership  going  to  Champlin  on  con- 
dition that  the  alliance  be  given  a  fair 
representation  and  proportion  of  the 
chairmanships  of  the  committees. 

At  this  writing,  11:30  a.  m.,  the  situa- 
tion is  as  badly  mixed  as  ever,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  an  organization  is  reached 
today.  The  backers  of  Frank  E.  Searle, 
republican,  and  H.  C.  Stivers,  democrat, 
for  the  speakership  are  quite  confident, 
but  the  knowing  ones  claim  that  neither 
of  the  latter  will  be  in  it  when  it  comes 
to  a  show  down. 

THE    LEGISLATURE. 

Business  Promptly  at 


An  Annual  Occurrence. 

Fort  Totten,  N.  D.,  Jan,  6.— Rumors 
are  current  here  that  the  3500  Indians 
on  the  Tuttle  Mountain  reservation  are 
liable  at  any  moment  to  inaugurate  a 
massacre  of  settlers  living  along  the 
North  Dakota  border.  This  band  has 
been  unruly  for  some  time  on  account  of 
their  half  starved  condition,  and  have 
several  times  given  trouble. 

The  troops  here  are  totally  inadequate 
to  protect  settlers  should  an  uprising 
occur.  Settlers  are  much  worried  over 
the  situation,  and  have  sent  a  protest  to 
Washington  against  leaving  this  band  of 
3.500  savages  to  menace  the  people. 

The  troops  at  this  fort  are  ready  to  do 
anything  in  their  power  to  quell  an  up- 
rising, but  their  power  to  do  is  limited, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  garrison  is 
made  up  of  only  one  company,  less  than 
100  men.  Company  B,  Fifteenth  in- 
fantry is  stationed  at  Fort  Pembina,  and 
will  be  called  here  in  case  of  an  out- 
break. 

The  immediate  cause 
trouble,  outside  of  the 
among    the  Indians  in 
Northwest  is  the  failure 
States  commission  to  remove  the  Indians 
of  the  Turtle    mountain   reservation    to 
White  Earth,  Minn.,  to  which  point  they 
asked  to  be  sent.    Commissioners  Hoyue 
and  Mahone  were  sent  here  by  President 
Harrison  early  in  December,  but  they  re- 
mained only  one  day.    They  distributed 
several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  pres- 
ents, but  refused  to  recommend  the  de- 
sired removal.    Settlers    are    in    a  dis- 
turbed state  of  mind  over  the  alarming 
situation,    and    have   sent  a  protest  to 
Washington  against  this  band  to  menace 
the  people.

Why  Forsythe  was  Suspended. 

Washington,  Jan.  6.— Numerous  tele- 
grams are  passing  between  Gen.  Miles 
and  war  department  officials.  Since  the 
suspension  of  Col.  Forsythe  many  tele 
grams  touching  that  case  have  passed. 
An  important  telegram  from  Qen.  Miles 
was  laid  before  the  cabinet  today.  Gen. 
Miles  does  not  endorse  the  suspension  of 
Col.  Forsythe,  and  simply  carried  out 
the  orders  from  the  White  House. 

Major  Gen.  Schofield  has  rec3ived  a 
telegram  from  Gen.  Miles  dated  Pine 
Ridge,  Jan.  5,  in  which  he  says:  "In  an- 
swer to  a  communication  that  I  sent  to 
the  hostile  camp  yesterday  saying  that 
five  men  could  come  io,  and  learn  what  I 
expected  them  to  do,  the  following  men 
came  in:  Big  Road,  He  Dog,  Little 
Hawk,  Jack  Red  Cloud  and  High  Hawk. 
The  first  three  surrendered  to  me  on  the 
Yellowstone  in  1877.  The  prospects  are 
at  present  favorable  that  the  whole  camp 
may  surrender,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  an- 
ticipate."

Plucky  Bob  Dunn. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  6.— Bob  Dunn,  the  edi- 
tor contestant  for  the  legislative  seat 
from  the  Forty-sixth  district,  filed  today 
an  affidavit  with  the  secretary  of  state 
setting  forth  his  claims  for  his  seat.  The 
affidavit  repeats  his  version  of  the  con-

HILL^S    BID. 

The  New  York  Governor  and  His  Bid  For 
a  Presidential  Nomination 
Next  Year. 

Albamy,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  6.— Governor  Hill, 
in  his  annual  message  to  the  legislature, 
says,  that  entering  upon  the  seventh 
and    last    year   of  service  as  executive 

of  the  state,  he  will  not  affect  to  conceal 
his  gratification  at  the  fact  that  for  the 
first  time  for  the  past  seven  years  the 
popular  branch  of  the  legislature  is  in 
political  accord  with  the  executive.  This 
is  accepted  as  an  official  announcement 
that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate  for  a 
third  term. 

The  governor  calls  upon  the  legisla- 
lature  to  provide  for  the  enumeration  of 
the  people  of  the  state  in  order  that  "a 
fair  and  just  apportionment  may  follow 
in  due  time."  He  advisee  a  general  re- 
vision of  the  excise  laws  to  the  end  that 
they  may  be  more  easily  understood  and 
enforced,  but  expresses  the  opinion 
that  the  present  license  charges 
are  high  enough.  In  that  portion  of  his 
message  devoted  to  "the  interest  of 
labor,"  the  governor  advocates  compul- 
sory arbitration  of  disputes  between  cor- 
porations and  their  employes.  He  calls 
the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  at  present  no  law  regu- 
lating the  employment  of  "Pinkerton's 
detectives"  during  labor  strikes  and  sug- 
gests the  advisability  of  forming  a  stat- 
ute either  to  prohibit  the  employment, 
or  to  define  the  functions,  regulate  the 
duties  and  restrict  the  powers  of  such 
"detective"  organizations. 

The  governor  denounces  the  election 
bill  and  says  that  the  United  States 
senate  is  ignoring  pressing  legislative 
business  in  order  to  push  through  this 
"revolutionary  measure."  He  urges  the 
legislature  as  may  seem  beet  to  express 
emphatically  its  condemnation  of  the 
proposed  legislation. 

The  assembly  was  called  to  order  at  11 
o'clock  this  morning,  and  immediately 
elected  its  officer*  For  the  first  time  in 
many  years  the  democrats  controlled 
the  body.  Wm.  F.  Sheehan  was  elected 
speaker,  receiving  6G  votes,  against  56 
cast  for  Milo  M.  Acker,  the  candidate  of 
the  republicans. 


Ohio's  Governor. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  Jan.  6. — In  G^>vernor 
Campbell's  message  today  he  starts  out 
with  the  statement  that  the  receipts  of 
the  general  revenue  fund  for  the  year 
will  aggregate  about  $3,400,000,  while 
the  expenditures  for  the  same  period 
will  exceed  $4,000,000.  The  governor  ad- 
vises a  close  scrutiny  of  the  proposed  in- 
crease in  general  expenses.  On  the  sub- 
ject of  municipal  reform  he  recommends 
a  system  whereby  cities  may  govern 
themselves  without  interference  from 
any  outside  authority.  The  governor 
recommends  the  Australian  ballot  sys- 
tem and  urges  a  compulsory  primary 
election  law. 


Pennsylvania's  Governor. 

'  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Jan.  6. — Governor 
Beaver  begins  his  message  by  stating 
that  with  the  exception  of  a  moneyed 
stringency,  caused  by  the  late  financial 
disturbances,  the  material  affairs  of  the 
commonwealth  are  in  good  condition. 


North  Dakota'^9  Legislature. 

Bismarck,  N.  D.,  Jan.  6,— The  Idgis- 
lature  convened  today  and  received  the 
governor's  message.  Governor-Elect 
Burke  will  qualif>'  tomorrow.  Governor 
Miller,  the  present  incumbent,  retiring.

POOR  AFRICANS. 

Missionaries  Interested     in     the  Chicago 
Kean  Bank  Failure. 

Chicago,  Jan.  6.— The  developments 
thus  far  in  petitions  for  relief  of  dejwsit- 
ors  in  the  suspended  Kean  bank  has 
shown  that  widespread  and  diversified 
interests  were  involved,  but  it  remained 
for  Ross  Taylor,  of  Evanston,  in  a  peti- 
tion filed  in  the  county  court  this  morn- 
to  show  that  the  savages  of  the  far-off 
Congo  have  both  a  temporal  and  eternal 
interest  in  the  collapse. 

Missionary  Bishop  William  Taylor,  of 
the  methodist  episcopal  church,  has  es- 
tablished a  large  number  of  missions  in 
the  Congo  country.  Last  year  he  re- 
turned and  spent  some  months  raising 
money  for  the  support  of  those  missions. 
He  made  Brother  Kean  treasurer  of  the 
fund,  which  amounted  to  about  $12,000. 
In  November  he  drew  a  draft  on  London 
for  $3000  and  left  for  the  scene  of  his 
labors.  The  remaining  $9000  was  still  in 
the  bank  when  it  failed. 

The  court  will  listen  to  arguments  on 
the  petition  on  Friday  morning. 


mine  Workers'  Convention. 
Columbus,  Ohio,  Jan.  6. — A  call  was 
issued  todav  by  the  United  Mine 
Workers  ot  America  in  this  city  for  the 
annual  national  convention  of  that  or- 
ganization to  be  held  in  Columbus  Feb. 
10, 1801.  The  leading  questions  to  oome 
before  the  convention  will  be  the  scale 
of  prices,  screens,  cash  payments  and 
especially  the  eight-hour  movement.  A 
secretary-treasurer  is  to  be  elected. 


Senator   Teller    Talks  on   the  Silver 
Washine:ton  Notes. 

Washington,  Jan.  6.— Morning  busi- 
ness having  been  concluded,  the  senate 
resumed  the  consideration  of  the  finan- 
cial bill  and  was  addressed  by  Mr. 
Teller.  For  weeks,  he  said,  a  bill 
had  been  pending  before  the 
senate  the  importance  of  which  he 
did  not  nnder-rate,  the  benevolent  pur- 
pose of  which  he  did  not  question.  Yes- 
terday, with  a  full  knowledge  of  all  the 
criticism  his  action  would  bring,  with  a 
full  consciousness  however  that  he  was 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  as  he  saw 
it,  he  had  votwi  to  lay  that  bill  aside  and 
take  up  the  present  measure. 

The  House. 

Washington,  Jan.  6.— The  house 
passed  senate  bill  for  the  relief  of  sure- 
ties of  George  W.  Houk,  of  California; 
bill  to  limit  and  govern  the  changing  of 
vessels'  names.  Mr.  Dingley  called  up 
the  bill  repealing  the  law  authorizing 
the  president  to  suspend  tonnage  du- 
ties.   It  was  passed. 

The  resolution  providing  for  an  inves- 
tigation of  the  alleged  congressional  sil- 
ver pool  is  still  held  in  abeyance.  An- 
other meeting  of  the  house  committee 
to  consider  the  matter  was  held  today 
and  the  correspondents  who  started  the 
story,  they  refused  to  give  any  informa- 
tion, declining  even  to  disclose  the 
names  of  their  informants.  The  com- 
mittee adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of 
its  chairman. 

The  committee  on  Indian  affairs  will 
report  favorably  the  resolution  calling 
for  the  correspondence  about  the  killing 
of  Sitting  Bull. 

IVestlnKhoiise  Kiectrir  Operations. 

Pittsburgh,  Jan.  6.— The  directors  of 
the  Westinghouse  company  met  here 
this  morning  in  order  to  decide  upon  the 
i<'8ue  of  preferred  stock  to  the  amount  of 
$30000,000.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
stockholders  be  requested  to  subscribe 
for  the  preferred  stock  to  the  extent  of 
at  least  one  share  for  every  two  shares 
of  common  stopk. 

Eflect  of  the  Braddock  Riot. 

Pittsburg,  Jan.  6.— Michael  Quinn,  a 
foreman  in  the  stock  yards  of  the  fur- 
nace department  of  the  Edgar  Thomson 
steel  works  at  Braddock,  died  this  morn- 
ing in  Mercy  hospital.  Quinn  was  in- 
jured in  the  battle  with  the  rioting  Hun- 
garian strikers  on  New  Years  day.  Fifty- 
four  of  the  rioters  have  been  arrested 
and  will  have  a  hearing  next   Saturday.

OF  MONEY  TALK. 


Situation  Believed  by  Them  to 
be  Growing  Better 


TO    OyCHTTO 


Some  Bank    Cashiers    and    Financial 
Agents  With  Eastern   Connec- 
tions Tallc  Encouragingly. 


The  foUowiDg  expressions  of  some  of 
the  conservative  bankers  and  money 
loaners,  with  extensive  Eastern  connec- 
tions, will  be  of  especial  interest  to  Du- 
luthians  in  general  just  at  this  time: 

Capt.  Frank  Barrett:  I  have  just  re- 
turnecl  from  Ohio,  where  I  found  that 
money  is  very  plenty.  I  had  obligations 
to  meet  at  certain  banks  there,  and  they 
told  me  that  I  need  not  pay  them  now 
unless  I  wanted  to.  All  the  banks  are 
loaded  to  the  guards  and  snap  at  good 
paper.  They  are  all  looking  for  good  in- 
vestments. 

E.  W.  Matter,  cashier,  National  Bank 
of  Commerce:  I  do  not  know  that  we 
have  much  more  money  here  now,  but  I 
do  know  that  deposits  were  not  exten- 
sively withdrawn  from  banks  here.  The 
cause  of  the  stringency  was  the  fact  that 
all  money  coming  here  from  Eastern  in- 
vestors was  suddenly  cutoff.  There  alwavs 
has  been  large  sums  coming  here  for  in- 
vestment until  the  Eastern  panic  came 
when  it  was  suddenly  shut  off.  There 
never  was  a  year  when  the  interest  on 
obligations  on  Duluth  property  held  in 
the  East  has  been  paid  so  promptly  as  it 
has  been  this  year.  The  consequence  is 
that  Duluth  credit  is  No.  1  tine  every- 
where and  I  look  for  investments  here 
again  soon  because  the  stringency  in  the 
East  has  ceased. 

Wilmot  iSaeger,  cashier  Marine  Nation- 
al bank:  Interest  obligations  have  been 
met  verj-  promptly  and  I  look  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  th«  policy  of  Eastern  capi- 
talists of  investing  here.  Before  Jan. 
15.  dividends  will  be  paid  and  money 
will  then  be  plentier  than  it  is  now  in 
the  East.  Here  at  present,  there  is 
plenty  of  money  to  supply  the  wants  of 
legitimate  business  and  investment  and 
I  look  for  outside  capitalists  to  supply 
large  amounts  of  money  for  speculative 
purposes  before  many  days.  Duluth 
fipeculative  investments  have  been  of 
such  a  nature  with  respect  to  profits  as 
to  inspire  contidence  in  investors  every- 
where and  when  money  is  plenty  it  will 
naturally  seek  Duluth.  The  outlook  is 
encouraging. 

A.  T.  Crossley,  of  Clark  &  Crossley: 
Have   returned  but  a  short  time  from 
the  East,  where  the  money  situation  has 
greatly  improved.      About  a  month  ago, 
when  I  first  went  East,  I  found  money 
very  tight,  and  it  was  almost  an  impos- 
sibility to  secure  any  for  Western  in- 
vestments.    Before  I  left  there  confi- 
dence had  been  entirely  restored  and 
money  was  again  plenty. 
see     money    here     quite 
ten      or      fifteen      days, 
from       forty       to 


m 


I  expect  to 
easy  within 
and  with- 
fifty  days 
I  expect  to  see  all  the  capital  in  Duluth 
that  we  can  use  and  the  old  movement 
in  real  estate  as  active  as  ever.  By  this 
I  do  not  mean  a  movement  in  Duluth 
inside  property  alone,  but  also  in  New 
Duluth  and  St.  Louis  townsites  and  Iron- 
ton  lots.  I  find  no  ^diSiculty  in  getting 
capital  in  purchasing  mortgages  and 
ehort  time  paper. 

N.  J.  Upham :  We  received  a  telegram 
yesterday  from  a  capitalist  in  the  East 
whom  we  never  expected  would  invest 
money  in  the  Wt^st,  to  purchase  880(K)  of 
good  securities  for  him.  The  inquiry 
for  securities  and  investments  by  East- 
ern capitalists  is  far  better  than  it  has 
been  for  some  months. 

H.  A.  Ware,  cashier  of  the  First  Na- 
tional bank:  I  think  there  are  many  en- 
couragements from  reports  received 
from  the  East.  The  last  bank  statement 
publshed  in  The  Herald  from  New  York 
was  an  excellent  one  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  financial  diflBcult  es  in  Eastern 
money  markets  are  over.  It  will  of 
course  take  some  time  before  money  is 
as  free  here  as  it  has  been  because  it 
takes  time  for  either  a  bulge  or  a  con- 
traction to  be  felt  in  the  West.  It  seems 
to  me  that  there  is  no  question  but  that 
the  temporary  stringency  is  about  done 
for. 

James  C.  Hunter,  cashier  American 
Exchange  bank:  The  general  feeling  is 
that  there  is  a  decided  improvement  in 
financial  circles.  The  Eastern  bank 
statements  show  that  whereas  ordinarily 
banks  loan  down  to  15,  20  and  25  per 
cent  of  the  reserve,  now  they  return  as 
high  as  from  35  to  50  per  cent.  This 
shows  that  there  is  plenty  of  money, 
and  this  cannot  afford  to  long  remain 
idle  in  the  vaults.  I  think  the  outlook 
is  very  encouraging. 

TESTIFYING    TO    RESPECT. 

Dulath  People  do    Honor  to  a  Trusty  Gov- 
ernment Ofllcfal. 

Had  Maj.  Jamee  B.  Quinn  ever  doubt- 
ed the  hearty  liking  that  Duluth  people 
had  for  him  that  doubt  must  have  been 
dispelled  last  evening.  At  the  farewell 
banquet  given  him  last  evening  there 
were  sixty  leading  citizens  present,  and 
the  genial  soldier  was  the  burden  of 
every  spoken  word. 

After  a  supper,  well  served,  Maj.  Bald- 
win introduced  Col.  Graves  as  speaker 
and  the  latter  read  resolutions  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce,  following  them 
by  a  few  remarks  of  his  own.  Judge 
Stearns  was  the  speaker  of 
the  evening.  "What  has  Maj. 
Quinn  done  for  Duluth,"  said  he.  "He 
has  never  shown  us  any  special  favors, 
and  that  is  why  we  respect  him.  He 
has  always  conformed  his  otiicial  action 
to  what  he  considered  good,without  par- 
tiality, and  I  may  add  that  Duluth,  as 
a  body,  and  the  chamber  of  commerce, 
have  never  asked  for  any  favors  and 
have  never  tried  to  defeat  legislation  in 
favor  of  her  rivals  so  long  as  they  let 
Duluth  alone.  Maj.  Quinn  has  always 
treated  everybody  alike,  and  because  he 
has  been  so  independent,  fair  and^impar- 
tial,  dealing  with  every  question  with 
warm  candor  and  honesty,  for  this 
reason  alone,  he  will  carry  away  with 
him  the  highest  respect  of  all  the  honest 
men  of  Duluth." 

Maj.  Quinn  made  a  brief  address.  "My 
relations  with  the  city  of  Duluth,"  he 
said,  "are  of  a  very  pleasing  character, 
and  I  shall  leave  the  Geneva  of  the 
Jiorthwest  with  sincere  regrets.     I  have 


often  thought  that*if  this  order  to  move 
on  had  been  delayed  a  little  longer  I 
should  have  become  so  attached  to  the 
city  that  I  would  not  have  obeyed.  My 
first  visit  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  was 
in  18G7.  In  1880  I  came  again.  Superior 
street  was  a  quagmire  and  the  Fargus- 
son  building  looked  very  lonely.  Tho 
opera  house  was  the  best 
building  in  town.  Immediately  after  my 
arrival  the  boom  commenced,  though  I 
never  flattered  myself  that  I  was  the 
cause  of  it.  I  never  saw  a  city  where 
there  is  greater  activity  among  its  busi- 
ness men.  Why,  they  don't  think  of  any- 
thing else  but  business.  We  formed  a 
club  and  I  was  made  president  of  it. 
They  wanted  to  know  how  to  make 
photographs,  and  so  they  went  out  with 
kodaks  ,and  took  snap  shots  and  options 
on  real  estate.  After  that  you  could  not 
get  them  together  long  enough  to  take 
them  with  a  flash  of  lightning. 

"The  rival  interests  of  private  parties 
must  be  ignored.  Duluth  and  Superior 
are  practically  one  city,  and  I  have  al- 
ways striven  to  bring  about  friendly 
feelings.  Perhaps  the  dredging  of  the 
channel  has  done  considerable  towards 
furthering  that*  feeling.  Duluth  has 
been  the  first  to  extend  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship.  I  am  a  soldier,  and  with 
a  soldier's  devotion  to  duty  have  not  in- 
vested in  real  estate  or  done  anything 
that  would  tend  to  interfere  with  an  im- 
partial performance  of  duty.  And 
the  records  will  show  that  no 
body  of  men  in  any  country  has  had 
more  to  do  with  the  national  improve- 
ments than  tho  army  engineers.  They 
have  shown  zeal,  ability  and  honesty, 
and  all  the  money  that  has  passed 
through  their  hands,  has  been  honestly 
expended  and  accounted  for.  I  can  say 
with  truth  that  I  have  tried  to  do  my 
duty." 

Short  speeches  were  then  made  by 
Messers.  Mendenhall,  Miller,  Hartley, 
Simonds  and  Hugo. 

Professor  Phelps,  of  St.  Paul,  prefaced 
his  talk  with  the  remark  that  it  might 
be  advisable  on  his  part  to  make  a  con- 
tract with  the  reporters.  "For,"  said 
he,  "what  would  the  Pioneer  Press  say 
if  it  knew  I  was  speaking  at  a  Dulnth 
banquet?"  The  professor  paid  a  com- 
pliment to  the  guest,  and  urged  Du- 
luthians  to  have  more  friendly  feeling 
for  the  Twin  cities.  "There  are  those  in 
St.  Paul  today  who  are  willing  to  ad- 
mit," he  added,  "that  Duluth  will  some- 
day be  the  metropolis  of  the  great  state 
of  Minnesota,  and  I  predict,  though  I 
may  not  live  to  see  it,  that  the  only  riv- 
alry worth  cherishing  will  be  that  which 
will  exist  between  the  great  city  on 
Lake  Superior  and  that  other  great  city 
on  Lake  Michigan." 

The  resolutions  of  the  chamber  were 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  An  order  has  been  issued 
transferring  Maj.  James  B.  Qninn,  en- 
gineer corps,  United  States  army,  in 
charge  of  harbor  improvements  on  Lake 
Superior,  from  Duluth  to  New  Orleans: 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  chamber  of  commerce 
that  we  desire  hereby  to  give  some  faint 
expression  to  the  high  esteem  in  which 
he  is  held  as  a  man,  a  citizen,  and  an 
engineer,  and  to  the  deep  regret  we  feel 
at  his  departure.  In  results  already  at- 
tained under  his  administration  every 
harbor  on  Lake  Superior  beais  witness 
to  his  ability  as  an  engineer,  and  this 
testimony  will  be  made  continually 
stronger,  as  the  plans  prepared  by  him 
for  further  improvement  and  approved 
by  the  highest  authority  are  earned  to 
completion.  His  many-sided  culture 
and  varied  scientific  attainments  have 
made  him  an  invaluable  addition  to  the 
intellectual  life  of  the  community,  and 
his  influence  has  always  been  exerted  in 
favor  of  all  measures  tending  toward  the 
upbuilding  of  the  city  in  things  both  mor- 
al and  material.His  never  failing  courtesy 
has  made  it  a  constant  pleasure  to  meet 
him,  either  socially  or  on  business  mat- 
ters, and  underlying  all  else  is  a  charac- 
ter of  true  manliness — a  foundation 
without  which  neither  culture  nor  intel- 
lectual ability  are  of  enduring  worth. 
As  his  personal  friends,  as  members  of 
the  chamber  of  commerce,  as  citizens  of 
Duluth,  having  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  at  heart,  we  regret  his  departure, 
and  voicing  the  sentiments  of  all  our 
people,  we  do  most  cordially  and  ear- 
nestly join  in  vyishing  for  him  and  his 
family  health,  happiness,  prosperity  and 
long  life. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions be  presented  to  Maj.  Quinn  and 
furnished  to  the  daily  papers  for  publi- 
cation, and  that  they  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  chamber.

Washington,  IVaa.  ^6.— A  letter  re- 
ceived today  from  a  prominent  citiiien  of 
the  United  States,  now  a  resident  of 
Lima,  Peru,  gives  the  following  particu- 
lars of  the  attempted  revolution  in  that 
city  in  December: 

"I  was  sitting  at  the  dinner  table  with 
my  family  about  tluW  in  the  evening 
when  a  servant  rushed  in  and  shouted, 
'A  revolution!  A  revolution!'  Outside 
I  could  hear  the  popping  of  guns,  and  1 
rushed  to  the  balcony  window  and  could 
see  people  scurrying  along  the  sreets  in 
a  great  panic.  The  tram  cars  stopped, 
all  carriages  suddenly  disappeared,  and 
except  a  few  pedestrians,  nothing  could 
be  seen  but  soldiers.  Squads  of  cavalry 
hurried  from  the  palHce,  and  two  or 
three  companies  of  infantry  rushed  past 
on  the  double  quick.  Fur  an  hour  the 
Bound  of  musketry  could  be  heard  and 
then  all  was  quiet. 

"It  seems  that  one  of  the  disaffected 
politicians,  named  Morales  Toledo,  late 
prefect  of  Lima,  started  an  insurrection 
in  favor  of  Don  Nicolas  de  Pierola,  ex- 
director,  and  took  advantage  of  the  din- 
ner hour  when  the  oilicers  had  left  the 
place  to  enter  the  guard  house  of  Santa 
Catalina  and  win  ove'-  the  soldiers.  Only 
one  companv  of  artillery-  responded  and 
then  a  bloody  fight  ensued.  The  inaur- 
gents  were  put  down,  with  a  loss  of 
about  t wen tv -five  killed  and  about  the 
Same  number  of  prisoners. 

"The  secretary  of  war  hurried  to  the 
scene,  a  court  martial  was  organized, 
and  every  man  caught  inside  the  gates 
who  did  not  belong  there  was  sentenced 
to  immediate  death.  At  midnight  the 
prisoners  were  drawn  up  in  a  line  in  the 
center  of  the  patio'and  a  volley  from  the 
battalion  "Ayacueho"  put  an  end  to 
their  existence.  In  the  morning  four 
cart-loads  of  the  dead  were  hauled  to 
the  panthean.  or  general  cemetery  and 
all  were  buried  in  a  heap  without  priest 
or  prayer. 

"Toledo,  before  his  death,  denounced 
Pierola  as  a  coward  and  a  traitor.  There 
was  no  general  disaffection  against  tl  e 
government,  and  Toledo  is  regarded  as  a 
crazy  fanatic.  The  administration  of 
President  Bermudez  is  generally  com- 
mended for  its  promptness  in  crushing 
the  revolution  and  peace  seems  to  be  as- 
sured."         

SOUTHERN    PROGRESS. 

The  Great   Way  in    Which  the  South  has 
Forged  Ahead. 

An  exhibit  of  the  wonderful  progress 
and  development  achieved  by  the  South 
during  the  past  twelve  months  shows 
that  Southern  industries  are  by  no 
n>eans  confined  to  the  manufacture  of 
iron  and  steel,  but  of  late  have  been 
broadened,  and  the  field  of  agriculture 
today  presents  not  alone  the  production 
of  cotton  and  tobacco,  but  grapes,  semi- 
tropical  fruits  and  vegetables  of  an  end- 
less variety  to  supply  the  great  markets 
of  the  North.  An  abundance  of  every- 
thing that  the  fields,  the  forests,  the 
mines  or  the  factories  yield  has  given 
the  South  ample  resources  with  which 
to  meet  the  demands. 

The  year  has  been  marked  with  the 
southward  flow  of  capital  for  investment 
and  the  summary  of  new  enterprises 
given  by  the  Manufacturers 
Record,  presents  a  surprising  showing. 
These  with  the  projection  and  develop- 
ment of  plans  already  formulated  have 
made  the  year  a  prosperous    and   busy 

one.  . 

The  iron  industry  has  experienced  a 
period  of  marked  activity,  and  the  out- 
put was  never  so  large.  During  the 
fiscal  year  ended  July  1,  the  output  of 
Southern  furnaces  in  pig  iron  was  1,784,- 
040  net  tons.  Since  that  date  the  prod-, 
uct  has  been  greater  and  the  estimate 
since  July  1  is  placed  at  something  over 
1,000,000  tons.  Alabama  leads  with  a 
product  of  470,000  tons,  Virginia,  Tennes- 
see and  Maryland  following  respectively, 
considerably  above  the  100,000  mark.  On 
the  basis  of  the  estimate  given  as  com- 
pared with  1889,  the  present  year  shows 
s  net  gain  of  30.3,264  tons.  This  activity 
has  imparted  stimulus  to  the  establish- 
ment of  furnaces,  rolling  mills  and  steel 
works,  which  will  add  enormously  to  the 
capacity  of  the  Southern  iron  industry 
inthe  year  to  come. 

The  cotton  crop  was  over  1,800,000 
tons  and  exceeded  the  yield  of  any  pre- 
vious year  by  95,000  tons.  The  most  in- 
teresting and  significant  features  of  the 
cotton  statistics  of  the  past  five  years 
has  been  the  steady  increase  taken  by 
the  aouthern  mills. 

During  the  year  104  new  national 
banks  were  organized  with  a  capital  of 
810,93.5,000— an  amount  equal  to  30  per 
cent  of  all  capital  invested  in  a  similar 
manner  during  that  period.  Texas  leads 
all  states  with  a  total  of  sixty-three. 
The  excellent  crop?,  the  products  of  ex- 
panding industries  and  the  planting  of 
new  towES  have  furnished  a  volume  of 
freight  that  has  taxed  railroads  to  their 
utmost  capacity.  Of  railroad  mileage, 
fourteen  Southern  states  show  an  an- 
nual increase  of  over  one-third  the  total 
new  construction  of  the  country.  Few 
main  lines  have  been  built,  the  chief  ef- 
forts seeming  to  have  been  the  connec- 
tion of  existing  lines  and  the  opening  of 
local  trafTico-fferingl  regions  to  meet  the 
needs  of  a  growing  business. 

Adding  to  all  this  progress  the  im- 
provement of  numerous  smaller  indus- 
tries, the  increase  in  population  and  the 
consequent  enhanced  value  of  property, 
and  the  South  on  the  whole,  has  scored 
a  record  of  which  she  may  well  be  proud. 
Except  perhaps  in  the  Northwest  so 
good  an  industrial  showing  has  not 
been  made  by  any  section  of  the   Union^

RE-DISTRICTINQ. 

A  re-districting  etHte  in  accord- 

ance with  the  new  apportionment,  is 
made  in  the  way  of  suggestion  by  the 
Pioneer  Press.  Seven  districts  are 
mapped  out  and  the  design  as  a  whole 
is  a  good  one,  well  proportioned  and  ap- 
parently impartial.  The  construction  of 
the  two  northern  districts  is  the  clum- 
siest part  of  the  work,  both  stretching 
and  curving  a  long  way  to  the  south  to 
take  in  blocks  of  midland  counties. 
Here,  if  anywhere,  there  is  a  possible 
suggestion  of  gerrymandei  ing,  though 
this  may  have  been  wholly  out  of  the 
mind  of  the  designer,  and  forced  by  the 
need  of  including  the  requisite  quota  of 
population. 

A    simpler   and    neater  arrangement 
offers  Itself  at  sight   by  a  line  of  division 
running  east  and    west  instead  of  north 
and  south.  This  would  include  St.  Louis 
county  in  a    compact  body  of    northern 
counties    stretching    across    the    whole 
width  of  the  state,  and  comprising  in  the 
extreme  northern  district  counties  whose 
industries  and  interests    are    the    most 
closely  joined.    We  see  no  material    ob- 
jection which  could   be  made  to  such    a 
division  except  that  of  an  isolation    and 
possible     estrangement     of      interests 
by      political        arts       which      might 
attempt        to       array         the      south 
and       center       against      the      north. 
We     question,    however,    whether    the 
probability  of  any  such   attempt,  or  its 
success,  if  attempted,  would  balance  the 
patent  and  natural  advantages  of   such 
a  formation.    The  interests  of  the  north 
are  so  closely  joined,  and  the  connection 
IS    so    natural  and  strengthening  with 
every  day's  succession,  that  there  should 
be  no  artificial  line   of  separation  unless 
it  is  unavoidable,    We    fail  to  see  that 
district  division  demands  such  a  line.

A  NOTABLE  MEETING. 

Tomorrow  a  very  notable  meeting  will 
be  held  here,  closing  a  transfer  of  extra- 
ordinary influence  on  the  future  of  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  The  officers  of  the  St. 
Louis  Water  Power  company  will  then 
formally  transfer  to  the  purchasers  all 
the  property  owned  and  controlled  by 
this  company  along  the  line  of  the  St. 
Louis.  Every  condition  incumbent  on 
the  purchasers  prior  to  the  transfer  has 
been  complied  with  and  the  closing  de- 
livery is  simply  a  matter  of  form. 

James  Smith  Jr.,  the  president  of  the 
Water  Power  company,  J.  M.  Butler,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  D.  K.  Houtz  and  J. 
C.  Mclntyre,  representing  the  stock- 
holders of  the  company  have  reached 
St.  Paul  and  will  arrive  in  Duluth  this 
evening  or  tomorrow  morning.  They 
have  authority  in  person  or  by  proxies 
to  vote  the  entire  stock  of  the  company 
and  there  can  be  no  question  of  the  va 
Hdity  of  the  transfer.  The  new  officers 
and  controllers  of  the  company  will  then 
be  in  position  to  push  actively  the  utiliz- 
ing of  the  water  power,  and  this.  The 
Herald  is  assured  will  be  done.  Nothing 
which  has  yet  betjn  attempted  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  can  compare  with  this 
undertaking  in  possibilities  of  develop- 
ment and  benefit  and  the  eyes  of  the 
whole  country  will  be  turned  to  this 
phenomenal  spectacle,  the  conversion  of 
^  river  to  far  greater  service  than 
Augean  stable  cleaning,  the  mythical 
feat  of  Hercules.

Pierre,  S.  D,,  Jan.  6.~The  state  legis- 
lature assembled  today.    An    immense 
quantity  of  new  legislation   is  proposed. 
Bills  will  be  introduced  for  radical  rail- 
road legislation,  including  two  cents  per 
mile  fares,  heavy  fines  for    the  accept- 
ance of    passes  by    public  officials  and 
heavy    railroad   taxation.    Other   meas- 
ures will  look  to  a  resubmission   of  the 
prohibition  amendment  and  the  woman's 
suffrage  amendment,  and  it  is   probable 
that  Huron  will   endeavor  to  have    the 
constitution  amended  so  that  the  state 
capitol  location  may  again  be  voted  on. 
The  great  work  of  the  session   will  be 
that  of  electing  a  United  States  senator 
for  a  term  of  six  years  to  succeed  G.  C. 
Moody,  the  present  incumbent. 

On  joint  ballot  the  legislature  has  one 
hundred  and  sixty  i  ine  votes,  eighty-five 
necessary  to  choice.  The  present  com- 
plexion of  the  two  bodies  on  joint  ballot 
is  eighty-one  republicans,  sixty-four 
farmers'  alUiance  and  twenty-four 
straigbt  democrats. 

Senator  Moody  is  a  candidate  for  re- 
election, while  Bartlett  Tripp,  a  promi- 
nent Yankton  lawyer,  and  chief  justice 
of  the  old  territorry,  is  the  democratic 
cand'date. 

The  republican  state  league  con- 
vention was  called  to  order  here  this 
morning.  The  business  is  to  elect  dele- 
gates to  the  forthcoming  national  league 
convention  at  Cincinnati. 

DEfROIT   WILL  BOIL 

If  the  National  Encuuipment  is  Not  Held 
There. 

Lansing,  Mich.,  Jan.  6.— The  fate  of 
the  proposed  national  G.  A.*  R.  encamp- 
ment in  Detroit  next  summer  is  tremb- 
ling in  the  balance.  It  was  proposed  to 
raise  825,000  for  the  encampment  by  pri- 
vate subscription,  a  like  sum  to  be  raised 
by  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  the  legisla- 
ture to  appropriate  $50,000  to  make  up 
the  total  $100,000  required. 

Detroiters  have  come  to  a  dead  stand 
in  the  work.  Governor  Winans  an- 
nounced that  he  was  opposed  to  a  legis- 
lative appropriation  on  the  ground  that 
it  would  be  unconstitutional  to  devote 
public  money  to  private  uee.  A  commit- 
tee hurried  out  from  Detroit  Saturday 
to  see  the  governor  on  the  subject.  Last 
night  a  second  committee  of  Detroiters 
waited  upoh  the  governor.  It  became 
very  evident  that  he  could  not  be  in- 
duced to  change  his  position.

The  first  session  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce  in  two  weeks  was  held  this 
morning,  Mrs.  Stone  taking  S.  A. 
Thompson's  place  as  secretary.  The 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  chamber  at 
the  removal  of  Major  Quinn  to  New 
Orleans  were  ordered  engrossed  and  pre- 
sented to  the  major.  The  question  of 
the  annexation  of  suburbs  to  Duluth 
was  discussed.  It  was  finally  made 
a  special  order  of  business,  and  the 
matter  was  given  to  a  committee 
of  five,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the 
next  meeting.  The  secretary  was  in- 
structeil  to  ask  the  committee  on  the  fee 
system  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
The  opening  of  Superior  street  was 
made  a  special  order  of  business  for  the 
next  meeting. 

President  Baldwin  informed  the  cham- 
ber that  Secretary  Thompson  was  doing 
some  good  work  in  the  East.  Today  he 
will  make  an  address  before  the  Hudson 
River  convention  at  Albany,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  he  will  make  the  effort  of 
his  life. 


The  Herald  presents  today  a  cut  of  the  new  Union  station,  furnished  by 
General  Manager  Plough,  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  road.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
building  fronts  on  Michigan  street,  with  the  corner  at  the  left  hand  tower  just 
about  at  the  corner  of  Fifth  avenue  west.  Back  of  the  station  proper,  on  either 
end,  is  seen  the  roof  of  the  iron  car  shed,  which  is  to  cover  the  space  occupied  by 
the  present  station  and  the  tracks  in  front  of  it.  A  full  description  of  the  interior 
of  the  station  and  its  many  admirable  features  was  given  in  The  Herald  some  time 
ago.  Were  any  criticism  to  be  made  it  might  be  that  the  building  is  too  low, 
though  as  seen  from  the  lower  side  it  is  high,  and  that  it  will  soon  be  too  small.  It 
is,  however,  over  400  feet  long  and  corresponds  in  other  dimensions.

The  Council. 

At  last  night's  council  meeting  seven 
aldermen  were  present  fnd  a  rather  tame 
session  resulted. 

Myers  Bros,  petitioned  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  gas  and  water  mains  along 
Park  Place  and  guaranteed  $300  a  year. 
The  bondsmen  of  Chris  Graveson,  who 
had  the  contract  for  a  sanitary  sewer  in 
Third  street,  asked  that  the  5  per  cent 
retained  out  of  the  final  estimate  be  paid 
to  them.  It  was  asked  that  one  of  the 
present  police  se-retaries  be 
appointed  turnkey  and  that  James 
Rooney  be  made  police  secretary.  The 
sum  HO.Oi  was  voted  to  FranK  Horgan, 
expenses  for  defending  a  charge  brought 
against  him  for  assault  while  discharg- 
ing his  duties  as  police  officer  and  of 
which  he  was  acquitted.  Ordinance 
No.  30,  amending  that  relating  to  disor- 
derly houses,  was  read.  The  ordinance 
on  dogs  was  reported  with  an  amend- 
ment, providing  that  a  dog  pound  shall 
be  established.  When  the  ordi- 
nance was  put  on  its  final  passage 
it  was  lost.

to  tlie  lndian.«,  Say!*   Mr.   Uailey; 

Mr.  KobertHon  Denies. 

According  to  W.  T.  Bailey  and  Mr. 
Irwin,  both  of  whom  are  engaged  in 
lumbering  in  the  country  explored  by 
the  late  government  expedition  of  which 
Agent  Robertson  was  at  the  head,  there 
are  yet  many  tales  to  unfold  regarding 
the  conduct  of  that  party. 

Among  the  charges  preferred  by  Irwin 

several  days  ago  while  in  this    city,   was 

the      statement    that    the      expedition 

brought  a  goodly  supply  of  whisky  from 
Rat  Portage  and  dispensed  it  among  the 
Indians  at  Fort  Francis  until  they  were 
all  crazy  drunk.  Mr.  Bailey  stated  to- 
day that  affidavits  had  been  sent  to 
Washington  charging  the  party  with  nu- 
merous irregularities  besides  the  above 
mentioned  one. 

"There  are  affidavits  enough  to  para- 
lyze the  whole  outfit,  and  more,"  con- 
tinued he,  ''will  be  sent  in  a  few  days  in- 
cluding affidavits  of  men  accompanying 
the  party.  When  the  expedition  first 
reached  the  point  where  I  had  been  cut- 
ting timber  they  gave  out  that  there  had 
been  millions  of  feet  stolen,  but  when 
they  found  out  the  land  that  I  owned 
they  finally  reduced  the  amount  down  to 
231,000  feet  in  all  including  several  thou- 
sand feet  of  poplar  which  I  never  cut  at 
all.  Now  Robertson  has  the  audacity  to 
ask  me  §12.50  per  thousand  in  settlement 
for  timber  whichlcan  be  bought  anywhere 
in  that  country  for  $2.  The  timber  cut 
by  my  men  does  not  amount  to  any 
where  near  as  much  as  estimated.  It 
was  only  such  timber  as  the  men  cut  by 
getting  over  the  lines  while  at  work  on 
my  land.  The  government  in  my  opin- 
ion will  pay  no  attention  to  the  report  of 
this  expedition,  but  will  probably  send 
another." 

Government  Agent  Robertson  was 
asked  this  morning  if  there  was  any 
truth  in  the  above  statements.  He 
stated  that  he  had  made  a  report  to 
Washington  and  was  not  at  liberty  to 
go  into  the  details  of  that  report  until 
the  interior  department  saw  fit  to  make 
it  public.  "The  statement  that 
our  party  carried  whisky  from 
Rat  Portage  to  Fort  Fran- 
cis is  false  because  we  did  not  go  by  Rat 
Portage  at  all.  As  regards  what  we 
recommended  to  the  department  to 
charge  per  thousand  for  the  timber 
taken  is  a  private  matter  between  the 
department  and  myself,  but  I  will  say 
that  we  did  not  recommend  the  amount 
named  above  by  any  means." 

In  a  talk  with  Receiver  Frazer  it  was 
learned  that  Dave  Irwin  had  made  the 
statement  to  him  that  all  the  lumber  he 
had  taken  was  about  a  dozen  trees,  which 
he  was  compelled  to  take  in  order  to 
build  a  raft  to  cross  a  lake.  If  this  is 
the  cpse,  of  course  the  government  will 
not  hold  him  responsible.  "Mr.  Robert- 
son's report,  however,  will  determine 
that  question," 

"As  regards  the  statement  made  in  a 
St.  Paul  paper  a  few  days  ago  that  a 
new  expedition  was  to  be  sent  to  look  up 
the  timber  depredations  in  Northern 
Minnesota,  at  the  head  of  which  Mr. 
Rosen  busch,  of  St.  Cloud,  was  to  be,  you 
may  say  that  it  is  a  mistake.  Mr.  Rosen- 
busch  goes  to  look  into  another  matter 
entirely,  which  has  no  connection  with 
timber  stealing  whatever."

Ottic  iais  of   Seve^    Railways  in  the  City  ; 

Probablity  of   Two    Bridges;  Great 

Northern's  Kntrance. 

The  city  has  been  filled  with  railroad 
men  today,  all  lookinj^  over  the  ground 
for  the  new  year's  improvements.  By 
special  train  t.the  officials  of  the  Great 
Morthern  road  arrived.  They  are  A.  L. 
Mohler,  general  manager;  M.  D.  Grover, 
general  superintendent;  A.  J.  Wilkinson, 
right-of-way  agent;  C.  B.  Yale,  claim 
agent;  Dr.  J.  H.  Murphy,  general  surgeon. 
Manager  Mohler  is  here  on  the  usual 
tour  of  inspection,  and  had  nothing  to 
say  about  improvements,  other  than 
that  of  which  every  one  is  aware.  The 
rumor  that  the  Eastern  Minnesota  would 
enter  Duluth  over  the  St.  Louis  and 
New  Duluth  bridge  has  developed  into 
a  fact.  The  Eastern  will  build  a  branch 
from  a  point  below  St.  Louis,  thus 
avoiding  the  necessity  of  going  over  the 
Northern  Pacific  bridge. 

General  Manager  Plough,  Superin- 
tendent Copeland,  Chief  Engineer  Mil- 
ler, of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  are  in  the 
city  today.  The  road  has  a  hard  work 
before  it  this  year  in  the  rearrangement 
of  the  city  yard  tracks  to  conform  to  the 
necessities  imposed  by  building  the 
Union  depot, 

C.  H.  Gibbs,  state  railway  commission- 
er, is  in  town. 

K.  D.  Chase,  of  the  Lake  Superior 
road,  came  up  from  Faribault  this 
morning.  The  company  has  all  the 
prospects  of  a  successful  issue  with  the 
bond  question,  and,  if  the  money  market 
continues  to  grow  more  open,  funds  will 
be  forthcoming  to  begin  work  before 
many  months. 

The  final  survey  of  the  Duluth,  Red 
\Ving  &  Southern  is  nearly  finished. 
Work  will  begin  in  early  spring. 

It  is  probable  that  a  bridge  company 
will  be  organized  to  put  another  struc- 
ture across  St.  Louis  river  between  New 
Duluth  and  St.  Louis,  The  present 
compan^p,  whose  bill  submitted  to  con- 
gress yesterday,  has  had  seven  applica- 
tions from  railroads  for  use  of  the  bridge, 
and  it  is  thought  advisable  to  build  two 
bridges,  one  for  railway  uses  and  the 
other  for  teams  and  pedestrians. 


SOME  FAILURES. 

Several  American  Firms  Go  Uader ;  a  State- 
ment of  Their  Financial  Con- 
dition. 

Montreal,  Quebec,  Jan.  6.— At  the 
demand  of  foreign  creditors,  J.  A.  Pat- 
terson &  Co.,  dry  goods  of  this  city,  have 
made  an  assignment.  The  principal 
creditors  abroad  are  English,  French 
and  German  firms  whose  claims  amount 
to  $87,000.  A  number  of  United  States 
firms  are  also  interested.  The  principal 
Canadian  creditor  is  the  Bank  of  Mon- 
treal, which  has  a  claim  of  ^115,000. 

New  York — Henry  C.  Aspinwall,  dealer 
in  tiles,  grates  and  metals  at  No.  303 
Fifth  avenue,  made  an  assignment  today. 
Liabilities  and  assets  not  stated. 

L.  Williams  &  Co ,  lumber    dealers  of 
Michingan  City,  Ind.,  made    an    assign 
meut  this  morning.    The  liabilities    are 
estimated  at  1150.000,  assets,  $50,000. 

Laredo,  Texas — A  well  defined  rumor 
was  current  on  the  streets  last 
night  that  the  Laredo  Improvement 
company  will  go  into  the  hancfs  of  a  re- 
ceiver today.  It  fact,  it  has  been  de 
cided,  so  it  is  reported,  that  Messrs.  J. 
O.  Nicholson  and  Charles  I.  Yeager  will 
be  appointed  receivers.  The  estimated 
liabilities  are  $;iOO,000,  and  the  assets 
about  the  same. 

Boston— Lowell  Bros.  &  Co.,  produce 
dealers,  have  assigned.  The  liabilities 
of  the  firm  are  not  given.  Outside  spec- 
ulations are  the  cause. 


On  Canadian  Kailways. 
Ottawa,  Ont.,  Jan.  G,— The  license 
plan  embodied  in  the  the  bill  now  be- 
fore coDgrcss  for  regulation  and  control- 
ling Canadian  railways  doing  business  ifi 
the  United  States  does  not  seem  to  Mr, 
Schrieber,  the  chief  engineer  of  govern- 
ment railways,  to  be  practicable,  lie 
points  out  that  the  United  States  con- 
nection of  Canadian  roads  are  distinct 
corporations  and  operated  at  present  un- 
der the  United  States  laws.  Even  if  a 
law  go  into  operation  it  will  soon  be  re- 
pealed under  pressure  of  public  opinion. 

RucKian  Police  Precautions. 
New  York,  Jan,  6.— Superintendent 
Byrnes  has  received  from  the  chief  of 
the  Russian  political  police  several  pho- 
tographs of  Stanislaus  Padlewoki,  who 
recently  assassinated  Gen,  Scliverstoff 
in  Paris,  together  with  several  circulars 
describing  the  accused  and  giving  infor- 
mation regarding  his  characteribtics. 
This  is  taken  as  indicating  a  belief  on 
the  part  of  the  Russian  authorities  that 
the  murderer  may  have  found  refuge  in 
the  United  States.

Judge 
Lambe  denied  the  motion,  but  signified 
his  willingness  to  grant  an  appeal  to  the 
supreme  court.

An    English    General    Election;     Bad 

Riots  at  Glasgow;    Foreign 

Notes. 


London,  Jan.  6.— Sir  Charles  Tupper, 
the  Canadian  commiseioner  here,  in  an 
interview  yesterday,  said  he  did  not  be- 
lieve the  United  States  was  preparing 
her  naval  tleet  to  attack  foreign  vessels. 
He  thou^'ht  the  American  government's 
statement  on  the  Bering  sea  contro- 
versy might  have  been  circulated  for 
election  purposes. 

The  communication  issued  by  the  for- 
eign office  on  the  Bering  sea  question 
was  sent  by  specidl  mesoeuger  to  each  of 
the  newspaper  offices  and  agencies  the 
•widebt  publicity  being  eviilently  desired. 
As  the  foreign  ollice  is  the  most  conserv- 
ative department  of  the  government,and 
as  the  issuance  of  such  a  document  as 
this  is  a  total  innovation  on  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  office,  the  article  has  pro- 
duced a  startling  effect,  being  construed 
as  confirming  the  most  extreme  conject- 
iirt>8  as  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situa- 
tion. Apropos  of  the  probable  effect  of 
further  developments  upon  British  in- 
terests attention  is  being  called  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  preparation  of  seal  skins, 
which  13  entirely  a  British  industry, 
there  are  13,000  persons  engaged  in  Lon- 
don alone. 

The  communication  of  the  foreign 
office  regarding  the  Bering  sea  question 
nas  a  sobering  effect  upon  press  com- 
ments, as  shown  by  the  contrast  between 
the  editorials  on  the  subject  this  morn- 
ing in  comparison  with  those  of  yester- 
day. The  extraordinary  course  of  the 
foreign  office  gives  rise  to  a  general  be- 
lief that  the  situation  is  a  delicate  one.

The  evictions  of  the  railroad  strikers 
from  the  quarters  occupied  by  them  as 
employes  of  the  companies  promises  to 
be  the  cause  of  further  and  serious 
trouble.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
a  largely  increased  police  and  military 
force  this  morning  confronted  the  rioters 
at  Coatbridge,  a  great  iron  center  about 
nine  miles  from  this  place,  rioting  was 
resumed.  The  troubles  of  the 
day  were  begun  by  the  mob  making  a 
fierce  onslaught  upon  the  dormitory  in 
which  are  sheltered  many  workmen. 
The  officers  vigorously  plied  their 
batons,  while  their  assailants  fiercely 
pelted  them  witu  stones.  At  times  the 
policemen  would  succeed  in  forcing  the 
mob  to  move  backward,  only  however  to 
again  dash  forward,  cursing  and  fighting. 
Six  rioters  have  been  arrested  and  many 
injured. 

All  the  miners  in  the  Rotherwell  dis- 
trict suspended  work  last  evening  and 
were  lar^iely  responsible  for  the  riots. 

Everj-thing  points  to  a  general  elect- 
ion in  the  spring  according  to  the  pro- 
gramme outlined  in  these  dispatches 
two  weeks  ago.  Sir  Wm.  Hartdyke,  M. 
P.,  for  Dartford,  who  is  known  to  be  in 
confidence  of  Lord  Salisbury's  govern- 
ment, has  advised  his  friends  to  prepare 
for  a  dissolution  of  parliament  about 
Easter.

Concord,  N.  H.,  Jan.  6.— The  supreme 
court  last  night  issued  a  mandamus  di- 
recting the  town  clerk  of  Rochester  to 
amend  his  returns  of  the  vote  given  in 
that  town  for  senator.  The  effect  of 
this  order  will  be  that  the  governor  or 
council  will  recanvass  the  vote  of  the 
Somersworth  district  tomorrow  and  will 
find  the  prohibition  vote  of  Rochester  to 
be  thirty-four  instead  of  forty-four  as 
counted. 

This  will  give  the  democrats  ten  mem- 
bers in  the  senate  to  thirteen  for  the  re- 
publicans with  no  choice  in  one  dis- 
trict.

Goings  on  of  the  Day  at  the  West  Sub- 
urb and  Manufacturing 
Center. 


An  enthusiastic  crowd  of  alliance  men 
congregated  at  Knights  of  Labor  hall 
last  evening  jind  placed  in  nomination 
fo"  alderman  A.  M.  Cos,  the  broom 
m.uiafacturer.  The  air  of  the  hall  was 
filled  with  patriotism  and  tobacco  smoke, 
and  every  man  of  the  100  who  had 
gathered  there  fairly  bubbled  over  with 
inspiration. 

The  tight  for  alderman ic  honors  was 
between  A.  M.  Cox  and  Richard  Sloan. 
Both  are  strong  alliance  men  and  popu- 
lar, but  it  was  evident  that  Cox  would 
have  a  big  majority  when  the  question 
came  to  vote.  After  the  nomination 
had  been  made  unanimous,  Mr.  Cox 
was  called  upon  for  a  speech 
and  thanked  his  constituents  for  the 
honor  they  had  placed  upon  him.  After 
further  congratulatory  remarks  the  ap- 
pointment of  delegates  to  the  city  cen- 
tral convention,  that  takes  place  on  the 
8th,  was  proceeded  with.  The  following 
were  chosen:  Richard  Sloan,  H.  B. 
White,  Mr.  Ness,  Thomas  Oleson. 

An  important  resolution  then  came 
up  for  consideration.  The  meeting  was 
filled  with  Voss  men,  and  there  seemed 
to  be  no  opposition  against  his  candi- 
dacy as  city  treasurer.  A  resolution 
that  pledged  the  alliance  to  support  Mr. 
Voss  uas  put  to  the  meeting  and  carried 
without  a  dissenting  voice.  It  is  under- 
stood that  Voss  is  to  t)e  the  candidate  of 
the  alliance  clubs  in  the  different  wards 
for  treasurer.  It  is  quite  probable  he 
will  be  elected. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Voss  resolu- 
tion the  regular  business  of  the  meeting 
ended,  and  the  session  was  then  resolved 
into  a  love  feast,  the  first  speaker  being 
Daniel  Knowels.  The  present  aldermen 
from  the  Fifth  ward  and  other 
obnoxious  officials  were  scored,  and  verb 
ally  relegated  to  political  obscurity.  The 
meetinir  broke  up  at  10  o'clock.  The 
Sixth  Ward  Alliance  club  will  meet  at 
the  Anderson  building.  Twenty- fifth 
avenue  west  and  Second  street,  this 
evening  to  choose  delegates  and  nomin- 
ate an  alderman.  The  Fourth  ward  men 
will  hold  a  similar  meeting  tomorrow 
night,  the  Second  ward  following  on  the 
evening  of  Jan.  8.  It  is  probable  that 
H.  Haskins  will  represent  the  Sixth 
ward,  A.  C.  Parsons  the  Fourth,  and 
that  A.  F.  Rudolph  will  be  one  of  the 
candidates  of  the  Second. 

What  tigure  will  the  alliance  cut  in 
the  coming  election?  There  has  existed 
no  new  party  in  the  past  thirty  year* 
the  story  of  whose  decline  and  fall  was 
not  written  within  a  period  of  five  years 
after  its  birth.  Like  all  new  monuments 
the  alliance  has  risen  high  on  the  effer- 
vescence of  enthusiasm,  but  unless  it 
overturns  all  precedent,  it  will  go  the 
way  of  all  schemes  that  directly  oppose 
the  two  big  political  parties.  There  is 
no  question  but  that,  from  the  very 
nature  of  things,  the  alliance 
vote  will  reach  its  highest  this 
year,  and  the  city  election  will 
show  the  strength  of  the  new  vote.  In 
the  First,  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards  the  al- 
liance will  show  strong  next  month.  In 
the  other  wards  its  strength  is  not  so 
apparent.  A.  M.  Cox  is  a  first  rate  selec- 
tion and  will  make  a  good  showing  in 
the  Fifth,  as  he  is  popular.  It  remains 
to  be  seen  what  kind  of  a  candidate  will 
come  up  in  the  Sixth  and  other  wards.

New  York,  Jan.  6. — Pla^js  for  the 
construction  of  an  institution  for  colored 
people  on  the  Chautauqua  plan  on  the 
land  adjoining  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  have 

been  adopted.  The  institution  will  be 
on  an  elaborate  scale.  It  is  intended  to 
be  botih  a  universiT.y  and  a  center  for  an 
©  :tensive  summer  resort  for  colored 
people  only.  There  will  be  a  summer 
school  of  philosopy,  big  hotel,  libraries 
and  every  facility  for  social  and  intel- 
lictual  enjoyment. 

The  land  which  has  been  purchased 
is  near  Deal  lake.  The  university  build- 
ing will  accomodate  five  hundred  stu- 
dents. The  institution  will  be  known  as 
the  Park  University. 

OUR    NEW    WARSHIPS. 

Six  Hundred  Men  Engaged  at  the   Coluni- 
bian  Iron  Works. 

Baltimore,  Jan.  6. — Six  hundred  men 
are  now  engaged  on  the  new  United 
States  cruisers  Nos.  9  and  10  at  the 
Columbian  iron  works,    adjoining    Fort 

McHen/y.  The  people  of  Baltimore 
have  asked  that  cruiser  No.  9  be  named 
North  Point  after  that  section  of  the  city 
on  which  was  fought  the  battle  with  the 
British.  The  steel  plating  is  nearly  com- 
pleted. 

It  was  on  Nov.  1, 1889,  that  the  con- 
tract was  signed  for  the  work,  and  on 
March  6, 1890,  the  first  keel  was  laid.  In 
two  years  and  six  months  from  that  time 
the  ships  must  be  completed.

Wounded  Knee  Creek,  S.  D., 
Jan.  7.  —  The  aspect  of  affairs 
during  the  past  twenty-four  hoars 
has  remained  without  any  material 
changes.  Gen.  Brooke  and  staff  arrived 
here  late  Monday  night  and  has  estab- 
lished his  headquarters. 

It  IS  reported  that  a  number  of  Indian 
messengere  wi.l  be  Bent  to  the  hosile 
village  of  White  Clay  creek,  and  hold  a 
council  with  them  and  endeavor  to  have 
them  surrender. 

Three  troops  of  the  Eighth  cavalry 
and  a  large  number  of  Indian  scouts 
arrived  yesterday.  The  soldiers  are 
gathering  in  cattle  and  ponies.  Pickets 
report  signal  fires  to  the  south  and 
what  appeared  to  be  a  large  band  of  In- 
dians moving  northward.  A  troop  of 
cavalry  is  kept  constantly  saddled  night 
and  day.  It  is  reported  that  Gen.  Miles 
will  be  here  in  a  few  days  to  superintend 
operations  personally. 

A  wagon  team  which  arrived  from 
Rapid  City  yesterday,  and  which  (in- 
sisted of  five  wagons,  was  fired  into  when 
about  fifteen  miles  from  this  point  by  a 
roving  band  of  Indians.  The  Ind  lanb 
had  been  following  them  from  the  day 
previous,  and  about  2  o'clock  Monday 
afternoon  they  were  attacked.  The  In- 
dians would  run  around  the  wagons  in  a 
circle  and  shoot,  and  would  then  rido  off 
to  a  safe  distance.  After  firing  al)out 
fifty  shots  they  withdrew.  None  of  the 
teamsters  were  hurt,  and  it  is  believed 
none  of  the  Indians  were  wounded.

He     Tells   the   IiidiaLg  to    Come   In   and 
Surrender. 

Pine  Ridge,  Jan.    7.— Monday  after- 
noon a  small  party  consisting  of  young 
Jack  Red  Cloud,  Big  Road,  High  Horse, 
Lone  Bear,  Lim  Hawk  and  five  others 
came  in  from  the  hostile  camp  to  have  a 
talk    with  Gen.  Miles.    They    at    once 
proceeded  to  his    headquarters,  waere, 
perhaps,  a  more  brief  conversation   was 
held  than  was  expected  by  the   Indians, 
Gen.  Miles  plainly  telling  them  to  come 
in  and  surrender;    that  he  was  not  here 
to  listen  to  their  complaints;  that  they 
would  be  allowed  to  go  to  Washirgton 
to  make  them    after    the    trouble    was 
arranged  here.    They  stated  nearly,   if 
not  quite  all  of  the  Pine  Ridge  Indians 
were  desirous  of  peace  and    wanted  to 
come  back  to  the  agency. 

If  the  Pine  Ridge  Indians  conclude  to 
come  back  it  will  greatly  reduce  tho  war 
party,  now  numbering  about  4000.  Ac- 
cording to  Agent  Cooper's  figures  there 
are  2200  Pine  Ridge  Indians  absent,  and 
80  the  force  will  be  reduced  at  least  half 
the  present  number. 

Gen.  Miles  held  another  short  talk 
with  these  Indians  yesterday  morning, 
and  they  set  out  on  their  return.  It  is 
thought  most  of  the  Pine  Ridge  Indians 
will  be  here  in  a  day  or  two. 

The  Indians,  Buffalo  Bill  thinks,  have 
reached  that  stage  of  their    madn.ss8  in 
which  they  will  court  death.    Since  the 
Wounded  Knee  affair    they    are    worse 
than  ever,  and   the    Messiah    craza  has 
made  them  fatalists  to  that  degree    that 
they  firmly  believe  that  if  they  go  under 
in  battle  they  will  come  to  life  again  in 
the  spring.    Should    the  Indians    mass 
and  make  an  attack    on    the    troops    at 
Pine  Ridge  and  overcome    them,    there 
would  be  an  over-running  of  the  coun- 
try that  would  mean  more  than   a  repe- 
tition of  former    horrors.    Even    if    de- 
feated the  Indians  will  scatter  in  small 
bands  and  do  an    immense    amount  of 
damage.    The  fear  of    this,    more    than 
any  belief,  that  the  Indians  will  rtad  the 
country  before    offering    battle    to    the 
regulars,  has  led  to  the  throwing  out  of 
a  line  of  state  troops  along  the  Nebraska 
frontier.    There  are  several   companies 
of  the  state  militia  on  the  frontier.  Four 
companies  are  stationed    at    Runhville, 
three  at  Gordon,  six  at  Crawford,  one  at 
Hays  Spring3,  one  at  Cody  and  one  at 
Chadron. 

Three  troops  of  the  Eighth  cava  Ty  and 
a  large  number  of  Indian  scouts  iirrived 
yesterday.  The  soldiers  are  gathering 
the  cattle  and  ponies  in.

Indian  Troubles  in  Washington.; 

CoLPAX,  Wash.,  Jan.  7.— Marshall  Mac- 
key  Monday  night  shot  and  probably 
fatally  wounded  an  Indian  buck  named 
Bon(  B,  son  of  Chief  Bones  of  the  Palouse 
tribe.  The  Indians  have  been  sausing 
trouble  lately  with  their  drunken  orgies 
and  the  marshall  had  arrested  three  of 
them  and  was  taking  them  to  prison. 
Bones,  who  was  one  of  them,  broke  away 
and  was  shot.  It  is  now  feared  that  a 
general  uprising  of  the  tribes  in  this 
vicinity  will  result.  A  gentleman  just 
in  from  Moscow,  Idaho,  reports  that  the 
Nez  Perces  are  dancing  on  their  reserva- 
tion, near  that  city.  The  people  of  Mos- 
cow are  very  much  alarmed. 

StHmped«  in  Nebraska. 

-  LiONO  Pine,  Neb.,  Jan.  7.— When  the 
Indians  made  their  famous  run  bhruugh 
Nebraska  from  the  Indian  territory  to 
the  old  Red  Cloud  agency,  yetirs  ago, 
there  was  a  wild  panic  among  the  set- 
tlers, but  the  scare  cannot  be  compared 
with  the  stampede  which  is  now  in  pro- 
gress in  the  western  part  of  the  state. 

It  is  evident  that  Gen.  Miles  has  all  he 
can  attend  to  and  it  was  a  wise  move  to 
protect   the    frontier    towns    with    the 


Slonx  Br«*ak«ny:  Away  From  War 
Camps  Toward  the  Ageucies. 
RusHPOBD,  Neb.,  Jan.  7.— Sioux  here 
report  that  the  hostiles  near  Pine  Ridge 
are  breaking  camp  and  movinj?  away  in 
the  direction  of  their  various  agencies, 
and  the  impression  here  is  that  tbey 
have  abandoned  the  idea  of  fighting. 
Some  timid  people  are  distrustful,  but 
the  general  belief  is  that  the  movement 
is  la  good  faith.

Spokane  Falls,  Wash.,  Jan.  7.— Vews 
has  reached  here  from  Rockfor^  that 
last  Friday  a  Sioux  runner  came  to  the 
Coeur  de  Alene  reservation  and  endeav- 
ored to  induce  those  Indian*  to  join  the 
hostiles.

his  arrest  and  confinement  in  the  guard 
house,  and  on  Saturday  had  him 
whipped,  after  which  he  was  taken  to 
the  limits  of  the  reservation  and  dis- 
missed with   a  warning   not  to   return. 

Under  the  Military  Rule. 

Washington,  Jan.  7.— The  President 
has  approved  Geo.  Miles'  suggestion 
that  the  Standing  Rock,  Rosebud,  Pine 
Ridge,  Cheyenne  river  and  Tongue  river 
Indian  reservations  be  temporarily 
placed  under  military  control,  and  a  tele- 
gram was  sent  him  last  night  by  Gen. 
Schotield,  giving  him  full  authority  to 
act.  

The  Forsythe  Court  Dismissed. 

Washington,  Jan.  7. -Gen.  Schofield 
said  this  morning  that  the  court  of  in- 
quiry formed  by  Gen.  Miles  at  Pme 
Ridge  for  the  investigation  of  Col. 
Forsythe's  action  at  Wounded  Knee 
creek  has  been  dissolved  but  that  he  had 
received  no  official  confirmation  of  the 
press  dispatches  that  G«n.  Miles  had  re- 
stored Col.  Forsyth  to  his  command. 
The  sensational  story  about  a  row  in  the 
cabinet  meeting  yesterday  was  strongly 
denied  today  by  the  oflacials  interested 
and  present.  Secretary  Proctor  said  to- 
day that  the  story  was  untrue  in  every 
particular.

The  Soldier  in  -Command. 

Washington,  Jan.  7.— The  President 
today  sent  a  letter  of  general  instruction 
to  Secretaries  Noble  and  Proctor,  placing 
the  control  of  Indian  matters  in  the 
Sioux  country  in  charge  of  the  war  de- 
partment. Secretary  Noble,  in  con- 
formity with  these  instructions,  sent 
telegrams  to  all  Indian  agents  in  the 
Sioux  country,  directing  them  to  obey 
the  military. 

The  order  issued  by  the  secretary  of 
war  designates  Capts.  Ewers,  Fifth  in- 
fantry; Ernest,  Eighth  infantry;  Lee, 
Ninth  infantry,  and  Pierce,  First  in- 
fantry, all  selected  by  Miles,  as  agents  of 
the  Indians  at  the  several  Indian  agen- 
cies in  the  Sioux  country. 

A  HUNDRED  HOMELESS. 


A  Fire    in  a 


Crowded   Parisian  Tenement 
Kills  Several. 
Paris,  Jan.  7.— At  an  early  Jhour  this 
morning  there  broke  forth  a  conflagra- 
tion which  has  deprived  thirty  families 
of  their  homes,  and  which  may  have  as  a 
result  the  loss  of  the    lives   of    several 
human  beings.    Just  after  midnight  the 
rear  of  a  hatter's  store  on  the  first  floor 
of  a  crowded  building  on  the   Ru  Verre- 
rio  was  discovered    to  be    on    fire.    So 
rapid  was  the  progress  of  the  flames  that 
the  frightened  tenants  had  barely  time 
to  spring  from  their  beds  and  rush  head 
long  into  the  cold  streets. 

It  is  estimated  that  by  this  catastrophe 
fully  100  people  have  been  thrust  home- 
less and  penniless  upon  the  streets  in 
midwinter. 

A  Steep  Rental. 

Kansas  City,  Jan.  7.— The  Chicago, 
St.  Paul  &  Kansas  City  railway  has  made 
an  agreement  with  the  Burlington 
whereby  trains  will  within  a  few  days 
run  over  that  road  into  Kansas  City. 
The  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  this 
road's  entrance  into  Kansas  City  was  a 
short  piece  of  track  belonging  to  the 
Burlington,  between  Francis  street 
depot  and  the  Union  depot  in  St.  Joe. 
For  $10,500  per  annum  the  Kansas  City 
has  the  right  to  use  this  track. 


In  the  Senate. 
Washington,  Jan.  7.— In  the  senate 
this  morning  the  Idaho  senators  drew 
ballots  for  the  terms  of  service,  with  the 
result  that  Senator  Shoup  secured  the 
long  term  and  McConnell  the  short. 

The  conference  report  on  the  public 
printing  deficiency  bill  was  agreed  to, 
the  senate  amendments  relative  to  pay 
of  senatorial  clerks  having  been  with- 
drawn, and  a  notification  given  that  the 
whole  matter  would  come  up  again  on 
the  legislative  appropriation  bill.

And  a  New  L«ader  is  to  Have  Charge  of  the 
Irisli  Party. 

Boulogne  Sur-Mer,  Jan.  7.— An  au- 
thorized statement  has  been  issued  by 
the  Irish  leaders  who  have  been  present 
at  the  conference  here.  They  announce 
that  the  conference  terminated  today, 
and  that  both  parties  interested  have 
resolved  that  the  proceedings  should  be 
regarded  as  of  a  confidential  nature. 

It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  ex- 
change of  views  which  have  taken  place 
have  led  to  the  hope  of  a  peacful  settle- 
ment. The  usual  rumors  and  contradic- 
tory statements  are  in  circulation.  In 
other  words  an  arrangement  satisfactory 
to  all  seems  to  have  been  arrived  at.

CANADA'S     MINISTER. 

Sir   John    Thompson    Wives  His  Views  on 
Bering:  Sea. 

Ottawa,  Out.,   Jan.    7.— Considerable 
interest  is  manifested  here  in  the    latest 
phase   of    the    Bering    sea    discussion, 
caused  by  the  publication  of  Mr.  Blaine's 
reply  to  Lord    Salisbury.      Mr.    Blaine 
seems  to  have  hit  upon  one  or  two  points 
and  Sir    John    Thompson,    minister    of 
justice,  said  that  in  the  case  of  the  pearl 
fisheries,  the    jurisdiction    exercised  by 
England  is  simply  to  prohibit  injurious 
operations  to  those  fisheries  by    British 
subjects.    No  attempt  had  been  made  to 
exclude  foreigners  from  the    pearl    fish- 
eries or  to  restrain  their  operations.   Re- 
garding Mr.   Blaine's  contention  as  re- 
gards St.  Helena,  the  minister  of  justice 
says  that  it  will  be  for  Mr.  Blaine  to  en- 
force this  contention  in  the  face  of  the 
fact  that  Dwight  Foster,  who  conducted 
the  case  for  the    United  States    before 
the  Halifax  commission,  made    it    as    a 
strong  point  that  the  pretensions  of  all 
maritime  countries  at  that    time    could 
not  be  cited  at  the  present  day  as  defin 
ing  the  bounds  of  international   law    as 
regards  marine  jurisdiction. 

On  being  asked  what  he  thought  of 
the  questions  which  Mr.  Blaine  desires 
to  submit  to  arbitration.  Sir  John 
Thompson  replied:  "They  are  all  in- 
volved in  the  reference  which  Lord  Sal- 
isbury proposed:  What  were  the  rights 
exercised  by  Russia  in  Bering  sea?  How 
far  were  they  conceded  by  Great  Bri- 
tain? Was  Bering  sea  included  in  the 
Pacific  ocean?  And  so  on.  Mr.  Blaine 
is  not  sincere  in  his  contention  because 
he  could  have  raised  any  of  these  ques- 
tions on  the  general  reference." 


Scotch  Dock  Laborer*    Will  Help  the  Rail- 
way Strikers. 

Dundee,  Jan.  7.— John  Burns,  the 
English  labor  leader,  addressed  a  meet- 
ing of  3000  dockers  in  this  city  today. 
He  made  a  strong  and  fervid  appeal  to 
his  hearers  not  to  stand  idly  by  and  see 
their  fellow  working  men  in  Scotland 
beaten  He  pointed  out  to  them  how 
effectual  was  the  assistance  given  to  the 
companies  by  the  dockers  so  far. 

This  assistance  should  be  withdrawn 
by  the  dockers;  not  to  injure  the  public 
interest  or  even  those  of  the  obstinate 
companies,  but  to  aid  the  striking  rail- 
roaders. At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.

H.  D.  Aves,  G.  F.  Smy the,  Mr.  Gallagher 
and  Hon.  George  T.  Chapman.  Rev.  Dr .

The  county  of  Itasca  is  the  hapi)y  pos- 
sessor of  the  two  rapidly  developing 
towns  of  La  Prairie  and  Grand  Rapids.

Clark  Ring,  his  partner,  are  very  wealthy 
Saginaw  men.  Ring  lately  bought  a  sec- 
tion of  land  near  Duluth.  While  no  de- 
tails are  yet  settled  it  is  probable  that 
they  will  build  a  mill  with  a  capacity  of 
something  like  30,000,000  feet  a  year, 
with  planing,  lath  and  shingle  mills, 
and  probably  with  other  adj  uncts.  Mer- 
rill A  Ring  are  rated  very  high  by  the 
commercial  agencies. 

The  Cranberry  Lumber  company  is 
this  winter  putting  in  30,000,000  feet  of 
logs  at  its  south  shore  camps.  General 
Manager  George  W.  Stevens  was  in  Du- 
luth yesterday  on  business  and  from  him 
a  reporter  gained  many  of  the  facts  recited 
above.  He  said  also  that  the  company 
was  cutting  about  800  pieces  daily  and 
with  its  five  miles  of  logging  road  was 
not  bothered  by  lack  of  snow  or  cold.  The 
coDQpany's  tug,  Bennett,  is  now  at  De- 
troit undergoing  a  complete  rebuild,  and 
will  be  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  on 
Lake  Superior  next  spring.  Over  200 
men  are  employed  in  the  company's 
camps. 

There  is  at  present  sawing  capacity  in 
the  city  and  Connors  Pcint  mills,  in- 
cluding that  at  Lester  ri/er,  for  a  little 
over  110,000,000  feet  yearly.  Mitchell  & 
McClure  are  now  building  capacity  for 
40,000,000  feet,  and  Duncan  Brewer  &  Co. 
for  18,000,000,  while  the  Merrill  &  Ring 
mill  will  make  this  total  nearly  90,000,- 
000,  not  to  mention  several  other  mill 
schemes  that  have  not  yet  materialized 
in  actual  work.  In  less  than  two  years 
the  capacity  of  the  Duluth  lumber  dis- 
trict will  be  over  450,000,000  feet  per 
year. 

New  Log  Jobbers. 

George  F'.  Stevens,  lately  of  St.  Louis, 
has  located  in  Duluth  and  formed  a 
partnership  with  his  brother-in-law,  F. 
J.  Matthewson.  They  will  deal  in  pine 
lands  and  job  in  logs  and  lumber,  buying 
timber  and  contracting  towing.  Both 
are  young  men,  and  both  are  so  con- 
nected with  heavy  logging  and  lumber- 
ing interests  that  their  success  is  as- 
sured.

DRtWING  A  BRIDGE  BILL. 


A    Company   that    Intends- to 
Build  Its  Bridge  at  Once 


ACROSS  THE  RlVtB  M  SI.  LOUIS. 


Presented  to  Congress  and  Built  Und  r 
Direction  of  the  War  De- 
partment. 


The  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota  Bridge 
company  wjia  organized  yesterday  after- 
noon, and  the  following  officers  were 
elected:  N.  J.  Upham,  president;  H.  B. 
Walmslev.  vice-president  and  general 
manager;  and  A.  C  Otis,  becretary  and 
treasurer.  The  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany is  tixed  at  6Tr),00C)  and  the  office 
will  be  at  Duluth.  The  com- 
pany will  construct  a  wagon, 
railroad  and  foot  bridge  across 
the  St.  Louis  ri\>r  at  St.  Louis 
townsite  and  New  Duluth.  A  bill  to  be 
presented  to  congress  granting  them  the 
right  to  build  the  bridge  is  being  drafted 
today  and  will  be  forwarded  at  once  to 
congress.  According  to  this  bill  a  rea- 
sonable toll  will  be  charged  to  be  fixed 
by  the  secretary  of  war.  The  stock 
books  will  be  open  to  every  one  in  Supe- 
rior and  Duluth  so  that  there  will  be  no 
monopolv  or  control  of  interest. 

Officials  of  the  St.  Louis  Land  Im- 
provement company  say  the  newly-or- 
ganized Superior  Belt  Line  &  Terminal 
Railway  compnny,  that  wants  a  bridge 
over  the  river  at  St.  Louis,  is  a  paper 
scheme.  The  St.  Louis  company  wants 
a  bridge  there  in  fact,  not  on  paper,  and 
within  two  weeks  after  chey  get  the 
right,  state  that  they  will  be  at  work 
driving  piles.  They  have  had  careful 
surveys  and  soundings  made  and  know 
to  a  dot  what  the  bridge  will  cost.  It  is 
to  be  a  structure  after  the  style  of  the 
two  bridges  already  across  the  river 
lower  down. 

There  was  a  short  conference  last 
evening  between  the  St.  Louis  Water 
Power  company  and  several  Northern 
Pacific  railroad  officials.  It  has  never 
been  the  policy  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  road  to  divide  with  an- 
other road  that  which  it  could 
control  alone,  and  for  this  reason  the 
company  is  seeking  from  the  water  power 
people  the  right  to  build  a  bridge  across 
St.  Louis  river  above  dam  No.  1,  near 
Fond  du  Lac.  Nothing  definite  was 
reached  at  the  conference  last  night,  but 
the  result  will  probably  be  the  building 
of  the  bridge.

STATUTES  OF   MINNESOTA. 

New  and   Timely    Volumes  Announced  by 
Judge  John  F.  Kelly. 

The  people  of  the  state  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  new  and  systematic 
edition  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Min- 
nesota, compiled  and  annotated  by 
Judge  John  F.  Kelly  of  the  St.  Paul  bar, 
a  law  writer  of  twenty-five  years'  exper- 
ience, and  who  has  compiled  and  codi- 
fied the  statute  law  of  half  a  dozen 
states. 

The  secretary  of  state  certifies  that 
the  laws  as  printed  in  this  compilation, 
have  been  compared,  examined  an^  veri- 
fied with  the  originals,  and  that  the 
same  are  true  and  correct. 

All  the  laws  in  the  state  revision  of 
ISiMj  not  repealed  or  superseded  and  now 
in  force,  and  all  the  laws  amendatory  or 
supplementary  of  that  revision,  as  well 
as  all  the  laws  of  a  general  nature  passed 
since  that  revision  and  now  in  force  are 
contained  in  this  work.  A  table  of  all 
the  general  laws,  commencing  with   the 


session  of  18(56,  i.s  also  given,  which 
shows  where  every  law  can  be  found  in 
this  compilation.  A  number  of  laws 
passed  prior  to  the  state  revision  in  1866, 
but  not  repealed  or  supereeded  by 
that    revision,   are   also   found   in    this 

work. 

The  notes  to  the  sections  and  chapters 
show  all  the  changes  which  the  law  has 
undergone,  citing  all  the  repealed,  su- 
perseded and  abrogated  laws,  and  the 
decisions  of  the  supreme  court.

DIVIDING  THE  SPOILS. 

After  all  the  fine  campaign  talk  about 
the   purification  of   politics,  it  must  as- 
tonish  the  alliance  to  see  itself  sinking 
in   the  bargain-and-sale  mire  as  deeply 
as  either  of  the  old  parties.      It  was  re- 
ported yesterday  that  the  alliance  mem- 
bers  had  struck  hands  with   the  demo- 
crats in   the   senate  to  divide  the  spoils 
of    office,    and    the    particulars  of    the 
division  agreed  upon  are  given  with  an 
assurance  which  would  indicate  that  the 
deal   is  riveted.      A  like  deal  was  pro- 
posed for   the  house,  but  sticks  at  pres- 
ent in   the  crop  of  the  alliance,  as  the 
gobble  of  all  the  important  committees 
by  the  democrats  would  out-balance  the 
single  concession  of  the  speakership  to 
the  alliance  nominee. 

For  the  day,  therefore,  it  looks  as  if 
the  game  ir  the  house  would  be  bluff 
and  dead-lock  until  some  passable  com- 
promise can  be  patched  up.  As  the  re- 
publican members  cannot  control  with 
any  certainty  legislation  on  a  common 
sense  basis,  it  is  their  part,  we  think,  to 
stand  aloof  and  let  the  democrats  and 
alliance  men  put  their  heads  together 
and  pool  their  interests  if  they  can,  in 
the  moral  certainty  of  a  falling  out  and 
a  break  down  when  the  mongrel  ma- 
chine undertakes  to  run.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  this  three-headed  legislature 
can  agree  upon  anything  of  real  service 
to  the  state,  though  there  will  be  enough 
resolutions,  good  and  bad,  to  pave  the 
way  from  the  house  to  hades.  If  the 
record,  then,  is  so  likely  to  be  fizzle, 
botch  and  bad  break,  the  republican 
minority  does  not  want  to  shoulder  it, 
and  should  take  care  not  to  stand  under 
it.  Let  the  spoilers  rave  and  Donnelly 
imagine  a  vain  thing. 


dition  of  mortality.  It  is  the  fate  of 
longevity.  But,  surely,  it  is  not  a  sign 
of  retrograde,  or  a  circumstance  to  be 
regretted.  The  rather  should  it  be 
hailed  by  the  generation  that  is  passing 
away  with  hearty  satisfaction.

Hugh  Sutherland,    president   of    the 
Winnipeg  &  Hudson    Bay    railway,  has 
returned  from  England,  whither  he  went 
to  float  the  bonds  of  the  projected   road. 
He  says  his  mission  was  successful,    but 
various  details  have  yet  to  be  arranged 
with  the  Dominion    government,   which 
has  awarded  a  land  grant  of  over    8,000,- 
000  acres.     It  is  proposed  to  establish   a 
fleet  of  specially -built  steamships  on  the 
route  between  Fort  Nelson,  on  Hudsons 
bay  and  England.    Mr.  Sutherland  says 
the  proposed  steamship  and    rail    route 
will  prove  a  new  outlet  for    the    surplus 
products  for  the  Western  states  and  the 
Canadian  Northwest.    If  the  proposed 
road  is  ever  built  and  can  be  operated 
successfully,  on  which  point    there    is  a 
good  deal  of  doubt,  it  will    cut    a    great 
figure  in  the  traffic  of  the  Northwest. 


SEEN  AND  HEARD. 


RUBBED  OUT  AND  IN. 

The   federal    election   bill    has   been 
rubbed  out  of  the  way  for  an  indefinite 
time,  a   most  lame  and    impotent  con- 
elusion,  but  with  the  present  temper  of 
the    senate     probaby     nothing    better 
was  to  be  expected.    Now  comes  on  the 
question  of  silver  coinage,  and  the  ad- 
vocates of  unrestricted  coinage  hope  to 
put  their  measure  through  with  a  rush 
in  the  senate  and  pull    it   through  the 
house.      It     can      unquestionably     be 
blocked  in  the  senate  if  those  who  want 
Bome  dam  for  the  flood  will  plant  them- 
selves in  the  way  and  open   the  counter 
flood  gates  of  their  mouths.    Then   we 
shall  have   perhaps  another    month  of 
speech-making    and  wrangling,    ending 
in   smoke    like    the    force    bill    debate. 
Meanwhile  urgent  concerns  of    appro- 
priation and  the  like  will  be  hampered 
and  put  ofif.     It  is  not  a  cheery  outlook. 
If  for  very  weariness  or  the  sake  of  the 
dispatch  of  public  business,  a  free    coin- 
age bill  is  suffered  to  run    through    the 
senate  this  week  and  passes  the  gauntlet 
of  the  house  as  well,  then  it  will  run  up 
against  the  veto  power  of  the  President. 
He  is  not  in  favor  of  such  a  bill,  but  it  is 
not  certain  to  what  lengths  he  will  carry 
his  opposition.    He  may  wash  his  hands 
of  the  responsibility  and  regard  his  sig- 
nature simply  as  a  formal   acceptance  of 
the  decision  of  congress  over-riding    his 
individual  opinion.    If  so,   we    may    see 
the  experiment  tried  in  this    country  of 
undertaking  to  coin  and  give    a    dollar's 
value  to  every  bit  of  silver    of    a   given 
•weight    and     fineness    which    can      be 
wrested  out  of  the  earth  or  reraelted  and 
lugged  to  our  mint  from  p>ole  to  pole. 


A  brief  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  8t. 
Paul  and  Duluth  public  libraries  may  be  of  in- 
terest. The  St.  Paul  library  has,  I  notice  by  a 
report  just  out,  27,000  volumes  and  the  circu- 
lation last  year  was  i;iO,000,  a  trifle  less  than 
one  book  for  each  inhabitant  These  books 
were  drawn  by  7165  people.  In  Duluth  there 
are  3000  volumes  at  the  end  of  the  fourth 
month  of  use  of  the  library,  with  a  probability 
of  5000  more  In  a  year.  The  average  circula- 
tion, if  the  past  week  or  two  is  continued  for 
a  twelve  month,  and  it  will  doubtless  be  ex- 
ceeded, may  be  put  at  45,000  volames.  There 
are  a  little  over  1000  book  takers.  So  It  is  seen 
that  while  the  circulation,  per  population,  is 
greater  than  that  at  St.  Paul,  the  circulation, 
per  reader,  is  several  times  greater.  St. 
Paul  claims  to  be  the  thirtj -sixth  public 
library,  exclusive  of  college  and  state  institu- 
tions, in  the  United  States.

Secretary  Dithridge,  of  the  New  York  Iron 
Car  company,  who  is  now  visiting  in  the  city 
is  a  remarkable  man  in  bis  way.  His  father 
was  the  inventor  of  the  present  process  of 
making  lamp  chimneys,  and  the  family  owns 
an  immense  plant  in  Pittsburg.  Mr.  Dithridge 
is  an  explorer,  and  has  already  been  over  every 
inch  of  ground  in  and  near  by  the  city  limits. 
He  knows  more  about  Duluth,  after  a  resi- 
dene  here  of  only  three  weeks,  than  do  half  the 
men  who  have  lived  here  all  their  lives.

The  Alaskan  controversy  Is  attracting  much 
attention  from  the  nations  of  Europe  and 
America  just  at  present.  There  is  just  a 
suspicion  that  the  course  of  the  United  States, 
In  falling  to  take  care  of  property  that  had 
been  regularly  purchased,  is  being  laughed  at 
by  foreign  nations.  "America  holds  the  whip 
hand,"  said  a  gentleman  who  has  a  wide 
knowledge  of  International  afiTairs.  "England 
Is  playing  a  game  of  bluff.  It  has  always  been 
noticeable  that  the  Britisher  will  Impose  upon 
any  nation  so  long  as  that  nation  submitted. 
But  when  it  comes  to  a  question  of 
a  few  seal  skins  or  a  fight  J .  Bull  will  back 
down  quickly  enough.  Jt  would  be  the  height 
of  foolishness  for  Germany  to  enter  Into  any 
coalition  with  England.  A  war  with  these 
two  nations,  the  United  States  being  involved, 
simply  means  ruin  to  them.  In  the  first  place 
the  United  States  would  have  no  trouble  In 
occupying  Canada.  This  could  be  accom- 
plished.  Russia  would  at  once  advance  on  the 
Indian  frontier  and  threaten  British  posses- 
sions in  Asia.  France  has  waited  long  for  [an 
opportunity  to  avenge  '72.  and  Germany  could 
not  help  England  without  bringing  this  on, 
while  France  would  have  the  help  of  Russia. 
America  has  the  money,  and  that  is  every- 
thing in  war."

is    to    be  105  feet;  the  river  span  to  be 

1100  feet,  and  the  two  shore  spans  625 
feet  each.  The  approaches  at  each  end 
will  be  on  masonry,  arcbed  viaductfi  and 
embankments  of  earth.  Susperision 
cables  of  steel  will  pass  over  two  granite 
towers,  each  about  '210  feet  high,  pierced 
with  arched  openings  for  roadways,  and 
be  anchored  into  masses  of  masonry  at 
the  outer  end  of  each  approach. 

The  grades  on  the  central  span  wi  il  be 
3  feet  per  100;  on  the  shoie  spauei,  3.5 
feet  per  100;  and  on  the  approaches,  4 
feet  per  100.  The  extreme  width  of  the 
bridge  wUl  be  about  54  feet,  with  a  road- 
way for  vehicles  31  feet  wide  in  the  clear 
and  two  sidewalks  for  pedestrians,  8  feet 
each  in  width.  Lateral  vibration  is  to 
be  prevented  by  a  system  of  ties  extttnd- 
ing  out  from  the  sides  of  the  towers,  and 
vertical  vibration  by  means  of  the  four 
trusses. 

The  clear  height  of  105  feet  al)Ove 
water  level  will  allow  the  largest  four- 
masted  schooners  to  reach  Georgetown 
by  lowering  their  top  masts.  It  ie  at 
rare  intervals  that  a  vessel  of  this  class 
appears  in  this  harbor,  and  the  great 
majority  of  vessels  that  sail  these  wa  ters 
can  pass  under  the  bridge  without  in- 
convenience. The  span  of  1100  I'eet 
practically  leaves  the  full  width  of  the 
river  unobstructed  both  to  navigation 
and  to  the  free  fiow  of  the  waters  of  the 
Potomac.

Power  Deal  Made  Long  Ago. 


AimoyiictD  in  APRIL  By  TH[  mm. 


Company   May   Change    Its    Plans   as 

to  Number  and  Sites  of 

Dams. 


The  water  power  company  and  Messrs. 
Houtz  and  Butler,  representing  the  old 
Cooke  interests  met  this  morning  and 
have  been  in  session  all  day.  There  is  a 
vers-  friendly  feeling  between  the  old 
and  new  companies,  and  the  only  hitch 
in  the  meeting  today  was  the  discovery 
of  a  mistake  in  the  lithotrraph  work  of 
the  stock  certificates,  necessitating 
another  engravmg. 

Contractor  Mclntyre  has  arrived  in 
the  city,  and  has  been  in  conference  with 
the  company.  It  has  not  yet  been  deter- 
mined whether  to  begin  work  on  the 
dams  tbii  winter  or  wait  until  spring. 
Tue  matter  will  be  decided  within  a  few 
diys.  There  are  other  important 
matters  that  the  company  will  settle 
shortly.  These  are  in  relation  to  the 
dams  and  the  industries  that  will  use 
them.  It  is  prolable  that  the  two  dams 
will  be  built  for  30,000  horse  power.  This 
will  necessitate  the  building  of  struc- 
tures seventy-tive  feet  high,  each  back- 
log the  water  to  a  distance  of  two  miles. 
It  18  also  said  that  the  company  has  de- 
cided to  build  as  few  dams  as  possible, 
making  the  ones  erected  large  enough  to 
serve  the  purpose  of  double  their  num- 
ber. 

The  company  is  negotiating  with  a 
number  of  industries  that  desire  power. 
The  New  Duluth  and  St.  Louis  manu- 
factories desire  to  put  in  power  machin- 
ery and  probably  will. 


THE    DEADLY    PARALLEL.! 

Through  a  Trestle;  hluicineer  and  Fireman 
Killed. 

Cincinnati,  Jan.  7. — A  passenger  en- 
gine on  the  Newport  News  &  Mississippi 
Valley  road  plunged  through  a  trestle 
yesterday  afternoon  three  miles  from 
Stepstone.  The  engineer,  Ed  Hilburn, 
of  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  and  Fireman  Ed 
McNeil,  of  Kilgore,  Ky.,  were  instantly 
killed.  The  trestle  broke  while  the  train 
was  running  at  a  slow  rate  and  this 
saved  the  lives  of  the  passengers.  The 
engine,  tender  and  baggage  car  dropped 
through  the  breacli  and  the  wreck  took 
tire.  The  body  of  the  engineer  was 
dragged  from  the  wreck,  but  McNeil's 
could  not  be  extricated  and  was  con- 
sumed in  the  Hames.

The  Scheme  to  Start    8melting  Works 
Port  Arthur. 

Duluth  people  are  foremost  in  the  pro- 
j^ct  for  a'silver  smelter  and  blast  furnace 
at^ort  Arthur.  The  following  letter  was 
lately  sent  to  the  mayor  of  that  city  by 
D.  C.  Maxwell  of  the  late  Manufactures 
Review,  of  Duluth,  the  other  day: 

"Early  in  January  our  president,  Dr. 
D.  C.  Rood,  will  be  in  Port  Arthur,  to 
look  over  your  mines  and  make  definite 
proposition  regarding  both  silver  reduc- 
tion works  and  the  erection  of  a  blast 
furnace  for  the  reduction  of  iron  ores. 
Our  company  would  be  willing  to  be- 
come interested  if  examination  proves 
what  we  expect  it  will.  In  the  mean- 
time it  will  expedite  matters  if  the  sub- 
ject of  the  erection  of  these  works  would 
be  freely  discussed  by  the  citizens  of 
Port  Arthur  before  Dr.  Rood's  visit.  I 
believe  the  condition  of  affairs  j  ustifies 
me  in  saying  that  if  your  citizens  will 
meet  him  half  way,  next  fall  will  see  an 
iron  smelter  and  silver  reduction  works 
in  full  blast." 

The  Port  Arthur  people  are  asked  to 
give  bonuses  of  something  like  $40,000 
for  the  establishment  of  these  two 
plants.  Duluth  offers  as  good  a  loca- 
tion for  silver  smelt mg  as  does  Port 
Arthur,  and  as  an  iron  smelting  point  is 
far  better,  having  several  grades  of  ore 
reached  by  direct  railway,  instead  of  one 
to  which  there  is  yet  no  road.  The 
Dominion  government  gives  a  bonus  of 
8*2  a  ton  for  all  iron  pig  made  in  Can- 
ada. 


Hand  Vht  Kun  Over. 

Coshocton,  Va.,  Jan.  7.— Last  evening 
two  hand  cars  loaded  with  a  gang  of  six- 
teen stone  masons  and  laborers,  were  run 
down  by  the  Chicago  express  on  the 
Pan  Handle  road,  two  miles  east  of  here. 
Wheeler  Burgess,  Robert  Davis  and 
John  Kurn,  residents  of  Stubenville 
were  instantly  killed.  The  telegraph 
operator  at  the  siding  reported  the  ex- 
press five  minutes  late.  This  would 
have  given  the  men  ten  minutes  to  reach 
the  end  of  the  siding  one  mile  away,  but 
scarcely  had  they  gone  300  yards  when 
the  express  rounded  the  curve,  running 
at  a  high  rate,  and  dashed  into  them. 

An  Insane  Act, 

Martinsville,  Ind.,  Jan.  7. — Mrs. 
John  Stinson,  of  unsound  mind,  wife  of 
a  prominent  farmer  residing  near  Dan- 
ville, peured  coal  oil  over  her  clothing 
yesterday  and  set  it  on  fire.  Her  hus- 
band attempted  to  put  out  the  fire  and 
was  badly  burned.  Mrs.  Stinson  is  dy- 
ing.  

BUSTED  BY  THE  TRUST. 

The  Watch  Case  Trust  is  the  Cause  of  the 
Dueber  Failure. 
Chicago,  Jan.  7.— Howard  Douglass, 
assignee  of  the  Dueber  Watch  Case  com- 
pany, has  telegraphed  the  Chicago  rep- 
resentative to  retain  possession  of    the 

property  belonging  to  the  company  here. 
He  ascribes  the  assignment  to  the  action 
of  the  trust,  of  which  the  Dueber  com- 
pany was  not  a  member.  Said  he:  "We 
have  not  belonged  to  the  trust  for  three 
years.  The  war  with  the  trust  came  on 
just  about  the  time  the  new  factory  was 
opened.  It  took  away  all  our  customers 
at  one  blow.  Our  trade  was  about  84,- 
000,000  a  year."

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NEWS  FROM  OVERSEA. 


Glasgow  Railway  Situation  Far 
From  Improved. 


HOME    RULE    PROSPECTS    POOR. 


Death    Rate   Increased    Alarmingly   In 

European  Cities;  Foreign  Notes 

of  Real  Interest. 


London,  Jan.  7. — The  correspondent 
of  the  Times  at  Glasgow  says:  It  must 
be  admitted  that  the  situation  of  the 
railroad  strike  is  not  improved.  The 
Caledonian  company  is  short  1000  hands. 
The  goods  trattic  is  in  a  state  of  collapse 
worse  than  that  of  last  week  despite  the 
fact  that  the  idleness  of  the  miners  tells 
in  the  company's  favor.  English 
merchants  declare  it  is  impossible  to 
send  gtwds  by  rail  to  Glasgow. 


The  Berlin  correspondent  of  the 
Standard  says:  It  appears  settled  that 
Euiin  Pasha  is  to  be  governor  of  the 
western  portion  of  German  East  Africa, 
including  the  lake  territory  and  Herr 
SSoden  to  be  governor  of   the   remainder. 

Dr.  Schlieman  left  property  to  be  di- 
vided among  his  relatives,  including 
jt'iOOO  to  his  tirst  wife's  heir.  The  sum 
of  £S00  is  left  to  Professor  Virchow. 
The  palace  at  Athens  with  all  its  collec- 
tions and  library,  excepting  only  the 
Trojan  vessels  which  are  intended  for 
Berlin,  are  bequeathed  to  the  widow. 


The  report  in  the  Dublin  Express,  a 
conservative  paper,  that  Gladstone  has 
stated  that  his  public  life  is  ended,  is 
denied  on  good  authority.  Not  only  in 
words,  but  in  letters  to  his  friends, 
Gladstone  has  expressed  himself  gloomily 
regarding  the  future  of  Irish  home  rule, 
and  his  sentiments  are  shared  by  liberals 
generally. 

Owing  to  the  news  of  acute  suffering 
on  the  west  coast  of  Ireland,  the  ad- 
miralty has  ordered  another  British  war 
vessel  at  Portsmouth  to  load  with  pota- 
toes for  the  Irish  coast. 

The  weather  is  responsible  for  an 
alarming  increase  in  the  death  rate  in 
most  European  cities.  One  of  the  most 
startling  reports  on  this  subject  comes 
from  Dublin,  where  the  number  of 
deaths  during  the  past  week  reached  the 
phenomenal  proportion  of  forty  and  six- 
tenths  to  the  thousand,  The  majority 
were  from  pulmonary  complaints. 


The  kaiser  has  directed  the  police  of 
Prussian  cities  to  make  a  new  list  of  all 
persons  engaged  in  the  socialist  propa- 
ganda, and  to  keep  a  careful  surve.  lance 
of  their  movements. 

A  Jewish  lawyer  who  recently  left 
Kietf  was  arrested  by  the  Russian  police 
while  endeavoring  to  make  his  way 
across  the  border  into  Austrian  Poland. 
He  tiiid  been  guilty  of  no  crime,  but  de- 
cided to  leave  Russia  because  his  prac- 
tice was  ruined  by  the  enforcement  of 
anti- Jewish  laws.  He  made  an  attempt 
to  escape  after  being  captured,  and  was 
killed  by  the  police. 


A  Shanghai  cablegram  describes  the 
funeral  of  Prince  Chun,  the  father  of  the 
emperor  of  China,  as  laving  been  cele- 
brated with  great  formality,  all  the  for- 
eign ministers  attending.  The  emperor 
has  secluded  himself  to  go  through  the 
rites  of  devotion  to  the  departed.  The 
prince  was  the  guiding  star  of  the  em- 
pire, and  the  court  is  already  distracted 
with  feuds  over  the  ouccession  to  his 
authority. 

British  residents  of  Nagasaki  claim 
that  they  have  discovered  that  a  native 
criminal' was  recently  severely  tortured 
by  the  Japanese  authorities  to  extort 
confession  of  a  small  theft.  They  pre- 
sent this  as  an  argument  against  the 
proposed  treaty  subjecting  foreigners  to 
Japanese  law. 


The  pope  has  ordered  the  paintings  on 
the  walls  of  certain  rooms  of  the  Vatican 
by  Raphael  and  Michael  Angelo 
in  the  sistine  chapel  to  be  restored.  The 
execution  of  the  delicate  task  has  been 
intrusted  to  the  German  painter  Seidtz. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Arabian  prov- 
ince of  Yeraan  have  organized  a  formid- 
able rebellion  against  the  Turkish  gov- 
ernment which  has  treated  them  with 
great  severity  in  the  matter  of  onerous 
taxes.  , 

SETTLING  IMPORTANT  POINTS. 

Chicago-.>lilwaukee   Otticials  Concede  De- 
mands of  KmployeH. 

Chicago,  Jan.  7. — The  Officials  of  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  were 
treated  to  a  surprise  yesterday.  F.  P. 
Sargent,  grand  master  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Locomotive  Firemen;  P.  M. 
Arthur,  grand  master  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Locomotive  Engir.eers;  C.  F. 
McAuliffe,  chairman  of  the  committee 
of  firemen,  and  H.  L.  Baker,  the  chair- 
man of  the  engineers'  committee,  called 
on  the  general  manager,  A.  G.  Earling, 
and  in  the  name  of  the  fireman  and  engi- 
neers of  the  road,  demanded  that  a  cer- 
tain portion  of  the  present  schedule  be 
changed. 

The  part  referred  to  says  that  twelve 
hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work. 
Th's  they  want  changed  to  ten  hours. 

Ordinarily  a  day's  work  is  about  eight 
hours,  but  in  case  of  a  blockade  or  a 
wreck  they  are  compelled  to  work  many 
more  hours  overtime.  In  this  event  they 
only  receive  extra  pay  for  all  time  over 
twelve  hours. 

At  tirst  it  was  feared  that  some  trouble 
would  be  caused,  but  the  conference  was 
BO  satisfactory  that  it  is  thought  that  the 
matter  will  be  peaceably  settled. 

Fully  100  delegates  from  the  different 
branches  of  both  orders  are  here.  It 
was  decided  to  elect  a  chairman  who 
would  act  as  a  representative  to  the  con- 
ference.

Legislative     Bodies    of      Many 
States  Convene  Today. 


A    CONHKTICUT     COMPLICATION, 


Illinois,  Connecticut,  New  Hannpshire 

and    Others    Begin    Their 

Regular  Sessions. 


Concord,  N.  H.,  Jan.  7. — The  new  state 
legislature  assembled  today.  The  poli- 
tics of  a  governor  and  of  a  United  States 
senator  depend  upon  its  ultimate  com- 
position. 

In  the  senate  the  republicans  have  a 
majority  of  four.  The  house,  however, 
is  divided  into  three  classes,  regular  rep- 
resentatives whose  election  is  provided 
for  by  the  constitution;  representatives 
from  towns,  which,  until  the  last  election 
did  not  have  a  sutUcient  population  to 
entitle  them  to  a  representation,  and  ex- 
tra representatives  from  towns  which  in- 
creased in  population  between  the  last 
election  and  its  predecessor. 

The  Connertii-ut  Complication. 

Hartkokd,  Conn.,  Jan.  7. — The  com- 
plicated gubernatorial  situation  m  Con- 
necticut is  now  about  to  be  solved.  The 
general  assembly  will  meet  today  and  its 
tirst  duty  will  be  to  decide  who  shall  be 
the  state  officers  for  the  next  two  years. 

According  to  the  lav/  of  Connecticut 
a  candidate  for  a  state  office  must  re- 
ceive a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  In 
case  no  candidate  received  a  majority 
the  election  in  thrown  into  the  general 
assembly  and  must  be  decided  by  both 
houses  in  joint  convention. 

Immeiliately  after  the  two  bouses  of 
the  general  assembly  have  organized,  a 
committee  on  canvass  of  votes  for  state 
officers  wille  be  formed,  consisting  of 
one  senator  appointed  by  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  senate  and 
eight  representatives  appointed  by  the 
speaker  of  the  house.  As  the  senate  is 
strongly  democratic,  the  senator  ap- 
pointed will  presumably  be  a  democrat. 
Representatives  of  the  lower  house, 
which  is  republican  by  a  still  larger 
majority,  will  probably  consist  of  live  re- 
publicans and  three  democrats. 

The  only  way  in  which  the  republicans 
can  secure  the  election  of  their  candi- 
date is  by  going  back  of  the  returns.  It 
is  probable,  therefore,  that  there  will  be 
two  reports  presented  to  the  committee, 
a  majority  of  one  declaring  in  favor  of 
an  investigation  into  the  irregularities 
referred  to  by  official  canvassers,  and  a 
minority  declaring  Mr.  Morns  elected  by 
the  people.  The  former  will  be  accepted 
by  the  republican  house  of  representa- 
tives and  the  latter  by  the  democrat 
senate.  

Illinois  I<egi!ilature  Convenes. 

SpRiNCiFiELD,  111.,  Jan.  7. — The  thirty- 
seventh  general  assembly  of  Illinois  con- 
vened in  regular  session  at  the  state 
capitol  promptly  at  noon.  The  senate 
was  called  to  order  by  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor Lyman  B.  Ray  and  the  house  by 
Secretary  of  State  Pearson. 

The  absorbing  question  of  the  session 
will  be  the  election  of  a  United  States 
senator  to  succeed  Charles  B.  Far  well. 
Senator  Farwell,  republican,  is  a  candi- 
date for  re-election.  General  Palmer  is 
the  candidate  for  the  democracy. 

As  the  situation  now  stands  the  senate 
is  twenty  seven  republican  to  twenty- 
four  democratic,  while  in  the  house  the 
democrats  muster  seventy-seven,  the  re- 
publicans seventy- three  and  the  farmers' 
alliance  three.  Thus  the  democrats  have 
a  total  of  101  votes  on  joint  ballot  to  100 
republicans,  but  a  quorum  is  103,  and 
consequently  the  three  representatives 
from  the  farmers'  alliance  hold  the 
balance  of  power. 

In  Colorado. 

Dexver,  Colo.,  Jan.  8. — The  eighth 
general  assembly  of  Colorado  assembled 
today.  Senator  Teller  will  probably  suc- 
ceed himself.  A  strong  figh*  has  been 
made  against  him,  but  he  has  appar- 
ently proved  too  much  for  his  opponents. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  opposition  to 
Teller's  re-election  is  only  four  votes 
short  of  a  majority.  The  candidates 
mentioned  against  him  are  Judges 
Symes  and  Elbert,  with  the  chances  in 
favor  of  the  latter. 


A    SHARP    FINANCIER 

OverdrawH    an    Incredible    Amount    on  a 
Baltiuiore  Kauic. 

Baltimore,  Jan.  7. — Ex-Counselor  H. 
Webster  Crowl  has  succeeded  in  making 
a  reputation  as  a  sort  of  local  "Napoleon 
of  finance."  Crowl  had  been  extensively 
engaged  in  land  speculations  and  failed 
several  months  ago  owing  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars. 

Monday  afternoon,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  Franklin  bank,  it 
was  learned  from  President  Baker  that 
Crowl  had  overdrawn  his  account  on  the 
bank  upward  of  $100,000.  Further  than 
this  the  bank  holds  Mr.  Crowl's  paper  to 
an  extent  to  increase  his  indebtedness 
to  the  bank  to  §119,000.  President 
Baker  said  Crowl  was  enabled  to  over- 
draw his  account  through  the  incapacity 
and  untrustworthinessof  Cashier  Gard- 
ner, who  had  been  dismissed. 

Baker,  in  reply  to  a  question  as  to 
whether  he  thougnt  Gardner  had  made 
anything  out  of  the  transaction,  replied 
that  he  thought  not,  but  he  could  not 
account  for  the  cashier's  action  except 
on  the  ground  that  Crowl  had  hypnot- 
ised him.  What  Crowl  did  with  all  the 
money  he  picked  up  around  town  is  a 
mystery.  He  borrowed  right  and  left, 
subscribed  to  stock,  gave  his  notes  and 
then  mortgaged  the  same  property  twice. 
Crow)  is  in  Koanoke,  Va.  Gardner  was 
a  Sunday  school  superintendent  and 
Crowl  was  a  pillar  of  the  church. 

Value  of  UiH  Ire. 

Huron, S.  D.,  Jan.  7.— Col.  Ray  Myers, 
a  former  resident  here  but  now  consul  at 
San  Salvador,  has  instituted  suit  for 
$50,0(.»0  against  that  republic.  When  he 
arrived  at  his  post  a  year  ago  he  found 
a  rebellion  in  progress,  and  he  had  to 
make  his  way  to  his  hotel  amid  shot  and 
shell.  The  siege  continued,  and  the 
only  protection  he  had  was  to  take 
refuge  behind  a  rock  bath  tub.  Here 
he  remained  for  seventy-two  hours  and 
considers  he  is  damaged  850,000. 

Canada  Expects  War. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Jan.  7. — The  Bering  sea 
dispute  continues  to  engross  public  at- 
tention in  Canada,  and  many  Canadians 
are  discussing  the  possibilities  of  war. 
A  study  cf  the  question  seems  to  show 
that  Canada  could  prevent  any  serious 
inroad  in  the  older  provinces  until  the 
English  regulars  had  arrived.  Military 
critics  agree  that  the  provinces  of  Que- 
bec and  Ontario  are  destined  to  bear  the 
brunt  of  the  attack  in  the  event  of    war. 


PAN    AMERICAN    BODY. 


International  Monetary  Conference  In  Ses- 
nion  at  Washington, 

Washington,  Jan.  7. — A  distinguished 
looking  body  of  men  were  gathered  at 
noon  today  in  the  diplomatic  chamber  of 
the  department  of  state.   They  were  the 

delegates  to  ihe  international  monetary 
conference,  and  represented  those  coun 
tnes  which  have  agreed  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  international  Ameri- 
can conference  for  the  establishment  of 
an  American  monetary  union  and  the 
issue  of  a  common  silver  coin. 

Argentine  Republic  was  represented 
by  Senor  Don  Vincente  G.  Quesada; 
Brazil,  by  Senor  Salvadar  Meudonca; 
Colombia,  by  Senors  Don  Climaco 
Calderon  and  Don  Julio  Rengifo;  Mex- 
ico, by  Senor  Don  M.  Romero;  Ven- 
ezuela by  Senor  Don  Etanislao  Vetan- 
court  Bendon;  Chili  by  Senor  Don  Pru- 
dencio  Lazcano;  Salvador  by  Senor  Don 
Benjamin  M.  Guirola;  Ecuador  by  Don 
M.  Romero;  Honduras  by  Senor  Don  R. 
W.  Stevens;  Hayti  by  Hannibal  Price, 
and  the  Hawaiian  kingdom  by  H.  A.  P. 
Carter. 

A  brief  but  cordial  address  of  welcome 
to  the  delegates  was  made  by  Secretary 
Blaine,  and  responses  were  made  by 
Senors  Romero,  Quesada  and  Price. 
These  formalities  over,  the  delegates 
went  into  secret  session  for  the  purpose 
of  formal  organization.  The  conference 
will  hold  daily  sessions  at  the  Arlington 
hotel.  

NICKEL    ORE    TESTS. 

Britiith  Admiralty  May  PoMHlbly  Take 
Canadian  Metal. 

Toronto,  Jan.  7. — Some  time  ago  J.  H. 

Clark  wrote  to  Lord  George  Hamilton, 

first  lord  of  the  admiralty,  offering  to  the 
British  government  on  behalf  of  the 
owners  of  nickel  mines  in  the  townships 
of  Craig  and  Moncrieff,  in  Algoma,  100,- 
000  tons  of  nickel  ore  free  of  charge  for 
the  purpose  of  making  such  tests  as  they 
consider  desirable.  He  has  received  an 
answer  saying  that  no  doubt  the  offer 
would  be  accepted. 


Fun  For  His   Lawyers. 

Washington,  Jan.  7. — Jacques  Van 
Raalte,  a  native  of  Rotterdam,  but  a 
resident  of  Glasgow,  as  consul  for  the 
Netherlands,  has  brought  suit  against 
James  G.  Blaine,  secretary  of  state  for 
the  United  States,  to  recover  $125,000 
negotiable  coupon  bonds  issued  by  the 
Confederacy.  The  bonds  were  pur- 
chased on  the  day  all  debts  of  the  Con- 
federacy were  repudiated  by  proclama- 
tion of  Wm.  H.  Seward,  then  secretary 
of  state.       

Bank  President  in  Limbo. 

WooNsocKET,  S.  D.,  Jan.  7. — The  San 
Bern  county  bank  safe  was  opened  yes- 
terday morning  and  found  to  contain 
only  $137.  President  Stevens  has  been 
arrested,  charged  with  taking  in  deposits 
after  knowing  the  bank  to  be  insolvent. 
Monday  he  was  released  on  $2000  bonds, 
but  yesterday  was  rearrested,  charged 
by  Postmaster  Simpson  with  forgery. 

Olilo  Robbers  Arrested. 

Lima,  Ohio,  Jan.  7. — A  gang  of  profes- 
sional thieves  have  been  operating 
throughout  Ohio,  making  their  head- 
quarters here.  The  police  succeeded  in 
locating  them,  and  today  raided  their 
place  and  arrested  four  men  and  cap- 
tured several  thousand  dollars  worth  of 
spoils  which  have  been  identified  as  that 
stolen  from  Springfield,  Cincinnati,  Col- 
umbus, Dayton  and  other  towns. 

Seamens  Union  Convention. 

Detroit,  Jan.  7. — The  annual  general 
convention  of  the  Seamens  union  of  the 
United  States,  opened  here  today,  all  the 
lake  ports  being  represented,  A  num- 
ber of  questions  of  importance  to  vessel 
owners  and  their  employes  are  scheduled 
for  action. 


DEFAULTING   TREASURER. 

A   WlMconsin   Ottidal  Arretted  for  Kmbee- 
^leuieut. 

Chippewa  Falls,  Wis.,  Jan.  7  — Sever 
Serley,  the  county  treasurer,  whose  term 
of  office  expired  twenty  four  hours  ago, 
is  behind  prison  bars,  charged  with  em- 
bezzlement to  the  amount  of  nearly 
$19,000. 

At  the  last  March  meeting  of  the 
county  board  figures  showed  that  Serley 
was  short  in  his  account  but  no  official 
action  was  taken,  presumably  because 
the  county  would  not  suffer,  as  Serley 
had  upon  his  bond  fifteen  of  the  wealth- 
iest citizens  of  this  county. 

Matters  dragged  along  until  a  little 
over  a  month  ago,  when  the  bondsmen 
became  alarmed  from  the  fact  that  Ser- 
ley had  refused  to  pay  county  orders 
and  at  once  began  inquiry.  It  was  then 
that  the  treasurer  acknowledged  his  de- 
fault and  asked  that  a  new  man  be  ap- 
pointeil  in  his  place.  He  also  transferred 
his  property  to  his  bondsmen,  which  ho 
claims  will  cover  the  shortage,  which 
was  supposed  would  not  exceed  $8000. 

When  the  accounting  was  completed,  a 
large  shortage  was  discovered.  A  war- 
rant was  at  once  procured  and  Serley 
taken  into  custody,  and  being  unable  to 
furnish  S50(X)  bail,  was  committed  to  the 
county  jail  until  Jan.  13,  when  be  will 
have  his  preliminary  examination. 

An  Old  Otticial  Resigns. 

Chicago,  Jan.  7. — C.  B.  Holmes  yester- 
day severed  his  connection  as  president 
of  the  Chicago  City  Railway  company, 
after  a  service  of  eighteen  years  with 
that  corporation,  the  resignation  to  take 
effect  on  Jan.  I'j.
